Zoar Crafts 


For those who collect the products 
of the old Zoar society in Ohio, and 
particularly their beautiful coverlets, 
we offer this condensed history by 
Elizabeth Okerbloom in the Columbus, 
Ohio, Citizen: 

The people who founded the Zoar 
society (or separatists as they were 
also called) emigrated from around 
Stuttgart in Wurttemberg, the victims 
of persecution by the established Lu- 
theran Church of Germany. The set- 
tlement in the wilderness of Tuscara- 
was County, Ohio, was founded in 
1817, and was named after the biblical 
city of refuge (Genesis XIX, 20-23). 
The tract of 5500 fertile acres was 
purchased for three dollars per acre. 
The site was well chosen on the east 
bank of the Tuscarawas River. 

GooDs WERE POOLED 

The community of goods was estab- 
lished naturally enough as the result 
of discontent among the society mem- 
bers with the distribution of the land. 
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A constitution was adopted in 1819 
which provided that goods were to be 
pooled and each person would work 
for the common benefit. In return, 
all members were to receive food, 
clothing, shelter, medical care and a 
common share in all property. Fifty- 
three men and 104 women signed the 
constitution. Owing to the burden 
imposed by the land debt and poor 
crops, celibacy was adopted for a few 
years. 

The Zoarites worked hard to clear 
the land, plant orchards and build 
their simple homes. These were log 
huts at first. Later buildings were of 
brick, milled lumber and stone from 
the Zoar quarries. Most of the houses 
were double, built to shelter two or 
three families. The houses were set 
in neat gardens close to the street. 
A characteristic feature of many were 
heavy red tile roofs. At the center 
of the village they constructed a 
lovely wheel-shaped garden. 


SuccESS—AT FIRST 


At first the Zoarites prospered by 
their ancient methods and plodding 
labor. Their industries flourished and 
produced enough to satisfy their own 
needs and much more to sell to the 
outside world. 

These enterprising people developed 
their weaving industry through their 
need of clothing and other materials 
as early as 1821. A woolen mill and 
a dye house were erected among the 
first buildings. A great flock of sheep 
was maintained, numbering 1500 at 
one time. Linen goods were woven 
from flax grown on the community 
property. Much linen and wool was 
sold outside the colony to help pay 
off the debts. 

The society began to decline shortly 
after the death in 1853 of the spiritual 
leader, Joseph Bimeler, who had 
led them so successfully through their 
early years. 

Agitation in a monthly paper writ- 
ten and printed, ironically, by a de- 
scendent of Bimeler, furnished pro- 
paganda for individual rights. 

The Separatist Society disbanded 
in 1898, ending Ohio’s most flourish- 
ing communal’ experiment. The 
home of one of the Bimeler family 
has become the Zoar Historical Mu- 
seum, a property of the Ohio Archaeo- 
logical and Historical Society.

With the 
exception of Woodrow Wilson, he has 
the photographs of all the presidents 
from Theodore Roosevelt down to 
and including President Harry S.

Old Diaries 
Form Basis of Book 


W. F. Horn, of Topeka, Kansas, is 
the author of “The Horn Papers” 
published by the Greene County His- 
torical Society at Waynesburg, Pa. 
and as they are based on the diary 
of Jacob Horn and court proceedings 
when he was a justice of the peace, 
they embrace many of the pioneers 
from whom middle western folks are 
descended and therefore possess 
great value for genealogical survey. 

Jacob Horn was associated with 
Christopher Gist in early discoveries 
of the section west of the Allegheny 
mountains. He kept a diary during 
his lifetime which yields many inter- 
esting items and corrects many in- 
accuracies in history. When he died 
in 1778 his diaries passed to his son 
Christopher Horn. After the terri- 
tory west of the Monongahela river 
became Pennsylvania, Horn’s diaries 
and other family papers were boxed 
up and were later moved to Kansas. 
Historian W. F. Horn has been work- 
ing on them for years and the three 
volumes are the results of his labor. 

Many of the people of the middle 
west passed through the Pittsburgh 
section in coming west and this gives 
these papers exceptional charm for 
those tracing family history. Patent 
maps of three counties of Pennsyl- 
vania make up one volume and it is 
an unique addition to the publication.

Boston Museum Acquires 
Noted Collection 


The Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
has been left the distinguished col- 
lection of Asiatic art gathered over 
a period of forty years by the late 
Charles Bain Hoyt of Camden, Maine, 
and Cambridge, Massachusetts. The 
collection, which is considered by 
connoisseurs to be one of the finest 
of its kind in the world, is thought 
to contain more than one thousand 
items of notable rarity. Some parts 
of the collection have been on loan 
and exhibited at the Fogg Art Muse- 
um, Harvard University, and the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, Boston, but the 
remainder has been rarely seen pub- 
hcly, having been housed in Mr. 
Hoyt’s residence at Camden, Cam- 
bridge, and his chalet in Switzer- 
land. 

The collection features Chinese and 
Korean ceramics of the greatest rar- 
ity, Chinese sculpture and bronzes 
and metal objects, paintings and 
prints, and other items. Because Mr. 
Hoyt was extremely detached and ob- 
jective in his collecting, the collection 
is not popularly widely known, but 
it draws the envy of connoisseurs all 
over the world, and as Mr. Kojiro 
Tomita, curator of Asiatic Art, points 
out, it has been regarded as reflect- 
ting the very highest standards of 
artistic collecting. The Hoyt col- 
lection will go far to strengthen the 
already outstanding position of the 
Boston Museum’s Asiatic collections, 
which are regarded as the finest in 
the world outside of the Orient. 


Mr. Hoyt was born in Kenosha, 
Wisconsin. He was the son of Col. 
James J. Hoyt, a Union Army officer 
of the Civil War and descendant of 
Jonathan Edwards, the theologian 
who played a part in the founding of 
Princeton University. He was edu- 
cated at Lawrenceville School, N. J., 
and travelled extensively in many 
parts of the world, particularly in 
the Orient. He devoted himself to 
collecting Chinese pottery and porce- 
lain pieces, mostly of the early per- 
iod, notably the T’ang and Sung 
dynasties. His Korean section was 
so complete that it was considered 
doubtful if it could be matched even 
in Korea itself. 

Mr. Hoyt is described by his 
friends as quite aloof and reserved 
and quite detached in his great love 
for beautiful things. His attitude 


towards his own or any other objects 
of art was entirely objective, im- 
partial and professional. Because of 
his sure connoisseur’s eye, Mr. Hoyt 
was able many times to pick up ob- 
jects of the greatest rarity at low 


prices. Museum authorities said to- 
day that even if the purchase funds 
were available, it would be im- 
possible to duplicate the collection in 
the present-day market. 

Mr. Hoyt’s residence in Cambridge 
is one of the famous examples of 
domestic architecture in that city. 
Situated next to the historic Long- 
fellow House on Brattle Street, it 
was at one time occupied by Bishop 
Lawrence. It has been called a not- 
able example of Early Federal archi- 
tecture. It is now the property of 
Harvard University.

Atomic Science Exhibition 


An atomic science exhibit, “Nuclear 
Energy is Here for Good” was dis- 
played to the public at the Rochester, 
N. Y., Museum of Arts and Sciences 
recently, according to W. Stephen 
Thomas, Museum Director. 

A “world” that is our greatest 
frontier of science, the nucleus or 
heart of the atom, was brought into 
focus for the general public in the 
scores’ of demonstrations, models, 
displays, panel illustrations, movies, 
talks, and photomurals that made up 
the exhibit on atomic energy. This 
exhibit was sponsored by Brook- 
haven National Laboratory, the nu- 
clear research center at Upton, N. Y., 
operated by Associated Universities, 
Inc., of which the University of 
Rochester is a member, and was 
shown under the auspices of the 
U. S. Atomic Energy Commission. 

One unit, the model Van de Graaf 
generator, required a volunteer from 
the audience. It literally made the 
hair stand on end. This generator 
built up a charge of harmless static 
electricity, the same kind that charg- 
es a comb when it is used briskly. 

Another highlight was a genuine 
piece of uranium, two inches by two 
inches by five inches, which repre- 
sented a great deal more uranium 
than existed in the world before the 
war. Approximately 40 percent heav- 
ier than lead, the small block weighed 
15 pounds. 

A model Atomic Pile split single 
uranium atoms before the eyes of the 
visitors. Energy released by this fis- 
sion process was amplified into 
striking visual and sound effects. A 
tiny capsule of a mixture of radium 
and beryllium, valued at $12,500, was 
used in the model to produce the 
neutrons that pierced the nuclei of 
uranium atoms in _ the fission 
chamber. L 

Another of the instruments was a 
Wilson Cloud Chamber used by scien- 
tists to study the behavior of “split” 
atoms. Geiger counters, sensitive 
electronic devices which are some- 
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times called the “adding machines” 
of radioactivity, traced for visitors 
the presence of radioactivity in ores, 
frogs, and a treated plant. 

How a nuclear reactor, or atomic 
pile, may some day be employed to 
generate electric power was shown 
by a model power plant.

Metropolitan Staff Changes 


Joseph Downs, curator of the 
,American Wing of The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art since 1934, has re- 
signed that position in order to ac- 
cept the post of curator of the Henry 
F. du Pont collection at Winterthur, 
Delaware, the trustees of the Muse- 
um announce. Mr. Downs will con- 
tinue on the staff of the Metropoli- 
tan as consultant in American De- 
corative Arts. 

Vincent D. Andrus, a private col- 
lector and student of American art 
and design, has been appointed as- 
sistant curator of the American 
Wing. He will carry on the work in 
American decorative arts under Mr. 
Down’ guidance. 

In a statement noting that Mr. du 
Pont’s collection “is the largest and 
finest of its kind and destined to be- 
come a foundation of the very first 
importance for the study of early 
American art”, Francis Henry Tay- 
lor, Director of the Metropolitan, 
said: 

“Mr. Downs carries with him the 
best wishes of the trustees and staff 
for his new and important assign- 
ment, as well as the gratitude of the 
Museum that he will continue as an 
advisory member of the staff.” 

Mr. Downs came to the Metropoli- 
tan in 19382 from the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art. Since he became 
curator of the American Wing fifteen 
years ago, the Museum’s collections 
of American decorative arts have 
grown steadily in scope and impor- 
tance. He was responsible for ac- 
quiring and installing rooms from the 
Thomas Hart house and the Samuel 
Wentworth house, both outstanding 
documents from the XVII century. 
Other notable additions carried out 
under his direction include the Penn- 
sylvania German rooms, the Ver- 
planck room and the Benkard room. 

“At every point the quality of the 
exhibits in the American Wing has 
been heightened and their interest 
broadened through Mr. Downs’ cur- 
atorship,” said Mr. Taylor. “In cer- 
tain categories, he has been respons- 
ible for the acquisition of virtually 
our entire collection.” 


Mr. Andrus, a native of New York 
City, attended the Buckley and Berk- 
shire schools and was a member of 
the class of 1938 at Yale University. 
During World War II he served for 
three-and-a-half years as an _ in- 
structor in instrument flying in the 
Army Air Corps. 

Long interested in the American 
decorative arts, Mr. Andrus is thor- 
oughly acquainted with public and 
private collections in this country 
through study and extensive travel 
before and since the war. 


Gilevease Foundation 
Museum, Tulsa, Okla. 


The Gilcrease Foundation, Tulsa, 
Okla., has recently opened its Indian 
art museum. This building, first of 
several planned by the foundation, 
has seven exhibition galleries, recep- 
tion rooms, a library, offices, stor- 
ages, and service quarters. The ex- 
hibits are arranged chronologically. 
A large gallery near the foyer, dis- 
plays paintings dating from about 
1850 to 1900, including portraits of 
the John Ross family and works by 
Catlin, Remington, Russell and oth- 
ers. A gallery of recent paintings, 
disnlays the works of outstanding 
contemporary Indian painters, and 
watercolors by such artists as Wood- 
row Crumbo, Acee Blue Eagle, Archie 
Blackowl, and Charles Wilson. 

More than 50,000 volumes are in- 
cluded in the Museum’s library. 

The museum is supported by en- 
dowments given by Thomas Gil- 
crease, of the Gilcrease oil interests, 
who also gave his collection brought 
together over a period of 35 years, 
as a nucleus of the museum.

Tom Thumb Museum 


Miniaturists and vacationers the 
country over will be interested in one 
of the newer developments in the 
hobby field — a Tom Thumb Muse- 
um, established only last year by 
Mrs. B. J. Bump, whose husband was 
a nephew of the late Mrs. Tom 
Thumb. Located in South Middle- 
boro, Massachusetts, the museum 
houses approximately one-hundred 
pieces, including Mrs. Tom Thumb’s 
evening gowns, shoes, slippers, her 
prayer book, china, glass and siiver- 
ware, papers such as passports, au- 
tograph books and their geneological 
records, and even a small jewel safe. 
Mrs. Bump hopes to eventually be 
able to bring many more of the 
things which are scattered through- 
out the world back into the family 
and add them to her permanent col- 
lection. At present, two _ life-sized 
models of the famous couple, dressed 
in costumes in which they appeared 
many times, are being featured.

Attractions in 
Harvard, Mass. 


Visitors to Harvard, Mass., have 
the opportunity of seeing four muse- 
ums situated on land once a part of 
the estate of Miss Clara Endicott 
Sears and founded by her. The en- 
terprise is called Fruitlands and the 
Wayside Museums, Inc., and is locat- 
ed thirty miles from Boston. One of 
the features is the Picture Gallery 
‘which contains a unique collection of 
portraits by early itinerant portrait 
painters, and a fine collection of 
landscapes by Hudson River artists. 
Of more than passing interest here 
is the section known as Fruitlands 
where A. Bronson Alcott, the Trans- 
cendentalist and the English Mystics, 
tried to create a “New Eden” in 1848. 
All the original furnishings and a 
notable collection of manuscripts of 
that period are here. The Shaker 
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Museum, another interesting part of 
the project, houses mementoes in the 
oldest house built by the Shakers at 
the Harvard Shaker Village. Nearby 
a museum housing mementoes of the 
American Indian is of especial inter- 
est to Indian relic collectors. A re- 
cent addition to the collection is a 
skeleton in sitting posture presented 
by the late Warren K. Moorehead, 
noted archaeologist. In keeping with 
the latter collection is a heroic sized 
bronze statue of an Indian Pumun- 
angwet which translated means “He 
who shoots the stars,” which stands 
outside the museum. Another beauti- 
ful statue in bronze of an Indian, 
“Wo Peen, the Dreamer’ is also in 
keeping.

McGuffey Shrine 


In the town of Ashland, Ky., stands 
a hand-hewn, one-room school build- 
ing—a memorial to William Holmes 
McGuffey, author of the McGuffey 
Readers, which helped mould the 
character of the nation. 

MecGuffey readers did vastly more 
than just teach children of early 
generations to read. By their text 
they taught many virtues such as 
honesty and loyalty. 

The readers also were among the 
first to contain illustrations. Their 


pages were liberally brightened with 
pictures of cats and dogs, of barn- 
yard fowls, and of birds and other 
creatures of the forest. 


The school now standing in Ash- 
land was built nearly a hundred years 
ago. It contains backless benches on 
which the pupils sat to write on slates 
held on their laps. A primitive table 
served as a desk for the teacher. The 
old school bell still may be seen. 

The building is open at all times, 
and each year it is visited by tourists 
and school children from all over the 
nation.

AMERICAN ELEPHANT SHRINE 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


It has often been observed by 
students of the circus that the two 
principal ingredients and necessary 
adjuncts of a big top organization 
are elephants and clowns. 

Furthermore, there are many 
people who judge the size and enter- 
tainment value of a circus by the 
number of lumbering pachyderms 
and white-faced joeys which appear 
in the arena. 

And to be sure, a elephant is the 
principal figure in the actual begin- 
ning of the touring American circus. 
Old Bet 'was her name and she was 
brought to this country in 1815 by 
a sea captain who paid $20 for her av 
a London auction. 

Hackaliah Bailey of Stephentown, 
Westchester county, New York, now 
known as Somers, went down to New 
York harbor to take a look at the 
animal and promptly paid $1,000 for 
her. Old Bet was shipped by river 
sloop to Sing Sing village on the 
Hudson river, and from there made 
her way afoot to Somers. 

Thus Somers became the elephant 
capital of ‘America, and Old Bet’s 
owner madé so much money exhibit- 
ing her to astonished farmers that 


he perpetuated her memory in such 
a way that today, Somers is a circus 
shrine and annual pilgrimages are 
made there by circus fans. 

Hackaliah Bailey erected a wooden 
statue of Old Bet on a lengthy gran- 
ite shaft in front of his three-story 
brick hotel building, financed by the 
profits of his animal exhibitions, 
and named “Elephant Hotel.” 

In April of this year, the 134th 
anniversary of Old Bet’s tour was 
observed with a pilgrimage to Som- 
ers as customary, and visitors found 
that the statue of Old Bet, which had 
been splintered and wobbly, had been 
refinished recently by craftsmen 
from Bethel, Conn., that she may 
continue to hold forth in her accus- 
tomed spot as she has done for 122 
years. 

Likewise Elephant Hotel had been 
spruced up for the occasion. The 
hostelry for many years was the 
mecca for social leaders of New York 
and Connecticut, but it became 
second class, and ——., ceased oper- 
ations as such in the 20’s. 

And now, although the 20-foot 
sign bearing its name continues to 
hang in front of the building, caus- 
ing confusion to motorists who stop 
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ELEPHANT HOTEL, now the town hall of eg cig Westchester, New York and 
the wooden statue to Old Bet, the first elephant to go on exhibition tours in this 
country 134 years ago, erected by the late Hackaliah Bailey, and today a shrine 


for circus fans. 
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to seek lodging and meals. Elephant 
Hotel is the town hall of Somers and 
the only evidence of its relationship 
to the past is the display of memen- 
toes of Hackaliah Bailey, including 
Old Bet’s massive ankle chain and a 
bull hook with which she was 
handled. 

In the room now occupied by the 
town clerk is a large safe, left im- 
bedded in the foundation by the old 
Farmers and Drovers National bank, 
defunct half a century. 

Inside the large safe is a smaller 
one that no person within memory 
has been able to open. And this year, 
in preparation for the celebration,. 
safe experts were summoned to try 
their skills on the double combina- 
tion, in the hope it might contain 
additional mementoes which might be 
displayed in the circus collection. But 
the safe defied them all and the 
mystery of its contents remains. 


Considerable publicity as the rest- 
ing place of Old Bet came to Somers: 
some 25 years ago, when enterpris- 
ing press agents of Ringling Broth- 
ers and Barnum & Bailey Circus, ar- 
ranged for Old John, a show ele- 
phant, to make a pilgrimage from 
Madison Square Garden in New York 
City, some 45 miles to Somers afoot, 
to lay a wreath at the foot of Old 
Bet’s monument. 

A procession of journalists follow- 
ed the lumbering beast along the 
route and took numerous pictures 
of the event, while Somers’ territory 
enjoyed a gala day, made ei 
by Hackaliah Bailey’s endeavors of 
more than a century before. 

Old Bet came to an unfortunate 
end after only a few years as an ex- 
hibitionist. A farmer, unprepared to 
see such a lumbering beast bearing 
down upon him, took steady aim and 
brought Old Bet down to her last 
resting place. She was buried with 
honors where she fell, which was 
near the principal thoroughfare of 
Somers. 

The circus elephant is one of the 
most interesting of circusiana col- 
lector’s memorabilia. Many are the 
collectors who assemble large num- 
bers of elephant figures made of 
every conceivable material that may 
be shaped into the beasts, from soap 
to ebony, from plaster to silver. 

Because each elephant has a name 
and a “personality”, the collection of 
elephant biographies has interested 
a number of collectors, who have 
gathered data from the time the 
beasts first arrived in this country, 
tracing their careers through the 
various shows with which hei have

performed. And one_ enterprising 
collector, Charles E. Davis of Hart- 
ford, Conn., is a collector of circus 
tail hairs. 

Several censuses of circus ele- 
phants have been made for collectors’ 
benefit from time to time, including 
one made for HOBBIES by this writ- 
er back in 1942, when there were 
some 250 elephants in this country. 

The beginning of world war II saw 
the halting of elephant importations 
and by the time the war was over, 
elephants were in great demand and 
have been shipped to this country in 
su numbers, there are probably 
= to 400 elephants in America to- 

y. 

In addition to elephant figures, 
collectors go in for photographs of 
elephants and the collection of bull 
hooks with which the animals are 
handled. These hooks are especially 
valued by collectors when they were 
used by the more famous elephant 
men of this country, such as Fred 
Alispaw, Cheerful Gardner, Deafy 
Denman, Pearl Souder, George 
Conklin, Walter McClain, and others. 

Furthermore, elephants have in- 
spired the writing of numerous 
books, fact and fiction about these 
interesting animals, and the maga- 
zine articles concerning them are 
legion. 

e collector of elephantiana has 
a specialty almost as big as the huge 
animals themselves.

Nostalgia 

Wilson Straley, a most hobby-minded 
reader, and contributor to various de- 
partments of HOBBIES from Kan- 
sas City, writes: 

“The writer of these notes has seen 
the transition from candles to neon, 
consequently when he read ‘Growing 
Up in the Horse and Buggy Days,’ 
written by that pair of ‘sons of the 


soil,’ C. E. Ladd and E. R. Eastman, 
who have done and are still doing a 
fine job toward the betterment of 
conditions on the farm and for the 
agriculturists who reside thereon, we 
were impressed with their portrayal 
of the times under discussion. We 
have viewed in actuai life much of 
the conditions of which they have 
written, and today can still picture 
the experiences of that period. For 
the hobby-minded reader we quote, 
by special permission of the Nester- 
man Publishing Co., publishers of 
the volume, a paragraph from page 
208: ‘Mother’s life was the best ex- 
ample I have ever known of a per- 
son growing gracefully and happily 
with the years. There was little 
chance for her to be lonesome in her 
later life because it was so filled 
with interests. Her home in the vil- 
lage was a regular museum. She 
had a notable collection of Indian 
relics, and another of valuable coins. 
When she died, her home was filled 
with quilts that she had pieced and 
made. She could run a spinning 
wheel as well as her grandmother, 
and for years she was hostess in the 
log cabin at the State fair.’ How 
memories troup upon us as we read 
further (p. 257): ‘You remember the 
old dining room table of the horse 
and buggy days, don’t you, Partner? 
It was always set for the next meal. 
In the middle was a big revolving 
castor, filled with bottles. All the 
cups and saucers, knives and forks, 
were in their proper places, and over 
the top was thrown either a mosquito 
netting or a light cloth.’”

Pencil Collection 


Through the years some interest- 
ing notes have passed over ye staff’s 
desks here at HOBBIES office about 
pencil collectors. 

Among those that stand out is a 


collection formed a few years ago by 
Edward H. Berns, and which we are 
just getting around to mentioning 
now. Here’s a few thoughts on the 
subject by Mr. Berns, himself. 


“It was through reading your 
magazine that I became interested 
in collecting Mechanical Advertising 
pencils. Due to the fact that I am 
Plumbing Inspector of this City, I 
come in contact with many people, 
including business men, salesmen, 
and many others, from whom I ob- 
tain these pencils. 


“I started my collection approxi- 
mately 4 years ago. The first year I 
failed to keep a diary, showing from 
whom each pencil was obtained, but 
since that time have kept a daily 
record which recorded a banner col- 
lection for the past year of 240. This 
year to date I have collected only 
125, but I attribute this to the scarc- 
ity of metal due to the war. I now 
have a total of 600. 360 of these are 
mounted on press board slides that 
fit into a case. Each board holds 60 
pencils and measures 18x24”. 


“I have pencils of all descriptions. 
Some contain oil in the top, while 
others contain gravel, oil, and many 
other commodities. Some of these 
have a cigarette lighter on the top, 
some have bottle openers, while pne 
that I consider a freak is only 6” in 
length at its regular length, but will 
telescope to 234’ long. I have pencils 
from 30 different states and in addi- 
tion from Germany, Denmark, Ha- 
waii, and Japan. I am very much in- 
terested in completing the collection 
from a standpoint of one from every 
state in the country. 


“One pencil that I have is shaped 
like a beer bottle. When you pull 
the bottom down the lead comes out 
the top. This came from Niagara 
Falls, and is very odd.”

Early History of 
the Umbrella 


That old umbrella that you throw 
around, or that one with the silk 
covering and ivory handle—each de- 
serves special attention as an object 
with an interesting history. Accord- 
ing to information furnished to this 
department by Arthur T. Ward, New 
York City collector, and trustee of the 
Lightner Foundation, our name for 
the umbrella was obviously taken from 
the Italian ombrello, Mr. Ward’s 
source of information is from The 
Penny Magazine, London, January 2, 
1836, from which we abridge the fol- 
lowing, hoping that it will be of in- 
terest not only to the collector of me- 
chanical antiques, but also to those 
who study the styles and designs of 
this useful article through the periods 
of history. 

“If we had obtained the umbrella 
intermediately from France we would, 
doubtless, have taken with it the 
French name of parapluie, which in 
the present use of the implement is a 
more expressive and proper name than 
that of ombrello, which signifies ‘a 
little shade,’ and refers to the original 
use as a defence against the sun,

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rather than to its present use as a 
shelter from the rain. There seems 
no doubt that the umbrella was first 
introduced into Italy from the East, 
and from thence found its way into 
the other countries of Europe. 

“Tt seems also that the applicability 
of the instrument as a defence from 
rain was quite an after-thought, and 
that it was originally, as in the East, 
only used to protect the person from 
the rays of the sun. In the course of 
my inquiries into this subject I 
thought of looking into the ‘Voca- 
bolario degli Accademici della Crusca,’ 
1733, and was gratified to find that 
its definitions confirmed the impres- 
sions I had been led to entertain. The 
‘ombrello’ is defined as an instrument 
to keep off the sun, also called a par- 
asol. Mention is also made of a func- 
tionary whose employment it was to 
carry an umbrella for great person- 
ages, being quite an oriental use of 
the instrument. Before this time, 
however, perhaps long before, the um- 
brella had come to be used as a shel- 
ter from rain; for it said further 
down that ‘ombrello’ is also the name 
of an instrument similar to the for- 
mer, used for keeping off rain. So 
then, early in the last century, and 
probably a good while before, the 
present uses of the umbrella and par- 
asol were known in Italy. 

“But all this was known also in 
England, even earlier than the date 
of the above quotations from the great 
Italian dictionary; and it is this 
which I am desirous of showing, be- 
cause it is generally believed that its 
introduction is very recent. Indeed, 
I did myself not long since entertain 
the general impression that the use 
of this convenient article had been in- 
troduced by Jonas Hanway, some- 
where about the middle of the last 
century; and the statements which 
Dr. Cleland gives as to its introduc- 
tion in Edinburgh and Glasgow would 
also convey the notion that the um- 
brella first began to be known about 
that time in these cities. Speaking of 
Glasgow, the Statistical Account of 
Glasgow’ says:— 

“*About the year 1781 or 1782, the 
late Mr. John Jamieson, surgeon, re- 
turning from Paris brought an um- 
brella with him, which was the first 
seen in this city. The doctor, who 
was a man of humour, took great 
pleasure in relating to me how he 
was stared at with his umbrella. For 
a number of years there were few 
used in Glasgow, and these were made 
of glazed cotton cloth. Now every 
child at school, mechanic, and servant, 
is provided with an umbrella.’ 

“In a note to this Dr. Cleland quotes 
the following from Creech’s ‘Edin- 
burgh Fugitive Pieces’:—‘In 1763 
there was no such thing known or 
used as an umbrella, but an eminent 
surgeon of Edinburgh who had oc- 
casion to walk a good deal in the 
course of his business, used one about 
the year 1780; and 1783 umbrellas 
were much used, and continue to be 
so, and many umbrella warehouses 


are opened, and a considerable trade 
carried on in this article. The fash- 
ion is spread through Scotland.’ 


“If these two statements are to be 
understood literally, that umbrellas 
were not at all known or used in Edin- 
burgh until about 1780, after they had 
so long been used by the women of 
London, where also, by that time, they 
had come into extensive use among 
men, the fact is very extraordinary, 
and would serve to show how little 
intercourse then subsisted between 
our great towns. And why introduce 
from Paris what was then well known 
and much used in London? We can- 
not help thinking that the two sur- 
geons of Glasgow were merely the 
first men who used umbrellas in those 
places. If not so, the gentlemen be- 
gan in Scotland what commenced with 
the ladies in England. 

“My suspicions about the accuracy 
of the impressious I had received on 
this subject were awakened by ob- 
serving that Johnson in his ‘Diction- 
ary’ illustrates the word ‘umbrella’ 
by quotations from Dryden and Gay. 
On further inquiry I have been en- 
abled to find umbrellas mentioned in 
an author earlier than Dryden, and 
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in such a way as to imply that the 
article was then at least well known, 
if not in common use. Sir William 
Davenant in an ‘Entertainment,’ com- 
posed of songs and declamations, per- 
formed at Rutland House in the reign 
of Charles I., introduces a Parisian 
and Londoner respectively satirizing 
each other’s capitals. The former, 
among other things, says,—‘Sure your 
ancestors contrived your narrow 
streets in the days of wheel-barrows, 
before those greater engines, carts, 
were invented. Is your climate so 
hot that as you walk you need wm- 
brellas of tiles to intercept the sun!’ 
It would seem from this, however, 
that at this time the only use of um- 
brellas was to keep off the rays of the 
sun. The passage from Dryden I 
cannot at this moment find in the 
original. As quoted by Johnson, it 
is:— 
‘I can carry your umbrella, and fan your ladyship.’ 
“Gay’s ‘Trivia, or Art of Walking 
the Streets of London,’ was published 
in 1712, the very year in which Han- 
way was born. It has a very distinct 
notice on the subject, showing that 
the umbrella was then commonly used 
by females in rainy weather. The 
following is the passage, given more 
fully than as quoted by Johnson. It 
is headed, ‘Implements proper for 
Female Walkers’ :— 


“‘‘Good housewives ali the winter’s rage despise, 
Defended by the riding-hood’s disguise; 

Or underneath th’ umbrella’s oily shed, 

Safe through the wet in clinking pattens tread. 
Let Persian dames th’ umbrella’s ribs display 
To guard their beauties from the sunny ray; 

Or sweating slaves support the shady load, 

When eastern monarchs show their state abroad,’ 
Britain in winter only knows its aid, 

To guard from chilly show’rs the walking maid.’ 


“The statements which I have made 
in the former article about ‘Umbrellas 
in the East’ will have shown that the 
line about the use of umbrellas by the 
‘Persian dames’ is quite a mistake. 
The Persian women have nothing to 
do with umbrellas or parasols, but 
when they go out envelope their per- 
sons, face and all, in a great sheet. 
The passage shows, however, that 
umbrellas had at this time come to be 
used, by women only, as a shelter 
from the rain. This is further shown 
by the following definitions from 
Bailey’s ‘English Dictionary,’ pub- 
lished in 1736:— 

“<‘Umbella, a little shadow; also an 
umbrella, a bougrace; also a screen 
which women wear over their heads 
to shadow them. 

“‘Umbrello, a sort of wooden frame

covered with cloth, put over a window 
to keep out the sun; also a screen 
carried over the head to defend from 
sun or rain.’ 

“From other information it appears 
also that men who had occasion to go 
out in the wet hired a sedan chair, 
if they could afford it, or wore suit- 
able articles of dress, or made up 
their minds to a wetting. We do not 
consider the importance of the um- 
brella to us in equalizing the business 
of daily life. Before it came into use 
among men rainy weather must have 
been a far more serious affair than 
at present, and must have given a 
greater interruption to the pursuits of 
men in towns. Few people now: are 
prevented from any business or en- 
gagement by rain. Wet weather is 
now only used as an excuse by females 
and invalids for non-attendance to 
business or the neglect of an engage- 
ment. But formerly it was otherwise, 
and is so still in countries where the 
umbrella is not in use. No man liked 
to go abroad who could not afford to 
ride, or who had not some very serious 
business to transact, or indispensable 
engagement to attend. Hence the 
streets were much more deserted in 
wet weather than at present. 

“It is curious to compare the condi- 
tion of our grandfathers before um- 
brella-times with that which our own 
would be if some sumptuary law, the 
extinction of whalebone, or some other 
cause, were suddenly to deprive us of 
our umbrellas. On our side we have 
clean and well-paved streets, free 
from the obstructions with which they 
were formerly crowded, so that a man 
with a tolerable stock of wind might 
have a pretty clear and clean run 
through the rain. Then there are In- 
dia-rubber cloaks or capes, which 
would doubtless come into general use 
were there no umbrellas; and, though 
last not least, there are the omni- 
buses, which in such a state of things 
would, in consequence of the increased 
demand, be immensely multiplied, at 
low fares for short distances, and 
would be started on the second and 
third rate lines of road, instead of 
being confined to the principal as now. 
This on our side. Now, as to our 

grandfathers, they were not a run- 
ning generation; and if they had been 
such, the wretched condition of the

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streets would not have allowed them 
to run; and, in fact, they would other- 
wise have had less occasion to do so 
than ourselves. 

“The upper stories of houses and 
pent-house roofs projecting over the 
foot-path in the less fashionable, and 
therefore the walking, parts of Lon- 
don and other towns, afforded’ to pe- 
destrians a tolerably continuous shel- 
ter near the wall, and they had only 
to scamper as best they could across 
such unprotected intervals as now and 
then occurred. At the worst, it gave 
them the certainty that they should 
always find places where they could 
wait until the violence of a shower 
had subsided. The loss of time which 
this involved would now be regarded 
as a serious evil, but time was in those 
times considered a much less precious

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THE PRINTS OF CURRIER & IVES 
Part IV. 


By JOHN 


Previous articles have described 
various types of Currier prints of 
more or less interest to collectors, 
but they have not exhausted the field. 
There are still more sporting prints 
in addition to those showing hunting 
and raeing in America. Winter sports 
appear in “Ice Boat Race on the Hud- 
son” and “Skating in Central Park.” 
The large “American National Game 
of Baseball” of 1862 is rare and fine, 
and there are several good prize- 
fight prints, the small “Great Fight 
For the Championship Between John 
C. Heenan and Tom Sayres” publish- 
ed in 1860 the finest, although the 
“fans” of both sports will not find 
many subjects of interest among the 
Curriers. The fire “buffs” will have 
more choice, Maurer’s 1854 “Life of 
a Fireman” series, the finest. “The 
Race” is one of the “Best 50”, but 
“The Night Alarm”, showing The 
Eagle Fire Co. at No. 2 Henry 
Street, with Nathaniel Currier, J. M. 
Ives, George B. Ives and Daniel 
Logan among the firemen seems 
more interesting. Then there are any 
number of brilliant and exciting fire 
scenes, “The Greats Conflagration at 
Pittsburgh” and others, including the 
views of the “Great Conflagration of 
1835” in New York which are among 
N. Currier’s very earliest produc- 
tions. 

“Westerns” showing Indians and 
trappers—the cowboy came later— 
have always been popular with col- 
lectors, and the house assigned their 
finest artists, Maurer and Tait to do 
a series of dramatic and colorful 
large folio scenes of Western life be-

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tween 1852 and 1862. Maurer did 
“The Last Shot” and “The Surprise.” 
Tait “A Check, Keep Your Distance” 
and “The Prairie Hunter” of 1853, 
the “Life on the Prairie” pair of 
1862, “The Pursuit” and “The Last 
Warwhoop,” Palmer added “The 
Rocky Mountains, Immigrants Cros- 
sing the Plains,” quieter in action, 
while Cameron contributed “The Life 
of a Trapper,” and “Trappers on the 
Pairie.” And George Catlin did a 
series of medium folio Indian scenes, 
mainly copied from those in his ear- 
lier “North American Indian Port- 
folio.” There are also several good 
small folios, “Hunting on the Plains” 
of 1871, “Prairie Fires of the Great 
West”, and “Gold Mining in Cali- 
fornia.” 

Another special subject which at- 
tracts many collectors is the railroad 
prints, and they have a wide choice 
among the Currier prints. Parson’s 
large ‘‘American Railroad Scene”, 
re-issued as “American Railway 
Scene at Hornellsville, Erie R. R.” is 
unusual in the many types of rail- 
road equipment it shows, and their 
detail. The “Night Scene at an 
American Railway Junction” by Par- 
sons and Atwater, showing the sta- 
tion at St. Louis, Mo., is also out of 
the ordinary, as is Palmer’s “Look- 
out Mountain.” There are six “Ex- 
press Trains”, three “American Ex- 
press Trains”, four “Lightning Ex- 
press Trains” and four “American 
Railroad Scenes”, including that of 
1871 subtitled “Snowbound.” 

The Currier prints also show other 
forms of transportation, including 
hundreds of ships. By far the finest 


_ of these are the clipper ships. Most 


of these are large folios, and by com- 
petent marine artists. “The Clipper 
Ship Dreadnaught Off Tuskar 
Light”, 1856, by Parsons after Mc- 
Farland, “Nightingale” and “Racer” 
of 1844, by Parsons after Butter- 
worth, Fanny Palmer’s 1852 “Hurri- 
cane of New York” and a dozen 
others show a fleet which wrote a 
chapter in ocean navigation. Another 
and contemporary chapter appears in 
the whaling prints, N. Currier’s small 
undated “The Whale Fishery, Laying 
On” and others, which record its 
danger and excitement. More peace- 
ful are the yachting subjects, a long 
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series, from Parson’s “Maria” of 1852 
to the “Sloop Yacht Mayflower” of 
1888, and including Parsons and But- 
terworth’s fine series “The Regatta 
of the New York Yacht Club” of 1854, 

Steamships also form a long list, 
starting with the “Washington” of 
1842, and “President, Largest in the 
World” of 1852. Most of the dozens 
of later “ocean greyhounds” are Euro- 
pean steamers, so of little interest to 
American collectors, but these built 
here, including the “Great Eastern”, 
a marvel in her day, are shown many 
times. The more distinctly Amer- 
ican river steamboats also appear in 
detail, particularly the Hudson Riv- 
er boats, “Drew and St. John”, 
“Grandest Palace Room Steamers in 
the World,” another marvel. A fine 
example is “Steamboat Knickerboc- 
ker”, small, undated, and “Steamboat 
Peerless, Lake Superior Line” is un- 
usual. 

Strangely enough, although there 
are over twenty Mississippi River 
views, nearly all showing steam- 
boats, most of them with the name 
on the wheel housing even when it 
is not given in a sub-title, there are 
none titled as pictures of the boats 
alone. However, these prints are all 
good, Americana, “Bound Down the 
River” with two types of Steamboat 
and a raft in the foreground, “On 
the Mississippi” with its two colored 
children dancing, and the large and 
informative ‘‘Levee at New Orleans” 
of 1884 worth mention with the bet- 
ter-known “Midnight Race”, “Great 
Race” and rest. The ultimate fate of 
many ships, wreck or fire, is also 
shown in private prints, mainly small 
folio “Current news” pictures. 

One very large class of Currier 
prints, has not been mentioned pre- 
viously because it includes  cari- 
catures and jokes on almost every 
other type in the list, except possibly 
religious, ship and local view sub- 
jects. So the collector of racing, 
hunting, winter scenes, railroad, fire- 
fighting, or almost any other special 
subject can find some, often many, 
comics to add to his portfolio. Thom- 
as Worth did a long series, mainly 
showing negro characters, between 
1875 and 1889, many still funny after 
fifty years. “The Boss of the Road”, 
showing race-horses of 1877 is a 
good example, as is “The First Bird 
of the Season”, a hunting subject. 
There are several interesting railroad 
comics, “A Limited Express, Five 
Seconds For REFRESHMENTS” and 
“A Short Stop at a Way-Station,” 
and “take-offs” on almost every- 
thing, “The Wild West in Darktown”, 
“The Aesthetic Craze”, which lam- 
Ppoons Oscar Wilde, and many more. 
Of the earlier comics, N. Currier’s 
“Some Punkins Trotting His Mile in 
2:10, Beating the Lightning”, of 
1850, showing a horse racing a loco- 
motive, and the “Miseries of a 
Bachelor” pair are fine. Also, of 
course, cartoons of feminine fash- 
ions are always funny after they 
have gone out of style, and these 
include the undated “Life in New 
York, The Breadth of Fashion”, and 
“The Grecian Bend, Fifth Avenue 
Styles” published in 1868. 

There are still more prints of in- 
terest to some collectors. The lovely 
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little prints made by Le Blond and 
Baxter in England about 1860 were 
popular in this country, so Currier 
& Ives issued some similar prints, 
mainly oval, about 44x54, although 
of course, they are lithographs, not 
color prints. The subjects are mostly 
English, and there are only a dozen 
or so in all, but they are fine litho- 
graphs, and “An American Winter 
Scene” and a few others are among 
the firm’s best. Other collectors 
specialize in music covers, but, al- 
though Stoddard & Currier printed 
a number of early cnes, there are few 
important items on the list. The “Log 
Cabin or Tippecanoe Waltz’ and the 
“Reindeer Polka”, ce-issued as “The 
River of Song”, showing the steam- 
boat Reindeer on the Hudson, are 
among the best. Prints of the thea- 
tre, dancing and music also attract 
collectors. 

Purely as a matter of dollars and 
cents, those prints which fall into 
two or more classifications, are the 
most desirable, because they appeal 
to more collectors, regardless of their 
rarity or quality. This, of course, is 
the main reason for the popularity 
of the comics, and there are many 
others, some of which have been not- 
ed, particularly among the Winter 
scenes, which include racing, hunt- 
ing, winter sports, comics, and other 
subjects. 

The catalogue vf prints by the 
Currier house includes some very 
rare prints, ‘American Landscape, 
Early Morning”, “The Life of a Hun- 
ter, A Tight Fix”, “Champions of the 
Mississippi” and others known, after 
twenty-five years of* collecting, by 
less than half a dozen copies, and 
some, like “Little Daisy” and “Little 
Manly”, very common. It includes 
some whose quality will stand com- 
parison with the finest prints of any 
period or country, and some which 
are frankly terrible. The range of 
subjects, only suggested here, covers 
American history, life and thought 
for sixty-five years. But the list as a 
whole has the one outstanding quali- 
ty of “Americanness”, their reflection 
of our American heritage and back- 
ground, and that quality is the claim 
the lithographs of N. Currier, and 
Currier and Ives have to the interest 
and even the affection of the collec- 
tor and historian.

Gilbert Dodd in the Columbus, O., Citizem 
Sorghum Molasses 


Of all the pioneer manufacturing 
activities among the earlier settlers 
of Ohio, that which caused the great- 
est enthusiasm, was the production of 
sorghum and the attempts to make 
sugar. 

There were two kinds of cane 
grown. These were sorghum or Chi- 
nese sugar cane and imphee or Afri- 
can sugar cane. Almost every settler 
began to raise sugar cane and convert 
it into syrup at the molasses mill. 
The mill itself was a machine turned 
by horsepower to squeeze the juice 
from the long stalks of cane. In the 
first primitive mills the rollers were 
made of wood, but in time iron rollers 
were used. They were much more 
successful in extracting the juice. 
The evaporator consisted of a large 
pan, the sides of which were wood 
and the bottom iron. In this the cane 
juice was boiled. 

A firm in Zanesville made and ad- 
vertised nine models of molasses mills 
ranging in price from $50 to $150. 
A Mr. Williams in Delaware county 
advertised an iron molasses pan for 
$60. Sugar at that time was scarce 
and high priced. Consequently great 
quantities of molasses syrup were 
used.

SOME ACOUSTIC RECORDINGS 
OF COMPLETE OPERAS 


When Edison’s invention of the 
phonograph was first announced to 
the world, contemporary newspapers 
were full of sensational prophecies 
of the wonders which the new ma- 
chine would accomplish for mankind. 
Considering what an imperfect and 
inadequate instrument the 1878 
phonograph was, it seems obvious 
that those newspaper writers must 
have based their predictions more on 
their own robust imaginations than 
on the actual sounds which issued 
forth so feebly and so squawkily from 
the indented grooves of those first 
tin-foil wrapped cylinders. Yet, in 
the light of what we know today, it 
is astonishing to read how accurately 
some of those writers forecast the 
shape of things to come. They real- 
ized immediately the potential value 
of the phonograph as a means of 
preserving the voices of famous 
speakers and singers for the pleasure 
and instruction of future generations, 
which, of course, is exactly the use to 
which we collectors of 1949 put the 
phonograph most often. One of those 
early writers even declared that the 
day would come when the phonograph 
would make it possible to listen to a

complete performance of Die Meister- 
singer in one’s home. While some 
seventy years have passed without 
this particular miracle having come 
to pass, dozens of operas have been 
recorded in their entirety and we can 
hear them in our own homes with a 
fidelity of reproduction the like of 
which perhaps even Edison himself 
never thought possible. Indeed, the 
custom of recording complete operas 
began more than forty years ago, soon 
after improvements in disc recurding 
made such ambitious undertakings 
commercially profitable. About 1906 
Leoncavallo was signed up by The 
Gramophone Company to supervise 
the recording of an extensive series 
of excerpts from his famous opera, 
I Pagliacci, with results that still hold 
considerable interest for present-day 
collectors. At about the same time, 
the old Zonophone company issued 
large portions of Aida sung by fairly 
well-known Italian singers. The Ger- 
mans, however, were more ambitious. 
In Robert Bauer’s New Catalogue of 
Historical Records, we find detailed 
listings of complete operatic record- 
ings which were issued in 1908 ard 
1909. These, moreover, featured first- 
rate artists of international reputa- 
tion. For example, Gramophone’s 1908 
German version of Carmen boasted a 
very brilliant cast headed by the 
great Emmy Destinn as Carmen and 
the admirable lyric-dramatic tenor 
Carl Jorn, who died in Denver, Color- 
ado, not long ago, as Don José. With 
Minnie Nast as Micalea and Hermann 
Bachmann as Escamillo, this must 
have been a distinguished production. 
One wonders if any complete sets are 
still in existence, in the hands of some 
lucky collector. Destinn and Jorn also 
sang the leading roles in a complete 
Faust (Gramophone), with the popu- 
lar bass, Paul Kniipfer as Mephisto, 
which must have been equally impres- 
sive. Odeon, in 1909, offered a record- 
ing of the entire Second Act of Tann- 
hauser by a noteworthy cast which 
included two artists whose records 
seldom turn up in the USA, namely 
the American bass Leon Rains (as 
the Landgrave) and Anny Krull (as 
Elizabeth). (The latter, incidentally, 
was an important soprano who also 
recorded for Pathe.) The title role 


was sung by Fritz Vogelstrom (also 
a Pathe artist), Herman Weill was 
the Wolfram and Walter Kirchoff, 
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then a comparative newcomer, sang 
Walther. 

A 1915 Pathe catalogue reveals 
that before World War I the French 
branch of this company was very ac- 
tive in the field of complete operatic 
recordings. Pathe’s opera sets must 
have been impressive affairs in more 
ways than one. They were presented 
on double-faced discs 14 inches in 
diameter and were very expensive and 
dismayingly bulky. Indeed, after pay- 
ing $56 for a Faust complete on 
fourteen of these giant discs, the re- 
cord enthusiast of that era had to be 
as substantial physically as he was 
financially if he wanted to carry home 
his treasure unassisted. This hill- 
and-dale version of Gounod’s master- 
piece was performed by well-known 
artists like Campredon of the Paris 
Opera (Marguerite), Leon Beyle 
(Faust), Jean Noté (Valentin) and 
Gresse (Mephistopheles). Ruhlmann 
of the Opera Comique directed this as 
well as the other standard operas in 
the Pathe repertoire. Carmen was 
sung by Merentie (Carmen), Val- 
landri (Micalea), Affre (Don José) 
and Albers (Escamillo). There were 
also complete disc versions of La 
Favorite, Rigoletto (with Noté as the 
Jester), Traviata, and Trovatore. In 
addition to these sure-fire operas, 
Pathe had the enterprise to record 
two novelties about which we in the 
United States know little. One was 
Les Freres Danilo by Jean Nougues, 
famous for his operatic Quo Vadis?, 
which was presented on eight discs 
with the composer himself directing. 
The other was Victor Massé’s Gala- 
thée, complete on fifteen discs, with 
Archainbaud of the Gaite-Lyrique as 
conductor. Also worthy of mention 
were Pathe’s performances, by artists 
from the Comedie-Franciase, of two 
great French plays of the classic re- 
pertoire: Le Cid by Pierre Corneille 
and Le Malade Imaginaire of Moliere. 
All of which would seem to prove 
again the truth of the old saying: 
“There’s nothing new under the sun.”

It has now 
been about six months since this group 
was issued and not a word have we 
heard about what is to follow. This 
lack of action is especially disquieting 
when coupled with the fact that many 
dealers have recently been dumping 
their stock of Heritage Series record- 
ings at prices that are sometimes be- 
low original wholesale cost. Better 
not lose any more time in acquiring 
whatever Heritage Series titles you 
still need.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
FRANK C. STANLEY V.

Not only was Frank Stanley a man 
of magnetic personality, he must also 
have been one of handsome appear- 
ance. His widow says that he had 
brown hair and hazel eyes -(but she 
adds, “I used to tell him they were 
green, in fun”), and that he was 
six feet and one inch tall and weigh- 
ed about 185 pounds in his later 
ee — an appropriately athletic 
uild for a singer who worked so 
hard and intensively. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Stanley 
Grinsted were married, as you al- 
ready know, in 1894, to be exact, on 
June 11, in the First Presbyterian 
church of Orange. Mrs. Grinsted was 
Miss Elizabeth A. Griffing. She was 
born in Newark, but moved to Orange 
when she was nine years of age. At 
the time of her marriage she was a 
school teacher. After her husband’s 
unexpected and lamentable death she 
returned to teaching and continued 
to be a member of the Orange public 
school system until she reached the 
retirement age of 70 in 1941. Eliza- 
beth Griffing married a remarkable 
man, but I hope she will forgive me 
for saying that I believe “Frank 
Stanley” also chose for his wife a 
woman of fine mind and outstanding 
qualities of moral and_ physical 
stamina. She has written not a word 
in self-praise, but from her children’s 
comments it’s. easy to appreciate 
that hers has been a life of cour- 
ageous service, of which it would be 
hard to speak in too high terms. 
Today, in her late seventies, she is

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grandfather had also belonged to the 
same lodge. 

Stanley Grinsted, Jr., began his 
business career in the Farmers’ Loan 
bank in New York City. Later, he 
went to the New York Federal Re- 
serve bank and was there for 21 
years. When he died on July 20, 
1938, he was head of the government 
bond division. 

Before going to North Carolina 
State college, Dr. Alan D. Grinsted 
was professor of psychology at Rhode 
Island State College. He served for 
five years during the war in the U. S. 
Naval Reserve, and was commander 
at Quonset Point, Rhode Island, when 
he was discharged. As long as he 
was in Rhode Island, his mother lived 
with him, but since he has moved to 
North Carolina, she has preferred to 
stay on in Wickford, although she 
admits the children worry about the 
distance — some 200 miles — separ- 
ating her from her daughters. 

Concerning the surviving children, 
Mrs. Repelow says: “My sister was 
only three when Father died and has 
no recollections of life with him, but 
I was older and have happy memor- 
ies of a wonderful man.” 

Now, let’s go back to the early 
1900’s and resume our survey of 
Stanley Grinsted’s recording career 
under the name of Frank C. Stanley. 
I have already mentioned his part- 
nership with Byron G. Harlan in the 
recording of “rube” numbers, such as 
“Waiting for the Dinner Horn to 
Blow” (one of the funniest talking 
records I have ever heard), “Closing 
Time in a Country Grocery,” “Two 
Rubes in an Eating House,” “The 
Rube and the Country Doctor’ and 
“Scene in a Country Blacksmith 
Shop.” In a few of their 1904 Edison 
wax cylinders they had the assis- 
tance of a “soubrette,” one Miss 
Daisy Boulais, of whom Mrs. Grin- 
sted says she can’t remember having 
ever heard. But in 1904 the son- 
brette and comedians joined their 
talents in what the New Phonogram 
for July, 1904, described as “one of 
the most ambitious records ever 
made.” It was No. 8736, “Two Rubes 
at the Vaudeville,” and the Edison 
publication gave this impressive an- 
notation: 

“A descriptive selection introducing a 
scene at a vaudeville theater. In mak- 
ing it Messrs. Harlan and Stanley had 
the assistance of Daisy Boulais, a serio- 
comic artise, and the orchestra. This is

of Music Boxes”

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one of the most ambitious records ever 
made, although it may not appear so to 
the ordinary listener. The scene opens 
with the Rubes at the ticket office ask- 
ing for seats. They are told that there 
is standing room only. A ticket specu- 
lator induces them to buy two seats 
‘way up front’ and they enter the thea- 
tre. While they are buying their tickets 
the orchestra is heard playing on _ the 
inside. As the door opens to admit 
them, the full volume of the orchestra 
is heard. The seats ‘way up front’ 
rove to be in the last row. The sou- 
rette on the stage begins to sing the 
popular song, ‘Blue Bell.’ The loud 
taiking of the two Rubes interrupts her 
until finally she refuses to sing until 
the noise is stopped. The crowd re- 
monstrates and the Rubes are suppres- 
sed for the moment, only to again begin 
talking when the soubrette continues 
her song. She then gives it up in dis- 
gust, saying that if they are so smart 
they can sing it themselves. They then 
take the stage, get the orchestra to 
play, and sing ‘Don’t Get Weary.’”’ 

_I had coveted that cylinder ever 
since I read the description so it was 
a happy day for me when I obtained 
an excellent copy from Russell Poley, 
of Denver. I now keep it on a penny- 
in-the-slot “juke box” made back in 
the 90’s, to entertain friends who al- 
ways want to insert the two long 
tubes into their ears and hear a per- 
formance by the old-time machine. 

Although Harlan collaborated in 
recording these comic sketches, they 
were all written by Stayley, and 
displayed the same sort of keen 
sense of humor and quick eye for the 
foibles of human behavior that char- 
acterized Len Spencer’s more varied 
dialect work. It is really astonishing 
to find a trained concert singer with 
a voice of operatic caliber being able 
to do such a good job of sizing up 
and impersonating the typical rustic 
characters of from 40 to 50 years 
ago. But versatility was one of 
Stanley’s most pronounced traits — 
as was the remarkable range of his 
voice. He could sing anything from 
“Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep,” 
requiring a real basso profundo, to 
numbers with a tenor range. Occa- 
sionally, in his recitals, he would 
astonish his audiences by singing 
extremely bass notes, then giving a 
tenor solo for an encore. Which re- 
minds me that Lou Stevens, of Hol- 
lywood, who says, “I have yet to hear 
a voice to equal Frank Stanley’s,” 
has just called my attention to the 
fact that, in the Victor record of 
“Guide Me, O Thou Great Jehovah,” 
by Stanley and Macdonough, the 
basso’s voice soars to a tenor level. 

Early in his career, before he or- 
ganized the Peerless Quartet, which 
became the most popular group ever 
to make records, Frank Stanley sang 
baritone in the Columbia Male Quar- 
tet, with “Big Tom” Daniels as bass. 
I believe Albert Campbell was first 
tenor, but am not sure who was 
second. Mrs. Grinsted thinks the 
second tenor was Henry Burr. 

And by 1904 Stanley was the leader 
of several other organizations. One 
was the Invincible Quartet, forerun- 
ner of the Peerless, which was com- 
posed, on Edison records, of Harlan, 
first tenor; George Seymour Lenox, 
second tenor; Collins, baritone, and 
Stanley, bass. When the Invincible 


sang for other companies, Campbell 
—if I can trust my ears—took Len- 


ox’s place. After Stanley’s death, 
when the Peerless Quartet had John 
H. Meyers as its bass, it sometimes 
called itself the Invincible Four. 
The Columbia list for January, 
1904, contained a record of “Praise 
Ye” from Verde’s “Attila,” by the 
Metropolitan Mixed Trio. Shortly 
afterward, the same group was sing- 
ing for Edison. On Edison cylinders, 
the members were Corrinne Morgan, 
contralto; Lenox, tenor, and Stanley, 
bass. On Columbia, Henry Burr 
probably sang instead of Lenox. 
Still later, the trio also made Victor 
records, and Miss Morgan was drop- 
ped, with the singers being Stanley, 
Burr, and Elise Stevenson, the so- 
prano. Sometimes Edison called this 
latter group the Edison trio and they 
also made a few four-minute Edison 
cylinders under the name of the 
Manhattan Trio. A somewhat similar 
ensemble—the Schubert Trio—made 
one Victor single-faced _ record, 
“Praise Ye.” Stanley and Harry 
Macdonough are two of the members, 
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but I’m not sure of the soprano. She 
was probably either Miss Stevenson 
or Elizabeth Wheeler. 

Then, in 1904, on Edison records 
there was the Mendelssohn Mixed 
Quartet, whose members were “Miss 
Chappel” (really Edith Chapman, a 
well known church soprano, who later 
made records under her own name); 
Miss Morgan contralto, George Mor- 
gan Stricklett, tenor, and Stanley, 
bass. The Edison Mixed Quartet was 
the same, except that Lenox was the 
tenor. Edison also made records by 
the Lotus Quartet — Lenox and 
Stricklett, tenors! Charles Lewis, 
baritone, and Stanley. This quartet 
was an offshoot of the Lotus Glee 
Club, which consisted of the singers 
just mentioned; Frank Smith, pianist 
and manager, and his wife, Minnie 
Marshall Smith, reader. The glee club 
traveled as far west as South Dakota, 
giving concerts.

DEATHS OF 
THREE RECORDING ARTISTS

The deaths of three well known 
recording artists have been reported 
within recent weeks. 

John H. Meyers, 71, noted for many 
years as the basso of the world- 
famous Peerless Quartet, which made 
more records than any other male 
voice ensemble, died on Tuesday, May 
8, at his home, 160-03 Sanford Ave- 
a Flushing, Long Island, New 

ork. 


Mr. Meyers was born in New York 
and lived in the vicinity of the city 
nearly all his life. He left home when 
he was 16 to become pianist and ar- 
ranger of a 72-man band that toured 
the country. Later, he inherited a 
floral business from his uncle, John 
Wilbur, and on a few Victor duet and 
minstrel records he called himself 
John Wilbur as a tribute to his uncle. 

For 15 years Mr. Meyers was bass 
soloist for the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Incarnation, 209 Madi- 
son Avenue, New York. After the 
death of Frank C. Stanley in Decem- 
ber, 1910, Henry Burr became mana- 
ger of the Peerless Quartet and asked 
Mr. Meyers to take Stanley’s place. 
This he did, serving in that capacity 
until 1917, when Frank Croxton be- 
came the quartet bass and Meyers 
changed to singing baritone. In 1916 
the Sterling Trio was organized. It 
consisted of Albert Campbell, first 
tenor; Burr, second tenor, and Meyers, 
bass. All are now dead. 

From 1915 to 1925 Mr. Meyers 
toured the country with the concert 
group first known as the Record Mak- 
ers and later as the Eight Famous 
Victor Artists. Originally it con- 
sisted, besides Campbell, Burr and 
Meyers, of Billy Murray, Arthur Col- 
lins and Byron G. Harlan, comedians; 
Vess L. Ossman, banjoist, and Theo- 
dore Morse, song writer and pianist. 
Only Billy Murray now survives of 
the original Eight. Mr. Meyers was 


a skilled pianist and served as the 
musical arranger for the troupe. He 
likewise made most of the arrange- 
ments for the Peerless Quartet and 
Sterling Trio records. 

John Meyers did little solo work 
as a recording artist, but a few re- 
cords by him appeared in the Colum- 
bia catalog around 1911 and 1912. 
He also made a number of solos for 
the Par-o-ket hill-and-dale records is- 
sued by a company headed by Henry 
Burr from 1915 to 1918. Occasionally 
he sang the lead in the Peerless 
Quartet, and he made hundreds of 
duets with Burr for Aeolian-Vocalion, 
Emerson, Pathé and some of the other 
minor record companies of thirty 
years and more ago. Oddly enough, 
Meyers and Burr never sang as a 
duet team for Victor and Columbia. 
In all, he took part in thousands of 
records. After he left the Peerless 
in 1925 he did a bit more recording 
as the bass of a duet team. The ten- 
or was Henry Moeller, who sang with 
Meyers under the name of Henry 
Fairbank. Mr. Meyers later returned 
to the floral business and remained 
in it until his death. He was con- 
sidered one of the most expert floral 
designers in New York. 

The bass singer was tall and slender 
and became bald in early life. When 
I met him in 1940 he looked no older 
than he did in the photos of himself 
published 35 years ago. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Minnie 
Meyers; a daughter, Mrs. Adelaide 
Steinkamp; a granddaughter and a 
great-grandson.

A distinguished violinist—Armand 
Vecsey, 70—died at his home in New 
York on March 81. Vecsey, also well 
known as a composer, was leader of 
the orchestra at the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel, New York, from 1910 to 1944. 
Prior to that, he had conducted the 
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orchestra at the Savoy Hotel, Lon- 
don. Mr. Vecsey, who wrote a book, 
“The Fiddler at the Ritz,” about his 
musical experiences, was noted for 
his arrangements of large symphonic 
works for small orchestras. He com- 
posed several operettas, including 
“The Nightingale,” with libretto and 
lyrics by P. G. Wodehouse and Guy 
Bolton, “Rose of China” and “Hotel 
Mouse.” His recording activity ap- 
pears to have been confined to mak- 
ing Edison Diamond Discs and Blue 
Amberol cylinders. Mr. Vecsey is 
survived by his wife, two sons, a 
daughter, two brothers and a sister.

Richard R. Czerwonky, 62, head of 
the violin and orchestral department 
of the De Paul University School of 
Music and like Vecsey, noted as a 


violinist, died April 16 at his home 
in Chicago. Mr. Czerwonky was born 
in Germany and came to the United 
States in 1907 to be assistant concert 
master of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra. From 1909 until 1918 he was 
concertmaster and assistant conduc- 
tor of the Minneapolis Symphony. 
During this period he made a few 
Edison records and also played for 
a few of the minor recording com- 
panies, such as Paramount and Puri- 
tan. In 1918 he moved to Chicago 
to head the violin department of the 
Bush Conservatory of Music and went 
to De Paul 17 years later. For 
twenty years he was conductor of the 
Chicago Philharmonic Orchestra. He 
is survived by his widow, Mrs. Hilde- 
gard Czerwonky, a daughter and two 
sons. 


A Memorial Tribute to John L. Norton, Sr.

Like hundreds of other friends 
throughout the English-speaking 
countries, I am mourning the death 
of one of. the best known and most 
popular of American record collectors, 
John Leo Norton, Sr., 68, founder of 
the famous Woodymay Record Com- 
pany in Boston, who died at 10:45 
A.M., Sunday, April 17, in the Bos- 
ton General Hospital after an illness 
of four days. Physicians said that 
Mr. Norton had been suffering for 
three years, from an internal injury 
that caused his death. 


John Norton had been fascinated 
by phonographs and records since he 
was a small boy and probably had 
been a record collector longer than 
anyone else now alive. He was born, 
October 26, 1885, on Shirley street 
in the Roxbury section of Boston, 
where his record store was situated 
many years afterward, at 73 Roxbury 
street. When he was twelve, his par- 
ents bought a Columbia cylinder 
phonograph, which played the brown 
wax records then in vogue. In 1898 
they acquired a battery-operated Edi- 
son North American instrument, and 
from then until his death more than 
fifty years later John Norton’s love 
for phonographs and records never 


flagged. 


In 1912 Mr. Norton became the 
sole clock mechanic for all the public 
schools of Boston. Despite the strain 
that this occupation must have been 
to his eyes, he was never obliged to 
wear glasses for reading or working. 
Later, he was employed by the Con- 
duit Electrical Manufacturing Com- 
pany (now the Allis Chalmer Com- 
pany) at South Boston, where he in- 
vented the N. switch for generators. 
Having acquired a large stock of Edi- 
son cylinders and Diamond Discs, he 
began business in 1938 with his son, 


J. L. Norton, Jr. (affectionately 
known as “Jack”). They called them- 
selves the Woodymay Record Com- 
pany. At first Woodymay advertised 
principally in farm papers, selling 
cylinder records to residents of rural 
sections who still had old-style Edi- 
son phonographs. Mr. Norton in- 
vented the Woodymay pick-up, for 
playing Edison records electrically, in 
1939. Woodymay’s first HopBIEs ad- 
vertising appeared in December, 1940, 
and the company has consistently ad- 
vertised in this magazine ever since. 
John Norton liked most types of 
music—opera, symphony, jazz and the 
popular tunes of the “Gay Nineties,” 
but disliked hill-billy and Hawaiian 
performances. His favorites among 
the pioneer recording artists were 
mostly those whom he had admired 
as a boy. He once listed them as 
Arthur Collins, Will F. Denny, Ed- 
ward M. Favor, Dan W. Quinn, J. 
Aldrich Libbey, Billy Murray, A. D. 
Madeira, Joe Natus, Frank C. Stan- 
ley, Billy Golden, S. H. Dudley, Wil- 
liam Hooley, Helen Trix, Bob 
Roberts and Manuel Romain. 
Surviving Mr. Norton are two sis- 
ters, Miss Helen Norton and Mrs. 
Caroline Logan; a brother, Robert 
Norton; and his son, who has had a 
lifelong devotion to records of the 
type his father loved. However, the 
father and son didn’t see eye to eye 
in their preferences, and each had 
his separate record collection. An- 
other survivor who undoubtedly will 
miss him sorely is “Ginger,” the beau- 
tiful big brown cat who was a friend 


- of all callers at the Woodymay store. 


Mr. Norton’s wife died when Jack was 
a small boy, and the devotion between 
father and son became one of the 
closest and most beautiful I have ever 
known. They were inseparable com- 
panions and “pals” in the finest sense 
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of the term. Jack intends to give up 
the Woodymay store, but will continue 
to make dubbings of disc and cylinder 
records at his home. 

John Norton was of medium height 
and stocky build. He had twinkling 
brown eyes and an impish sense of 
humor. Had the circumstances of his 
life been different, he might have be- 
come a great humorist, for some of 
his letters are among the funniest 
things I have ever read. He was also 
an inveterate prankster and played 
dozens of harmless practical jokes up- 
on his friends—especially me. But he 
never intentionally did anything to 
hurt anyone. He was sometimes called 
“Qld Man Woodymay,” although he 
by no means gave the impression of 
being old. Several years ago he and 
Jack copyrighted the slogan, “Knights 
of the Turn Table,” to describe their 
business, but in more recent days they 
took delight in using the term I had 
bestowed upon them—‘The Wharf 
Rats of Woodymay.” I had planned 
to visit them this September, and it 
is a sad reflection indeed that I shall 
never again see the cordial, great- 
hearted veteran record collector whom 
I shall always regard as one of the 
dearest friends I have ever known.

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Chinese Spring 
Festival Painting 


This department being compiled in 
the midst of a beautiful Chicago 
Spring recalls to mind a Chinese 
Spring festival painting that was 
shown in the Art Institute of Chicago 
not so long ago. 

The myriad activities of the medi- 
eval Chinese are crowded into this 
fascinating Chinese scroll painting on 
silk, some 33 feet in length. The sub- 
ject of the Ming dynasty copy of a 
Sung painting is the Spring Festival 
on the Yellow River. Ch’ing Ming, 
as it is called, literally means “clear 
and bright” and is the name given to 
a Chinese festival, somewhat like our 
Arbor Day, and Memorial Day with 
a little Fourth of July gaiety all 
rolled into one. 

Although the festival is dedicated 
to the honorably buried dead, the cele- 
bration is surprisingly gay for a 
memorial. Coming in the early 
Spring, the holiday in twentieth cen- 
tury China is much as it was in the 
Middle Ages—a time when people 
visited the graves but concentrated 
on fun for the living. 

The Ch’ing Ming painting in charm- 
ing color concerns itself chiefly with 
the happy side—the feasts, shows and 
entertainments of every kind, from

juggling acts to weddings and picnics. 
This subject was first ordered by Em- 
peror Huo Tsung of the Sung dynasty 
(960-1279) and all copies and later 
versions have been called by the same 
name, Spring Festival on the River. 

The charm and extraordinary worth 
of the painting is its accurate, though 
not photographic detail from the life 
and city of the time. The historian 
finds an invaluable recording of just 
what Chinese people looked like and 
what they did in the twelfth century 
and even as recently as in the twen- 
tieth century. 

The style of the painting is gay and 
festive in mood, executed by an ex- 
tremely competent painter early in 
the Ming dynasty (1368-1644). There 
is a constant feeling of motion—up 
and down the river before the tran- 
quil hills and among the masses of 
people. 

The scale of the painting implies 
some 33 miles, traversed by a winding 
country road which joins a river and 
then a bridge in a busy market place. 
The road drops almost out of sight 
as it passes a military display, pro- 
ceeds by the hunting scenes and vil- 
lage and then winds into the hills. 
An interesting dominant theme is the 
pattern of roofs, jutting up and down 
against the background. 


In one corner, there is a frenzied 
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scene of hunters, pursuing a tiger, 
foxes, deer and small scurrying ani- 
mals. In another place, near the end 
of the busy day, is a handsome birth- 
day party for an ancient scholar and 
his wife. At the very end of the 
scroll, the action quiets down and we 
are in the country at the end of a 
day. There is a relaxed picnic, or 
supper party at a farm with a tired 
languid dog picking up scraps. 

“It is very amibitious to attempt 
to record the whole world in one pic- 
ture,” stated Alan Priest, curator of 
the museum’s department of far 
eastern art, “but the painter of the 
spring festival has recorded the world 
he knew which turns out to be an 
invaluable record as history as well 
as a work of art in the great tradi- 
tion of blue and green landscape 
painting.” 

The people of China are shown in 
every walk of life—beggars, men- 
dicants, farmers, goatherds, peddlers, 
shopkeepers, restaurateurs, jugglers, 


actors, many fortune-tellers, doctors,

New York City 
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A Forgotten Colonial Clockmaker 
Frederick Mueller 


By RUDOLPH HOMMEL 


The clockmaker,: Frederick Mueller, 
lived among the Saltzburger_ re- 
fugees, who settled in Eben-Ezer, 
near Savannah, Georgia. He came to 
Georgia with the third transport of 
Saltzburgers, ‘who arrived February 
7, 1736. A German nobleman, Phil- 
ipp Georg Friederich von Reck, who 
conducted the third transport, en- 
gaged Mueller as his servant and 
took him with his wife and five 
children along to the New World. 

Mueller spent some time in Savan- 
nah, engaged in producing a beauti- 
ful piece of work (most likely a 
clock) which 'was presented to Gover- 
nor James Edward Oglethorpe. After- 
wards he was several weeks in Purys- 
burg, teaching children for his board, 
to which he applied himself faith- 
fully and industriously. He and his 
family were then accepted at Eben- 
Ezer and given a lot to build a house 
on and ground to till, as the other 
Saltzburgers. The late summer of 
1737 was hard on the Muellers. A 
fever epidemic was raging and the 
oldest son died on August 13th. On 
September 6th, the diary of the 
Saltzburgers records, that “clock- 
maker Mueller is sick with the whole 
family, besides this they are poor, 
but are carrying their load as 
Christians. We help them like the 
other members of the community.”

On August 18, 1738, he is charac- 
terized as follows: “We have no 
cabinetmaker or tinker and the clock- 
maker Mueller applies himself to 
that kind of work, does everything 
well and with precision. He can 
make everything he sees and works, 
not only in wood, but also in bone, 
ivory and other workable material. 
He was a paperhanger, and learned 
besides to make wooden clocks, and 
applied himself to mechanical pur- 
suits.” He proposed to cast pewter 
spoons and make flax combs, as soon 
as a mold, stiff wire and tinned 
sheet iron were procured for him. 

The diary records on February 15, 
1740, that some people planted cot- 
ton. A large, light wheel was made, 
similar to the wool-wheel used in 
Germany, upon which the women 
spin the cotton and accomplish much 
more than with the small wheel 
which is turned with the treadle. 
The clockmaker Mueller, a_ skillful 
mechanic, who can make almost any- 
thing he once observed, makes these 
large spinning wheels for the people. 

The diarist expresses the wish to 
have for the sacred music a piano, 
or if possible a harpsichord or regal. 
The clockmaker does not understand 
music, otherwise he would try his 
hand on a small harpsichord. There 
is also lack of strings for it. Of 
available material he made good use, 
from stag horns he turned shirt but- 
tons, knife handles and other utensils. 

On March 1, 1740, it is recorded 
that “the clockmaker Mueller has 
weak spells which are alarming. 
We have recommended him in Sa- 
vannah to help him to more _ busi- 
ness.” This had good effect, for on 
January 27, 1741 came an order from 
Savannah for six striking clocks to 
be made by our clockmaker for Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe in Frederica. Local- 
ly, in Eben-Ezer, he had supplied the 
houses of the Saltzburgers with 
wooden clocks, as the diarist indi- 
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cates in a letter of March 11, 1743. 

Frederick Mueller, thus, led a busy 
life. To help him till his acres, he 
acquired the unexpired term of a 
German redemptioner from Savan- 
nah, brought him to Eben-Ezer and 
gave several of his clocks as security. 

The father of clockmaker Mueller 
was engaged in the paper trade in 
Germany and had extensive dealings 
with the pious Elers who started a 
bookstore in Halle and did printing 
for the famous Orphanage of August 
Herrmann Franke. The Halle estab- 
lishment took a great interest in the 
Saltzburger settlement in Georgia, 
having supplied the two ministers, 
the Reverends Johann Martin Bolt- 
zius and Israel Christian Gronau, to 
watch over the spiritual welfare of 
the Saltzburgers. Their diaries have 
supplied all the information about 
the clockmaker Frederick Mueller. 
His family, according to a list of the 
people at Eben-Ezer, of May 1739, 
were his wife Anna Christina and 
the following children: Johann Paul 
18, Johanna Margaretha 15, Eliza- 
beth 138, and Maria Magdalena 6. 
Johanna Margaretha married on 
June 5, 1739 the locksmith George 
Brueckner. The son, Johann Paul, 
married on November 23, 1741, Anna 
Maria Kraemer, the single, only 
daughter of a German redemptioner, 
who had died in Savannah. This son, 
who apparently had not taken up the 
clockmaking trade, devoted himself 
to agriculture, as most of the Saltz- 
burger settlers. 

Unfortunately I had no access to 
the 1ith continuation of the Saltz- 
burger Diaries, which cover the per- 
iod from 1744 to 1746. During that 
time the clockmaker Mueller must 
have died. On March 18, 1747, there 
is mention in the diaries of the widow 
Mueller. 

I have recorded these genealogical 
details in the hope that some enthus- 
iastic collectors in Georgia may start 
out to search for more data about 
this versatile Colonial clockmaker, 
among possible descendants of the 
Saltzburgers. None of the available 
lists of American clockmakers makes 
mention of Frederick Mueller of 
Eben-Ezer, Georgia. As to the out- 
put of his clocks which was not small, 
it is to wished that some have sur- 
vived to this day. They may not 
have been marked with the maker’s 
name. One should look for wooden 
works, Wag-on-the-Wall clocks, with 
weights suspended from ropes rather 
than chains; some may have been 
put into wooden cases, like grand- 
father clocks. Good luck for the 
searcher, and, when one is found, I 
hope to learn about it.

Horologist—collectors attending the 
convention of the United Horological 
Association of America in Chicago in 
May were permitted to display choice 
items from their collections. 


Harry W. Yaseen, Chicago Heights 
jeweler, had one of the choice pieces 
on display. It was a pocket watch 
that formerly belonged to the Chinese 
Emperor Ch’ien Lung (1736-96). The 
emperor’s watch is oval in shape and 
its back contains a large diamond 
and scores of matched pearls. The 
dials being oval, the hands are made 
to lengthen and contract as they make 
their way round. 

Among the other 74 watches which 
Yaseen displayed was one only 1.75 
mm. thick, a five-incher which was 
the first the collector obtained when 
he started his collection 47 years ago.

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THE MELODEON, AN HEIRLOOM 


By CARL CLOSS 


The melodeon, in my estimation, is 
one of the most desirable as well as 
practical of all antiques. This fine 
old musical instrument is closely as- 
sociated with the cultural and social 
life of our 19th century ancestors 
and deserves a prominent place in the 
records of that era and in the collec- 
tions of the present and future. 

Synonymous with the name, melo- 
deon, I think of happy family gather- 
ings, parties, singing bees and Christ- 
mas carols of the past. The melo- 
deon is representative of a certain 
period of affluence and is associated 
with the better cultural progress of 
the family circle of the early and mid- 
dle 19th century. 

Considering the age of this instru- 
ment, I believe it to be a remarkably 
well engineered piece and the crafts- 
manship in the design of the cabinet 
and legs of most good melodeons is 
incomparable. The size and design 
of the average melodeon is such that 
its use in the average modern home 
is very practical from the standpoint 
of taste, appearance and actual use. 
The tone of the melodeon cannot be 
rivaled for its soft and pleasing effect 
on the listener in this present day of 
Jive and Jitterbug. 

My interest in melodeons came 
about in this manner. Having once 
seen a melodeon, I could not rest until 
I owned one. About five years ago I 
saw my first one and having an extra 
supply of imagination, I could visual- 
ize the fine instrument it once had 
been, in spite of years of abuse and 
neglect. 

Scars, scratches and grime covered 
its fine rosewood cabinet, its cameo 
carved legs and ivory keys. Restora- 
tion seemed hopeless. The bellows 
were useless and the valves worthless. 

On examination I discovered it to 
be a genuine B. Schonninger. This 
firm made fine pianos in later years. 

I decided to buy the instrument if 
possible and restore it at any expense. 
After considerable correspondence and 
bargaining I purchased it, meanwhile 
deciding to attempt the restoration, 
myself. Without any previous ex- 
perience and aided and abetted by my 
wife I began the job. Two months 
later, working in my spare time the 
job was done. New finish, new bel- 
lows and valves and we now have an 
antique from which we derive more 
enjoyment and pleasure than any- 
thing we have ever experienced. 

Everyone who has seen this melo- 
deon, has been thrilled by it. People, 
invariably mistake it for a type of 
spinet piano. My wife derives endless 
enjoyment playing it, and [J in listen- 
ing. 

As a result of my experience and 
wanting to provide future entertain- 
ment for my spare time, I began to 
search for another melodeon. After 
several months I located another in 
about the same condition as the first, 
except that the pedals and lyre were 
missing. 


Meanwhile, friends attempted to 





buy my original melodeon and natur- 
ally we did not wish to sell it. On 
hearing of my second purchase, a 
friend persuaded me to sell it to him 
in the rough condition. Knowing that 
it was useless without the pedals and 
lyre, I set about devising a method 
to apply a blower to this instrument, 
eliminating use of the pedals and 
making for greater speed and effi- 
ciency in playing. I succeeded in 
developing the idea and my friend 
immedately began the restoration of 
the melodeon and you might say elec- 
trification. 

He now possesses an enviable and 
practical musical instrument that is 
a source of constant pride to him. I 
do not believe this type of restoration 
and modernization is sacrilege, but I 
believe it is sacrilege to disembowel 
an honorable old melodeon in the 
process of making a spinet desk as so 
many people do. 

These two melodeons spurred me 
onward until I have since had several 
of them and in addition have progres- 
sively collected and am now a small 
dealer in antiques of all kinds, realiz- 
ing a satisfaction I have never known 
before. 

My principal aim now is to compile 
all data possible on the melodeon and, 
write a history of this instrument for 
posterity. I will need a lot of help 
as there is no existing record cover- 
ing it to my knowledge. Outside of 
the collector, it is surprising how few 
people know what a melodeon is.

broad ways; they shall seem like 
torches, they shall run like light- 


ning.” 

Another scientific hint of the 
horseless carriage was made by 
Roger Baden in his Opus-Magnam, 
“One may also make carriages which 
without the aid of any animal shall 
run with remarkable velocity.” 

One of the earliest models was 
made by a Jesuit Missionary to take 
him on his circuit. This was driven 
by a jet of steam playing on a mill- 
wheel which was connected by gear- 
ing to one of the axles. 

Isaac Newton also suggested the 
motor about 1660, Joseph Cugnot 
built his steam tractor for hauling 
artillery in 1769. This made a speed 
of 3 M.P.H. 

The French give Eitienne Lenoir 
credit for the first gas engine in 
1859. Joseph Ravel exhibited a steam 
car in 1868, and Siegfried Markus 
built a “benzinecar” and showed it at 
the Vienna Fair in 1873. 

Karl Benz of Karlsruhe built the 
first gas-propelled car in Germany. 
In 1883 he ran publicly the first com- 
plete and workable model. Building 
vehicles was Benz’s hobby. His first 
attempt was to attach a small engine 
to a “boneshaker”’, then built a 
motor tricycle ‘which weighed 165 
pounds and carried two passengers. 
This car had only forward speed of 
8 m.p.h., the engine was fastened to 
the frame behind the seat and the 
wheels had wire spokes and rubber 
tires. 

Later Benz interested Gottlieb 
Daimler in his invention, and from 
this partnership evolved the Daim- 
ler-Mercedes-Benz Co. The display 
of the Benz model at the Chicago 
World’s Fair of 1893 was the begin- 
ning of automobile manufacturing in 
the United States. The modern auto 
came into being after Daimler’s 
patent for combustible engines in 
1887. In 1891 Daimler’s engine was 
mounted on a chassis by Panhard 
and Levassor. 

The first steam car which could be 
classed as an automobile was made 
by S. H. Hoper of Roxbury, Mass., 
in 1889. | 

In 1892, Elwood Haynes and 
Charles Duryea got busy. Duryea 
made the first successful test run 
and Haynes followed soon after. In 
1895, Duryea won the first automo- 
bile race in the United States from 
Chicago to Waukegan, IIl., and re- 
turn, a distance of 80 miles in 5% 
hours. Duryea’s model (1893-4) is 
in the Smithsonian. It is a one cyl- 
inder, 4-h. p. buggy type, having a 
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water-cooled gas engine with make 
and break electrical ignition and 
steam rod. 

The Haynes model — 1894 — with 
wire wheels and rod steering, is also 
in the Smithsonian. 

In 1894, a steam car won the first 
auto race in the world between Paris 
and Rouen, on June 22, 1894, 102 
cars entered the race. Five were 
wound up by springs and never 
started, five compressed air, thirty 
gas, twenty-eight steam and four 
electric. Most of these were freakish 
models. 

At this time there were only four 
motor car manufacturers in Hurope. 
Benz & Daimler, De Dion-Bouton, 
Panhard, Levassor, and Peugeot. All 
these had cars in the race. 

A De Dion vehicle was the winner 
and the vehicle is described as a 
steam tractor with a victoria carry- 
ing four passengers attached. Ar- 
mand Peugoet, maker of “baby” 
motors protested that the steam in- 
vention did not meet specifications 
and the prize was split between the 
steam car and one of his models. 

Henry Ford invented his first gas 
car late in 1893. It is described as 
being assembled from junk, with bi- 
cycle wheels, gas pipe hubs, a two- 
cylinder water cooled engine, a buggy 
seat and a dashboard with lights. 
The gas tank was under the seat 
and the speed was twenty miles per 
hour high, and ten miles per hour 
low, regulated by a lever. It had no 
reverse speed. The story goes that 
one rainy night, he tried it out, on 
a two block mn, his wife running 
alongside holding an umbrella over 
him. He sold this model, and imme- 
diately set to work on another one. 

The first automobile sale in this 
country on record was made April 1, 
1898, by Winton. 

In 1895, George B. Selden obtain- 
ed his patent after a 16 year battle 
for exclusive rights, and was the 
first man to foresee the auto, de- 
scribe it accurately and obtain the 
first American patent for a gas- 
driven auto. 

In 1897, Louis S. Clarke built an 
auto for experimental purposes only. 
This has three wire wheels and can 
be seen in the Smithsonian. His 
model of 1901, also is in the Smith- 
sonian, is believed to be the first car 
in the United States with shaft drive. 

The Knox auto trap of 1899 was 
one of the earliest commercial 
vehicles. It had three wheels, and 
a one cylinder air-cooled engine. This 
model was awarded a prize of $26 
in 1909 at the Hudson Fulton Cele- 
bration for being the oldest machine 
to cover the line of march under its 
own power. 

In 1860, Louis Badger of Quincy, 
Mass., is said to have built the first 
commercial truck used to transport 
granite from the quarries to the 
waterfront. 

In 1898, an electric “what’s it” 
was made for Russia’s Grand Duke 
Alexis. This resembled a tractor 
pulling a two-wheeled victoria. 

Miss Mary Shanks was the first 
woman distributor of autos in the 
United States. 
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By 1900 the various models were 
Duryea, 1892-3; Haynes 1894; Ford 
1898, Olds, 1896; Winton, 1898; Lo- 
comobile 1900; and Knox buggy. 

In 1908, the Association of Licens- 
ed Automobile Manufacturers was 
born, giving the Columbia Vehicle 
Company exclusive right of sub- 
license under patent. 

The second car brought to At- 
lanta, Ga., in 1905 was a Cadillac, 
and the first public motor-car, 1907, 
was driven by A. L. Belle Isle, in 
his spare time. This evolved into 
the great fleet of the Yellow Cab Co. 
The second car, a French-made Sul- 
tan, was owned by the Atlanta Bag- 
gage Co. 

An ancient Holsman, with air- 
cooled, twenty-six horse power en- 
gine, of 1908, was recently driven 
into Birmingham, Ala. It is said 
that the Holsman at one time held 
the world’s non-stop record for au- 
tos—100 miles. 

The first truck to be used for 
business in Atlanta was a Model M 
Cadillac, owned by the Excelsior 
Laundry, in 1906. This made a maxi- 
mum speed of 15 miles per hour. 

On August 29, 1947, J. Lee Smith, 
Lawrenceville, Ga., took a_ turn 
around Five Points, Atlanta, Ga., in 
his 1909 Buick. It had brass carbide 
lights, genuine leather upholstery, 
and the top was down. A friend sat 
on the left side of the machine to 
make all hand signals. The horn, a 
bugle, fastened to the hood, had a 
new bulb, and it made plenty of 
noise to attract attention. (Used by 
permission). 

In 1924 at Fond du Lac, Wis., a 
fourteen-year old Ford touring car, 
motor 36-536 made a one hundred- 
hour non-stop run. The event was 
staged by the Service Motor Com- 
pany and the car was owned by H. 
D. Vinton. This was the first car 
sold by the company when it started 
in business. This 1910 Ford started 
at noon on a Saturday and ended at 
noon the _ following Wednesday, 
traveling 1373 miles. The drivers 
worked in three shifts.

commodity than at present. That this 
was a common resource appears from 
the frequency with which heroes and 
heroines and other personages encoun- 
ter each other in such situations in 
the tales and novels of the time; and 
perhaps we may adduce, as another 
illustration, Johnson’s saying concern- 
ing Burke:—If a man were to go by 
chance at the same time with Burke 
under a shed to shun a shower, he 
would say, ‘This is an extraordinary 
man.’ 

“It is not unlikely that the want 
of a portable shelter may have given 
a longer continuance to this mode of 
building than it would otherwise have 
obtained; and it would be curious to 
calculate whether any and what de- 
gree of influence the introduction of 
umbrellas into common use may have 
had in causing the old style of do- 
mestic architecture to disappear. 

“I now come to Jonas Hanway; for 
although that admirable person can- 
not, as we have seen, claim the merit 
of having introduced the umbrella, 
his name is importantly connected 
with its English history. His _ bio- 
grapher, Pugh, says simply that he 
was the first man who used an um- 
brella, and this was the truth: he was 
the first man, but it was used by wom- 
en long before. 

“Pugh gives no explanations, but 
no doubt he intended an emphasis on 
the word man, as distinctive from 
woman. His readers, however, find- 
ing no statements regarding its pre- 
vious use failed to distinguish the 
emphatic sense of the expression, and 
considered it equivalent to saying that 
Hanway was the first person by whom 
an umbrella was carried in this coun- 
try. Hence the common impression 
as to the recency of its introducticn. 
There is little doubt that Jonas, like 
the gentlemen at Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh, took the hint from the French; 
and he must have been a bold man 
who, in such a town as London, first 
ventured abroad with a convenience 
which had previously been appro- 
priated to females. 

“What a silly and effeminate jack- 
anapes that enduring and adventureus 
traveller must have been consider}. 
The rain, from which he was shei- 
tered, while others were exposed to it, 
must have fortunately operated in 
rendering less dense the mob by which 
he would have been foliowed under 
circumstances. Yet, no doubt, many 
urchins and idle fellows scampered 
through the wet to see the wonder 
and hoot the wonder-maker, while less 
daring persons were content to run 
to their doors and stretch their necks 
out of the windows to witness the 
shocking effeminacy into which man 
had fallen. 

“Londoners wonder less at any thing 
now than they did at that time; still 
a sensation of a similar sort would be 
occasioned if a man were now to walk 
the streets with a parasol in sun- 
shiny weather, or with a muff in cold; 
yet the umbrella in its origin was 
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thus used by men, and muffs were in 
use among men in this country a cen- 
turv ago. 

“In concluding this notice I cannot 
refrain from transcribing Pugh’s pic- 
ture of Hanway’s personal appear- 
ance in the streets. It is exquisite in 
its way; and since that I have fallen 
on that word I may say that Jonas 
himself — ‘plain,’ ‘honest,’ ‘truth-tell- 
ing’ Jonas Hanway—seems to have 
been somewhat more of an exquisite 
than the ideas usually associated with 
his name would have prepared me to 
expect. Look on this picture:— 

“In his dress, as far as was con- 
sistent with his ideas of health and 
ease, he accommodated himself to the 
prevailing fashion. As it was fre- 
quently necessary for him to appear 
in polite circles on unexpected occa- 
sions, he usually wore dress-clothes, 
with a large French bag. His hat, 
ornamented with a gold button, was 
of a size and fashion to be worn as 
well under the arm as on the head. 
When it rained, a small paraplute 
(umbrella) defended his face and wig. 
Thus he was always prepared to enter 
into any company without impro- 
priety, or the appearance of negli- 
gence. His dress for set public oc- 
casions was a suit of rich dark-brown; 
the coat and waistcoat lined through- 
out with ermine, which just appeared 
at the edges; and a small gold-hilted 
sword. “‘As he was extremely sus- 
ceptible of cold, he wore flannel under 
the lining of all his clothes, and usu- 
ally wore three pair of stockings. He 
was the first man who ventured to 
walk through the streets of London 
with an umbrella over his head. After 
carrying one nearly thirty years, he 
saw them come into general use.’ 

“As Jonas died in the year 1786, 
this statement enables us to ascertain 
that his first appearance with an um- 
brella was not much subsequent to the 
year 1756. 

“We may conclude this paper with 
the following anecdote, which has 
appeared in the newspapers since it 
was written:— 

“March of umbrellas—When um- 
brellas marched first into this quarter 
(Blairgowrie), they were sported only 
by the minister and the laird, and 
were looked upon by the common class 
of people as a perfect phenomena. 
One day, Daniel M n went to pay 
his rent to Col. M‘Pherson at Blair- 
gowrie House; when about to return, 
it came on a shower, and the colonel 
politely offered him the loan of an 
umbrella, which was politely and 
proudly accepted of; and Daniel, 
with his head two or three inches 
higher than usual, marched off. Not 
long after he had left, however, to 
the colonel’s surprise, he again sees 
Daniel posting towards him with all 
possible haste, still o’ertopped by his 
cotton canopy (silk umbrellas were 
out of the question in those days), 
which he held out, saluting him with, 
Hae, hae, Kornel! this’ll never do; 
there’s no a door in a’ my house that’ll 
tak’ it in—my verra barn-door winna 
tak’ it in!’—Glasgow Constitutional.

A MEMORIAL BELL COLLECTION 


Alta Moore, Ponca City, Okla., has 
a bell collection that has a deep 
significance to her. She has gathered 
more than 400 bells to date, and she 
calls them. the “Val C. Kerr Memorial 
Bell Collection,” in memory of her 
son who died in 1940. Mrs. Moore 
has undertaken to describe some of 
her bells for the readers of this de- 
partment, but as she says it is not 
possible to give a history of each one, 
even though each one has an inter- 
esting background. Mrs. Moore says: 

“My oldest bell is from China, dat- 
ing from the Han Dynsty. I was told 
it was buried for centuries, and the 
condition of the metal bears this out. 
Both sides are covered with ancient 
Chinese characters, the translation 
of which is yet unknown to me. I 
have been unable to contact anyone 
who can read Ancient Chinese, as 
that language has not been used 
since the 14th century. There are 
bells in China today of this exact 
shape and design which were cast 
many centuries before Christ, and 
having one I am most anxious to 
learn the inscription. 

“Another collector claims to have 
the only Sacred Bullock or Sapi Bell 
from the Island of Bali, but I have 
one; while my bell is not as large 


as his, it is a most interesting and 
I believe, authentic. It is hollowed 
from a single trunk of the Bread 
Fruit tree. 

“T have an Indian anklet with three 
bells that was given me by S. W. 
Brown, the chief of the Euchee In- 
dians. This anklet was worn by one 
of his warriors in a ceremonial dance 
called the ‘Sleepy Time of the Month’. 
The dance is performed to a song 
sung only by the chief. 

“T also have a bell taken from a 
Sioux Indian’s grave. It too, is an 
old specimen. Chief Brown, of the 
Euchees, told me that he would not 
have the bell. He says that all that 
is good of a man and all that is bad 
is buried with him, and that any- 
thing that is placed in his grave, 
should be allowed to disintegrate into 
the elements from whence it came. 

“Another ornate bell was sent to 
me from England in 1943 by one of 
our paratroopers, Lt. D. R. Roper. A 
retired ship captain had used this 
bell in his cabin for nearly fifty 
years and it took a lot of persuasion 
as well as cash to get it. It is bright 
brass, highly etched with nautical 
symbols and figures. It bears a Latin 
Inscription, ‘who touches me hear 
thou my voice.’ 
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Note the attractive arrangement of this bell collection in the home of Alta Moore, 
Ponca City, Oklamoma. This is a memorial collection to Val C. Kerr, Mrs. Moore’s 


son who died in 1940. 
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“One of the most beautiful bells 
is a slave bell used in a lady’s bou- 
doir in ante-bellum days. Its origi- 
nal owner used it to call a personal 
slave. It is mother-of-pearl, trimmed 
in gold filigree, and it sits on an 
Italian marble base. 

“The old cow bells have most in- 
teresting histories. One made the 
historic run in 1893, with William 
Kenyon, a Civil War veteran. If you 
had lived in Oklahoma in those days 
after the ‘run’, you would appreciate 
what a milk cow meant. This bell’s 
reassuring tinkle told Mr. Kenyon 
that there would be milk on his much 
that night. 

“Then there is Beelzbub’s bell. He 
was just a burrow owned by Frank 
Jones, who used him to carry tour- 
ists up Pikes Peak before the days 
of the modern highway. The bell was 
lost for three years in the Rockies, 
and on its rust crusted sides one can, 
in fancy, see the mountains. And 
like many other bells, it seems to 
talk to me. 

“Another cow bell, with a_ bullet 
hole in the side, tells a grim story 
of cattle-men and settlers in the now 
famous Logan County war. 

“A bell used in Germany and 
brought here in 1840, helped settle 
Wisconsin with the Roedig family. 
With over one hundred years of use, 
this bell shows wear (but who 
wouldn’t). You see I have found that 
bells have their own personalities. 

“The large bell at the top of the 
center cabinet is a Swiss cheese mak- 
er’s bell. It is hand hammered and 
forge welded, and a fine specimen of 
workmanship. It was made in Aus- 
tria about seventy-five years ago, 
and brought to America in 1891 by 
an Italian immigrant, Bernardo 
Rigoni, from Asiago, Italy. Lake 
Tarpley, a collector of East Vaughn, 
New Mexico, bought the bell from 
Rigoni, and sent it to me. 

“In the small catagory I have one, 
one-fourth inch tall, handle and all. 
It was made by Frederick W. Hos- 
bach, of Penn Valley, Pa., of African 
ivory and ebony. The tiny clapper is 
suspended by a hair from my head. 
The workmanship is that of a master 
craftsman. Of the carillon bells, all 
with historic backgrounds, one stands 
out in particular. It is from a 
church in Anzio, Italy, which was 
bombed at the establishment of that 
beachhead. Plaster still remains em- 
bedded in its metal. 

“There is an old Civil War cavalry 
bell that ‘was lost in a River in Ar- 
kansas near where the battle of Pea 
Ridge was fought and was caught on 
a fish hook many years after. 

“There are Hindu prayer bells, Ox- 
ford funeral bells, Quimper bells, 
monastery bells, camel and sleigh 
bells, Droshky bells and bells from 
many states and many lands; along 
with the bell clippings I also col- 
lect, it is indeed a very interesting 
hobby. 

“All my bells are numbered and 
catalogued with background history 
of each bell, and I hope the few that 
I have mentioned will prove interest- 
ing to you.” 
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CHINESE BELL NOTES 


Lu Ta-lin wrote a book called “Kao 
Ku T’u.” The book contains illustra- 
tions of bells, tripods, and sacrificial 
cups which were done by skilful 
draughtsmen, reproducing the origi- 
nals meticulously. In the case of ob- 
jects where the inscriptions have 
disappeared through the wear and 
tear of time the shape is still repro- 
duced. The names of the collectors 
are placed at the top of the explana- 
tory notes accompanying the pictures 
or below the number of the picture. 
Archaic characters are explained and 
commented upon. Those words which 
are not decipherable are collected 
in the appendix. Wang Fu’s book, 
“Hsuan Ho Po Ku T’u,” is a collec- 
tion of pictures representing 527 
bells, tripods, and sacrificial cups, 
grouped under 59 heads, and 49 seals 
grouped under 17 heads. Some of 
these illustrations are based on ob- 
jects of which he heard from other 
people. Notwithstanding the lack of 
investigation, the shape of all these 
objects seems to be correct. Al- 
though there may be mistakes in the 
phonetic values given to the charac- 
ters, yet the form of the characters 
is preserved intact. On the basis of 
this collection, later generations can 
determine the types of sacrificial 
vessels used and also the language 
of that time. . .. In the Hsia and 
Yin dynasties the casting of bells 
and tripods was very common and so 
they became very numerous. The 
most important were the sacrificial 
vessels which were also used as a 
kind of dowry. In ancient times 
these things were highly regarded. 
Hence the saying, “However ~oor the 
gentleman may be, he will never sell 
his sacrificial vessels.” We recall 
that during the period of warring

kingdoms they played a very im- 
portant part in hostilities as well as 
in negotiations for peace. Such prac- 
tices as “carrying away the heavy 
objects” were common. The vessels 
and bells of ancient times had been 
unearthed gradually, but also gradu- 
ally lost. There are as many as 643 
pieces mentioned in the books of 
Ouyang Hsiu, Chao Ming-cheng, and 
Hsueh Sheng Kung, but few remain. 
However, a good many of them came 
to light later on; in the writings of 
the Ch’ing dynasty, as many as 2,635 
pieces are mentioned, all of which 
are scattered throughout the rural 
districts of China, not including 
those that are kept in the palace, the 
number of which is probably eyen 
larger. Wu Ying Tien, Wen Hua 
Tien, and the old Palace museum 
contain each a_ part of _ these 
treasures, the catalogue of which is 
not yet complete. Most of the things 
in these palaces belonged to the pre- 
Confucian period and the language 
is very difficult to decipher. But 
thanks to the untiring efforts of the 
scholars, the language is now nearly 
completely worked out. As a means 
for. the study of the linguistic 
changes in ancient times and the 
sources of the Chinese language, the 
material contained in the palaces is 
very important. Nine-tenths of the 
inscriptions on these treasures are 
ccmparatively simple and short. Now 
that we can read the language be- 
fore the period of Confucius we can 
correct many mistakes that occur in 
the history before his time and we 
can insert many historical events 
that are not recorded in histories in 
antiquity. Then we can see from 
these inscriptions the economic con- 
ditions of that time as well as the 
contracts and agreements which were 
a part of the civil law. That is why 
for the last 60 or 70. years the study 
of inscriptions on metals has been 
carried on with greater enthusiasm 
and ardor than the study of stone in- 
scriptions and the study of metal in- 
scriptions has been attended with 
greater success than the study of 
stone inscriptions—Liang Chi-Chao, 
“Archaeology in China,” Annual Re- 
port of the Smithsonian Institute, 
1927, compiled by WILSON STRALEY.

Masterpiece by Bruegel 


A previously unknown masterpiece 
by Pieter Bruegel, the Elder, has 
been acquired by the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, G. H. Edgell, director, 
has announced. : 

Representing the “Combat Be- 
tween Carnival and Lent,” the paint- 
ing by the Flemish master is a 
somewhat later version of the sub- 
ject treated in the famous work in 
Vienna. Unrecorded in literature on 
Bruegel, it was discovered only re- 
cently in an English private col- 
lection. 

“The style and technique of _ this 
painting unmistakably betray the hand 
of the elder Pieter Bruegel,’ says 
Hanns Swarzenski, the museum's as- 
sistant curator of paintings, “It is one 
of his first creations in which the 
strong influence of the art of Bosch 
is digested and his own personal style 
becomes apparent. A comparison with 
the painting of the same subject in Vi- 
enna dating from 1557 and the Dulle 
Griet (the Mad Meg) of 1562 in 
Antwerp place this picture in the period 
around 1560 .. . There exists a copy 
of the picture by the younger Bruegel 
in the collection of M. L. Jolly in Brus- 
sels.’”’ 

Highly interesting as a_ social 
document of the period, the scene of 
combat between the extreme of glut- 
tony and abstinence, conviviality and 
asceticism, presents the opposing 
forces jousting in a deserted street. 
The rotund champion of the gluttons 
is mounted on a wine barrel, helmet- 
ed with a cook’s funnel; his lance is 
a long skewer on which are speared 
succulent roast meats. Opposing 
him, a nun mounted on a barrel of 
fishes, crowned with a loaf of plain 
bread, parries his thrust with a long- 
handled wooden paddle on which she 
offers two meager fish as substitute 
for his meats and the luscious Brus- 
sels waffles, as popular now as then, 
which a woman inside the barrel is 
making. These contenders are man- 
euvered on wheeled carts by their 
supporters—masked carnival figures 
garlanded with ropes of sausages, 
fashionably hatted, making music on 
cooking grills, on one side, counter- 
balanced by representatives of ex- 
aggerated asceticism—hooded flagel- 
lants and gaunt-faced monks, on the 
other. Bruegel, detached and _ ob- 
jective as always, presents two ex- 
tremes of his day, taking-no sides 
in the conflict. 

In the much larger, more compli- 
cated version of the subject in Vi- 
enna, the corresponding figures are 
almost lost in a confusion of activity. 
In the small Boston panel (14%4x25 
inches) on the other hand, the prota- 
gonists wage their combat in a 
deserted street, against a _ subtly 
shaded background of staring win- 
dows and empty doorways, a haunt- 
ing atmosphere which heightens the 
drama of the conflict and gives the 
painting a power and depth of feel- 
ing which lift it far above the mere- 
ly grotesque.

Silver Inkstands 


Whether it is because of their utili- 
ty or their scarcity old silver ink- 
stands are particularly cherished by 
collectors of old silver. We credit 
the following information to an 
English connoisseur, J. B. Pierce: 

“The writer has more than once 
heard an inkstand referred to as a 
cruet. The mistake is a pardonable 
one, for the tray of a standish ink- 
stand is not unlike a cruet tray. In- 
deed, there are 17th century examples 
with a central handle like a cruet. 
Moreover, the little receptacles which 
stand on it have perforated tops, and 
are unfamiliar in these days of steel 


pens, typewriters, fountain pens, 
blotting-paper and gummed _ enve- 
lopes.

“The early standish comprises a 
stand or tray with a decorated edge, 
yaised on scroll feet, claw and ball 
feet, animal forms, etc., with two, 
three or four receptacles standing 
on it. The essential receptacles are 
for ink and for sand, which was 
sprinkled on the wet ink to dry it. 

“Blotting-paper was introduced at 
least as early as the 15th century, 
but did not come into general use 
until the 19th. The sand caster has 
a perforated sprinkler top, and it is 
not unlikely that there are sand 
casters about, separated from. their 
stands and passing as sugar casters 
or muffineers. 

“There may also be a box to hold 
wafers with which envelopes were 
sealed.

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“A very few early inkstands of 
box form, known as Treasury ink- 
stands from a belief (not very well 
founded) that they were used in 
Government departments, have a 
drawer for wafers, pens or wax. This 
form is better known in pewter than 
in silver. It is also still made oc- 
casionally in modern  electroplate, 
the drawer being nowadays intended 
presumably for stamps. 

“In addition to these devices fine 
standishes may have receptacles with 
pierced tops, in which the quill pens 
were stuck when not in use. Provi- 
sion for the pens in the later 18th 
and the 19th century standishes of- 
ten takes the form of a long depres- 


sion, such as is still provided on 
modern inkstands. 
“Another accessory sometimes 


found with important standishes is a 
small bell, with which the gentleman 
or lady—who by the 18th century 
were writing their letters themselves 
—summoned a servant to deliver 
them. 

“The large number of signet rings 
surviving is evidence of the custom 
of sealing letters with wax. This 
operation required a flame and a 
taper stick holder formed one of the 
appointments of a writing-table. 
After about the middle of the 18th 
century, the taper stick holder was 
incorporated in the inkstand, being 
placed in the centre. It is like a min- 
iature candlestick with snuffer. 

“In style, standishes are good ex- 
amples of their period, for they were 
made only for ‘the quality,’ and are 
therefore pieces of superior work- 
manship. The beautiful forms and 
plain surfaces of Queen Anne and 
George I inkstands, the rococo of the 
Paul Lamerie period, the boat-shaped 
tray and elaborate piercing of the 
Adam period, the Greek and Egyptian 
motifs of the Empire style—these 
are some of the features which the 
lover of old silver will quickly recog- 
nise.

An antiquarian note from London

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JEWELRY AND ITS MANUFACTURE

The love of personal decoration is 

a sentiment which man shares with 
the animals, as a record of his con- 
nection with them in the chain of 
creation, which binds all organized 
beings into one consistent whole. In 
modern times, the naturalists of the 
Darwinian school have first, in the 
history of natural science, turned 
their attention to the effects of the 
various brilliant decorations of ani- 
mals upon their success in the “strug- 
gle for life,” and have already arrived 
at most valuable conclusions concern- 
ing it. 

There is no longer any question 
that animals are sensible to the 
charms, not only of their brilliant 
natural colors, but that, also, many 
of them in a condition of domestica- 
tion are equally: delighted with arti- 
ficial decorations. Elephants have 
been known to take great pleasure in 
having the points of their tusks orna- 
mented with gilt metallic balls, and 
to be envious of others who surpassed 
them in this respect. 

Numerous other instances of the 
delight animals take in artificial deco- 
ration can be feund in the works of 
modern writers upon natural history, 
or must have been observed by those 
who are interested in observing the 
habits of animals. ? 

The theory of natural selection, 
which is one of the best contributions 
of the modern spirit of investigation 
to the science of natural history, has 
opened an entirely new field of inquiry 
concerning the causes for the bril- 
liancy of the plumage of birds, the 
contrasting colors of animals, and 
their possession of various species of 
organs which appear to have no fur- 
ther use in their animal economy 
than to serve as decorations. 

Although, too, this branch of’ in- 
quiry is of such very recent date, yet 
the results it has already gained by 
observation go far towards affording 
a scientific basis for a philosophical 
comprehension of the physical reasons 
for this inherent love of personal dec- 
oration, which mankind shares equally 
with the animals. 


In support, also, of this view, we 
have the testimony of the relics of 
the early dwellers on the earth, the 
inhabitants of the lake cities of Eu- 
rope, and the remains of the races 
who lived during the stone age of 
human society. Of all these pre-his- 
toric peoples, the only records which 


have come down to us are their weap- 
ons and their ornaments; and the 
nearly equal proportions of these 
show most probably that, even at that 
early age, their inherent love of per- 
sonal decoration asserted itself equal- 
ly with their destructive tendencies, 
or their love of war. 

But without this testimony, in the 
world of to-day, the savage tribes all 
show by their passion for ornaments, 
that personal decoration is one of the 
first developments in the course of our 
social evolution. It is a mistake, 
therefore, to object to the love of 
jewelry, though it is sometimes too 
inordinately displayed in modern 
times, or to attempt to seek a remedy 
for it by utterly destroying it. It is 
founded in nature, and, like all nat- 
ural tendencies, cannot be eradicated, 
but should, by judicious appliances of 
general culture, be directed. 

It is nothing against some of the 
ornaments worn at present, by ladies 
of fashion, that they resemble those 
worn by their barbarian ancestors. 
Those who use them are not neces- 
sarily barbarians; but the fact only 
shows that the love of ornament is 
inherent in human nature, while its 
manifestations take on the various 
phases of the increased culture of 
the time. 

A lady who wears bracelets and 
ear-rings would be shocked by the 
suggestion that she should add to her 
attractions by wearing also a nose- 
ring, a lip-ring, or anklets; or that 
she should tattoo her face in fanciful 
patterns with brilliantly-colored dyes. 
Yet many of her contemporary sisters 
still use all these appliances of deco- 
ration, and. from the same natural 
and inherent tendency for decoration, 
based upon the fact that our nature 
is eminently social, and we, all of us, 
desire to stand well in the estimation 
of our fellow-men. 

_In fact, in the very word jewelry 
we have made an unconscious vindica- 
tion of its use. It is derived from the 
word jewel, meaning a precious stone, 
or an ornament in which pre- 
cious stones are used, and, with the 
Italian giojello, the French joyau, the 
German juwel, and similar terms in 
other European languages, is allied 
with the root of the Latin word 
gaudium, joy, and was an instinctive 
expression of the pleasure naturally 
excited by the sight and use of jewels. 

In the various museums of Europe 
and this country, the collections of 
the jewelry of various nations are 
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most interesting and instructive. They 
afford the data for the study of the 
customs of nations which have passed 
away, leaving frequently behind them 
no fuller record of their lives than 
such as is contained in these collec- 
tions of their appliances for personal 
decoration. From the polished and 
engraved bones worn as ornaments 
by the dwellers of the lake cities, up 
to the quaint but exquisitely worked 
golden jewelry of the Etruscans, the 
Romans, and the Byzantians, the 
gradual growth of the art can be 
traced step by step, and the different 
national characteristics of the various 
nations can be studied as accurately 
as in their architecture, or in any 
other records of their culture which 
have come down to us. 

From the ruined cities of the East. 
immense stores of jewelry and trin- 
kets worn by the Egyptians, the As- 
syrians, the Babylonians, and other 
nations, have been found, and are now 
carefully preserved. From these, and 
from the jewelry of India and China, 
it is evident that the art of making 
jewelry was one of the first at which 
mankind arrived, and that the taste 
for personal decoration is a universal 
expression of human existence. 

In modern times the improved proc- 
esses of the arts, arising from the 
application of science to their meth- 
ods, and the introduction of the use 
of machinery, has so cheapened and 
increased the production of jewelry as 
to place within the reach of every 
one the ability to gratify his taste 
for it. 

In the United States the greater 
equality of our political conditions, 
together with the freer circulation of 
the results of industry, and the ac- 
tivity of our social life, has led to the 
almost universal use of jewelry. 

By the report of the census of 1860, 
there was produced in the country 
jewelry to the value of almost eleven 
millions of dollars. The extent to 
which this has increased during the 
last decade justifies the estimate that, 
with the importations from ab 
there are consumed in the United 
States at least twenty millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of jewelry a year. 

The chief seat of this industry is 
at Providence, R. I., which early as- 
sumed this position, and has kept it 
ever since. By the Constitution of 
the United States a periodic enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the Union 
was provided for, but, in the first of 
these, made in 1790, there was no 
record made of the various industries. 
of the country. It was in 1810 that 
the first report upon the manufac- 
tories of the country was submitted 
to Congress, and though acknowledged 
to be defective and incomplete, yet in 
the, census of this year the jewelry 
manufactory of Providence, R. I., is 
stated as employing about one hun- 
dred workmen, with a _ production 
amounting yearly to one hundred. 
thousand dollars. 

From this point, which was really 
one of considerable advancement for 
the time, this industry has increased 
until the jewelry trade in Providence 
gives constant employment to nearly 
twenty-five hundred men and women, 
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at wages varying from one to five 
dollars a day. 

The chief cause for this increased 
production lies in the improvement 
of the processes, and the application 
of machinery to them, by which the 
cost has been so much reduced as to 
a the consumption really univer- 


One of the chief improvements in 
the modern manufacture of jewelry 
is the process of using a thin cover- 
ing of gold in the manufacture of 
various articles, instead of making 
them of solid gold, as was formerly 
practised. The method of doing this 
is as follows:— 

The gold of the required fineness is 
rolled out into a thin sheet, in a 
rolling-mill similar to those in use 
for working metals, and is then placed 
upon a sheet of a composition made 
of copper and zinc, the proportions of 
which are varied according as re- 
quired, and then by heat the gold is 
slightly melted, so that it will unite 
firmly with the composition. 

The two plates are then again sub- 
jected to the rolling process, and 
“broken down,” as the phrase is, to 
the required thickness. The ductility 
of gold is such that it may be rolled, 
when pure, into leaves measuring in 
thickness the one hundred and forty- 
four thousandth part of an inch. One 
pennyweight of fine gold is sufficient 
to work into plates with a pound of 
composition. As the plates may be 
reduced for practical use to the one 
hundred and forty-second part of an 
inch in thickness, the gold is reduced 
to about the thousandth part of an 
inch. A plate covered with the thick- 
ness of gold will not tarnish, but will 
remain permanently bright, and will 
stand the test of acids. 

Before thus rolling out the plates, 
the bars of composition are planed by 
machinery, so as to make them per- 
fectly true and clean, otherwise the 
gold would not adhere to them. Gold 
of twelve or fourteen carats will stain 
a little under the influence of acids, 
so that for the best work that which 
is purer is used. 

Gold wire for various uses is drawn 
by taking a “stock plate,” or sheet, 
plated with gold, and first rolling it 
into a cylinder by hand, then placing

it into a machine called a “closing 
machine,” by which it is carried 
through a series of round holes in a 
steel plate, diminishing in size, until 
it is made of the required fineness. 
The gold will continue on the outside, 
and thus a tube covered with it is 
produced as fine as desired. 


When the plated plates have been 
rolled, they are annealed by a char- 
coal fire, remaining in it for eight to 
ten minutes, or until they are heated 
to acherry red. Then the plates are 
polished, on the gold side, with rotten- 
stone and oil. The plates are then 
cleaned with naphtha and sawdust, 
wiped clean, and then cut into pieces 
of the requisite size. 

These are then stamped out with 
dies into the shapes required, accord- 
ing to the special articles it is in- 
tended to make. The work then is 
given to the “fillers,” who fill up the 
“fronts” with block-tin and lead. This 
process is rapidly done, the filling be- 
ing melted by a copper bar, and drop- 
ped into the fronts. 

The work then passes to the chasing 
blocks, which are of wood, covered 
with a cement made of pitch, red lead, 
and black rosin, which affords a bear- 
ing strong enough, and yet sufficiently 
elastic, for the work. 

Here the work is chased with 
pointed, steel chasing tools of various 
shapes, which are worked with small 
hammers. Then the work is again 
heated so as to melt the filling out 
entirely, and is then carried to a “cut- 
ting press,” where the edges are 
smoothed off. 

These “fronts” are then matched 
into the “backs,” which have been 
prepared by machinery, and both are 
“trued” on their edges by an emery 
wheel. The fronts and backs are then 
soldered together, and given to work- 
men who scrape and finish the edges. 
Then they are polished, and pass into 
the hands of the workmen who put the 
pins on the breastpins, bend the loops 
of the ear-rings, or do whatever else 
may be needed.

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The articles are then washed with 
soap-suds and ammonia, naphtha, or 
alcohol, and dried in sawdust from 
box-wood, this being entirely free 
from acid. 

Thus prepared, the articles are then 
arranged on cards, ready to be sold. 


Shell jewelry is made from tartoise 
shell. This material is first soaked 
for forty-eight hours in warm water, 
and then shaved, cut into pieces, 
which are joined together until the 
requisite thickness is obtained, and 
then carved by hand, or inlaid with 
gold. In this last process gold wire 
is pressed hot into the shell in any 
required pattern, and is then polished 
with “list wheels,” made of layers of 
carpet stuff. 

When thus polished, they are 
washed, and packed for sale. 

Jewelry of this kind is also made 
with artificial stones of glass. Most 
of these imitations are imported from 
Europe. 

One of the chief expenses of the 
manufacture of jewelry by machinery 
is that of the dies, which have to be 
made of steel, at great cost, and fre- 
quently renewed, to suit the changing 
fashion of the times. 

The representative house engaged 
in the manufacture of jewelry by 
machinery is that of Messrs. M. T. 
Quimby & Co., whose factory is located 
at 26 Potter street, Providence, R. L., 
where they furnish employment to a 
great number of men and women, the 
main office for the sale of their prod- 
ucts being at 14 Hanover Street, Bos- 
ton, Mass. They have also a branch 
office in New York. This house can 
not be called old, since the business, 
which owes its present importance 
chiefly to their enterprise, is itself of 
very recent date. 

Having had a successful experience 
of about twelve years in the jewelry 
business, Messrs. Quimby & Co. eom- 
menced, in 1860, their present busi-

As we 
personally reminisce, our memory 
takes us back to the early days many 
years ago, when on one of our usual 
auto vacation trips, we were bitten 
by the “hobby” bug.

would strike our fancy. 

As time went on I gradually con- 
centrated my interest on old dolls. 
“Dolls” which were my _ favorite 
playings from childhood. 

I discovered a world of interest 
and history in this fascinating sub- 
ject. Today, as I fondly look at my 
collection, it brings back many a 
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grand trip and happy moments when 
I made “the find.” I have been more 
fortunate than many collectors of 
the past few years, since I had an 
advance start in acquiring early and 
unusual dolls for my personal col- 
lection. 

Today the field is becoming well 
scoured, for doll collecting ranks 
among one of the top hobbies. Real 
old dolls are getting more scarce, 
and there are yet so many unanswer- 
ed questions relating to some of 
them. In my collection I have sever- 
al which I want to know more about, 
one of them a rare boy china doll 
(Illus. No. 1) which I did not get 
from the original owner, so was un- 
able to get any history whatever. 

Also my lovely portrait doll, which 
has no marking whatever. This doll 
has a very striking face, and I hope 
some day to discover who the model 
was. (Illus. No. 2). 

I collect all types of early dolls, 
such as Parians, chinas, wooden and 
French fashion dolls. I do not stick 
to any special types but collect var- 
ious ones as long as they are un- 
usual. 

My most recent additions are a 
very fine pair of all wood, jointed 
portrait dolls, which have inset glass 
eyes, and are in their original cos- 
tumes, beautifully hand-embroidered 
silk and metallic thread with expert 
detail.

“Always having been interested in 
the history of dress, Mrs. Stover 
spent two years in research and 
study of the history of rich silks that 
went into the making of beautiful 
gowns created by early French de- 
signers. She chose the Godey period, 
she explains, because it covers the 
most interesting years in the history 
and fashion of the extended skirt 
which was popular longer than any 
style before or since that time. 

“Since the first of October, 1946, 
Mrs Stover has made many twelve- 
inch mannequins and dressed them 
from their coiffures to their tiny 
toes in authentic Godey fashions. 
The little models cover the period 
from 1747 to 1877. It was during 
these 130 years that France set the 
fashion gamut for the civilized 
world. And thanks to Mrs. Stover’s 
French ancestors much of the deli- 
cate fabric used in the dress of the 
dolls is exactly that used two hund- 
red years ago. Some of the material 
she showed me is woven of gold 
strands and is now very tarnished. 
Mrs. Stover said that some of the 
lace parts she uncovered crumbled 
to dust when she tried to pick it up. 
A few of the delicate threads of 
trimming on the dresses are begin- 
ning to pull and must be handled 
very carefully. 

“The mannequins are constructed 
of airplane material, and every seam 
is expertly sewn. The hair is made 
of different colored yarn and the 
coiffure of each doll is authentic. It 
is amazing how she has. wound each 
little thread in place to make a curl 
or wave. She has sewn the facial ex- 

ressions on the dolls with a very 
ight floss and although each was 
patterned the same, they all appear 
with an individual look. 

“The first mannequin she made is 
a French model preceding the Godey 


period, and it’s exquisitely dressed. 
Mrs. Stover took great pains to be 
as exact as possible for as she ex- 
plained, the men and women of the 
French court wore very expensive 
and elaborate garments. For _in- 
stance, she related that Henry III in 
1574 led the court in the most costly 
trimming for his own garments. At 
the meeting of the States of Blois, 
the King’s robes were trimmed with 
four thousand yards of pure gold 
lace. He even had ruffles of lace 
in the tops of his boots. Marie de 
Medici in 1616 had one gown with 
thirty-two thousand small pearls and 
four thousand diamonds sewn upon 
it. Although Mrs. Stover has only 
one dress for each mannequin, it was 
very improper, she said, for a lady of 
royal blood to be seen in the same 
dress twice, consequently Empress 
Eugenie had within her immediate 
reach 250 dresses when she embark- 
ed for the grand opening of the Suez 
Canal. 

“Mrs. Stover received much of her 
information on ancient dress from 
studies of Sarah Hale, who was the 
first American dressmaker to edit 
Godey’s Lady Book. These works 
streamlined French fashions and made 
them practical for. American women. 

“Marie, ‘the French lady of 1747, 
is the mannequin that precedes the 
Godey period. Mrs. Stover has very 
delicately constructed the hairdress 
of angel hair, which lies in folds of 
‘buns’ as they are called today. The 
dress is rose taffeta and trimmed 
with old ribbon from Lyons, France 
and rare lace which Mrs. Stover in- 
herited from her grandfather. 

“There is Felicia—1847, with a 
dress of yellow bengaline. The petti- 
coat is of homespun linen which was 
brought from France by Mrs. Stov- 
er’s ancestors in 1849.

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“VEGETABLE IVORIES 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


These buttons, which were made in great quantities 
between 1870 and 1920, are familiar to all collectors, but 
are looked down upon (I regret to say) by some of the 
mofe “choosy.” Their material—the nut of the Corozo*, 
Tagua or Vegetable Ivory Palm, has been described often; 
so have the various processes, from harvesting to final 
polish, by which the buttons are evolved from the raw 
material. (These processes are interesting but compli- 
cated; so, following my usual custom of avoiding the 
technical, I will not repeat them, here.) Enough that 
the finished product is, in its unobtrusive way, as pleas- 
ing, practical and inexpensive a button as one could ask, 
within its modest limitations. Just because “V.I.’s” were 
produced in quantity, and because many of them are 
plain and undistinguished, is no reason for scorning them, 
as a whole. I have always liked them and sung their 
praises, even though, when I wrote Button Parade, I 
sometimes confused them with Composition buttons. But 
my observation has improved since then, so that I have 
no trouble identifying them, now. 

Besides innumerable plain buttons, which differ in 
minor details of size, shape and color, there are at least 
six major varieties of Vegetable Ivories: 


























SU 


1) Undecorated “Satin finish,” achieved by sand 
blasting. 

2) Carved or cut. In these, the cutting is done after 
the buttons have been dyed, so that the surface retains 
color while the cut parts have the light “ivory” tint of 
the nut interior. Most of the designs are abstract or 
geometrical, but all are effective. The few “Pictures” 
to be found are very simple: a crescent, a feather, a 
cross. 

8) Incised—where the decoration is lightly cut or 








scratched, and sometimes accentuated with gilt or color.. 


3) Embossed. The design is pressed or stamped on 
the surface by means of a die. This includes the “Fabric 
finish” types (where the effect is achieved by very fine 
lines) and a few Pictures. But most of the designs are 
conventional. 

5) Stencilled. This term covers the many mottled, 
spotted, “tweed,” “plaid” and other all-over effects which, 
at one time, were much used on men’s suitings. (I have 
read that these buttons were sometimes decorated to 
order, to match particular fabrics.) A few simple pic- 
torial designs were also produced—but not many. 

6) Transfers. These are similar in effect to the 
transfers on bone, china, etc., and were similarly produced. 

Two or more these various types were often com- 
bined. All types were made in many different forms: 
two-hole, four-hole, vertical hole, and shank; metal 
shanks were used, and even an occasional canvas shank, 
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but self-shanks predominate, and their varieties are legion. 

Some of the most interesting “V.I.’s” are combina- 
tions with other materials, such as pearl (white and 
colored), glass, brass, pewter and other light metals, 
steel studs, tinsel or foil, and fabrics (velvet, cotton, wool.) 

Because “V.I.’s” depend largely on color and surface 
finish (rather than subject matter) for their decorative 
appeal, they do not show up too well in mere black and 
white. But these drawings may give some idea of their 
characteristic charm: 

No. 1—Concave with incised picture. Two-hole, dark 
brown. 

No. 2—Slightly convex, with embossed design. Self- 
shank, red-brown. (As decoration, this floral design is 
hard to beat, in any material.) 

No. 3-—Flat, with embossed “Northern Lights” effect. 
Self-shank, dark-green. 

No. 4—Flat, with picture in dark brown on natural 
color. Self-shank. Buttons of this type are few and far 
between, especially in the large sizes: 

No. 5—Characteristic ‘cut’? button, convex, black 
with cut-out portions in natural “ivory.” Self-shank. 

Ne. 6—Concave, with tinted pewter flowers attached 
to metal shank. Found in two sizes and colors. 

No. 7—Flat, light brown, with shallow carving; the 
holes filled with colored tinsel or foil. Vertical hole com- 
bined with self-shank. 

No. 8—It was a long time before I identified this 
odd button, but I am now convinced that it represents a 
Cricket Cap. Convex crown with button on top and flat 
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visor. Self-shank. Found in two colors and sizes. 

No. 9—Flat, with “satin finish” of very fine lines. 
Self-shank, medium brown. 

No. 10—“Plaid” imitation fabric, in two shades of 
tan. Slightly concave with embossed center. Self-shank. 

With the development of Modern Plastics, and their 
adaptation to button manufacture, Vegetable Ivory, as 
a material, has received a mortal blow. In England and 
in the United States, these “common” buttons are being 
made cf various plastics, with various results. They 
are, no doubt, easier and cheaper to produce. They may 
be equally durable, although experience with some of them 
leads me to question this. I maintain, however, that in 
general, they are not as pleasing or as decorative as the 
“V.I.’s” whose place they are taking. The former, though 
inexpensive, were always well-made, nicely finished and 
long-wearing. The latter, sometimes attractive enough 
when new, are likely to grow shabby with wear. And 
even the best of them lack the refinements of careful 
workmanship and subtle coloring. 

So—I advise those who appreciate them to collect 
the old “V.I.’s” while the collecting is good, for the time 
is coming, in all ‘probability, when they will have joined 
the ranks of other “obsolete” buttons—victims of our 
current enthusiasm for the test tube and the assembly-line. 

On yes, I admit that I am old-fashioned, in some 
ways!—And it sometimes seems to me that our buttons, 
like our civilization, have passed the peak of their per- 
fection and are on the down-grade. 

*Other nuts, similar to the Corozo, have also been used to make buttons. 











BRIDLE ROSETTES 


By MABEL E. OAKS 


Bridle rosettes, or harness buttons, 
are our current hobby interest. It 
began like this; knowing I was col- 
lecting dress buttons, a young neigh- 
bor presented my first rosette with 
the remark, “Here’s a whopper for 
you.” It was a brown and white 
horsehead in a glowing, cherry-red 
setting, and I loved it at first sight. 
He had traded a jack-knife for it, 
so I bought him another knife and 
was forthwith well mounted on a new 
hobby-horse. Now we have over one 
hundred, some initialed, but the ma- 
jority picture type. A few of the 
pictures are obviously pasted on a 
painted or (most usual) colored glass 
background, like decals, but most 
are skilfully blended. The _ glass- 
covered foundations are convex and 
prismatically reflect light and color. 
Materials used in making rosettes 
were glass, nickel, steel, brass, cop- 
per, leather, ivory, silver, gold, 
paper, papier-maché, gutta-percha, 
molded horns and hoofs; we have 
them all except gold, which was used 
in rosettes for European royalty and 
high millitary officers. 

We have found them at auctions 
and antique shops, in buttonboxes, 
barns, hardware stores and harness 
shops (now nearly extinct). Their 
sizes vary interestingly from 1 to 
2% inches in diameter; most are 
round, though we have several ovals, 
squares and rectangles. Nearly all 
are circled by curved brass collets; 
a few have steel rims that burnish 
beautifully. Of many we have pairs, 
but singles add variety to the col- 
lection. 

Their pictures include many heads 
—bulldogs, a setter, a hound, a span- 
iel, reindeer, a lion, and of course a 
number of horseheads with surpris- 
ing individuality. One large white 
head with scarlet ground might 
have been a model for Rosa Bonheur. 


Also noteworthy are a pair of 
strange, conventionalized  dull-red 
heads, like figures from the Arabian 
Nights, with a border of the same 
red edging the cloudlike background. 
Still another interesting pair of 
horseheads, identical except that one 
is gold and the other dark amber, 
were found a thousand miles apart. 
Featuring other rosettes are flags, 
eagles, a horseman jumping a fence, 
a driver with horse head and gig, 
colorful Masonic and Odd Fellow em- 
blems, a running, spotted horse, but- 
terflies, a valentine, a cross and 
crown, whippletrees, many kinds of 
flowers, even a yellow lighthouse. 
There are several we think unique: 
a pair of red and black leather roset- 
tes, hand-sewn, shaped like Indian 
headdresses, with three-inch long 
leather strips looped below them: 
another of old ivory with an intri- 
cate dragon design in German silver 
and ten fine silver chains hanging 
from. it, held near their ends by a 
silver band of similar pattern. An 
old-time horse trainer tells me this 
type was used on a show harness 
and very few were made, as _ the 
clinking of the chains made the 
horses nervous. My _husband’s 
specials are the heavy brass U. S. A. 
rosettes of federal cavalry in use 
during the Civil War period, and 
the Copper ones of World I, bearing 
our national emblem. My favorite 
is the sad-eyed bulldog, acquired at 
a country auction. This, I believe, is 
a true paperweight; the face has so 
much character that I have fancied 
the dog may have belonged to the 
maker of the rosette, who immorta- 
lized his pet in this way. The head 
is tan-colored with black pug nose 
and ears, red tongue and nostrils; 
there is an interesting gadroon flut- 
ing inside the usual brass collet. 
Another paperweight rosette, dated 


1865, displays a realistic tan horse- 
head with red nostrils; the flat sil- 
ver bank around it is nearly half an 
inch wide and has two rows of bead- 
ing. Two pairs of smaller paper- 
weights, used on riding habits, show 
the harnessed heads of a team and 
an exquisitely shaded-gray Pegasus 
flying across an azure sky. Solid 
brass specimens in our collection in- 
clude large elaborately-starred pairs 
from coach-horses’ bridles; another 
with a delicate all-over flower de- 
sign would make a beautiful brooch. 
My daughter’s brown coat is button- 
ed with a large brass rosette center- 
ed by a raised heart, on which I 
mean to have her initials engraved. 

Most initial rosettes are in black 
lettering on gold or silver fancy- 
edged paper. We use these to spell 
our name and address above the pic- 
ture ones which hang on leather 
straps in a symmetrical design of 
V’s on a wall of our farm home din- 
ingroom, where they form a striking 
decoration. (The use of a nameplate 
is particularly appropriate in our 
case, as a Nathan Oaks has always 
lived in our house since it was built 
in 1840, and in Oaks Corners since 
1800. The fourth Nathan, our ten- 
year-old son, we hope will carry on. 
Prior to 1800, there were Nathaniels 
and Jonathans in the family, all 
variations of the same name, mean- 
ing Gift of God. What more perfect 
name could one find for a son? But 
I am digressing; I must gallop back 
posthaste to rosettes.) 

What practical use have they, you 
ask? They serve a purpose for every 
member of the family. My husband 
is naturally gratified at seeing his 
name in print. Aren’t we all? My 
daughter and I always have original 
lapel pins, picture or initial, held 
firmly in place by two safetypins 
inside jacket or coat. It is unneces- 
sary to go to the expense of having 


the rosette remade into a pin. My

son often wears one on his belt at 
school. He returned one afternoon 
with the broad shank broken; on in- 
quiry, I learned he had used the 
button as a brass knuckle in a scuf- 
fle on the school bus. So the rosette 
can be a weapon of defense or of- 
fense, too, as well as a wall decora- 
tion, a windowshade pull, curtain tie- 
back or what have you. 

I have told you of the ones we 
own—but, oh, those just missed, the 
ones lost, strayed or stolen!—com- 
memorative heads of King George 
and Queen Mary from Canada, a 
huge scarlet jockey pair once owned 
by Alice Roosevelt Longworth’s fam- 
ily, a single of Lincoln looking down 
at a negro boy. I shall never cease to 
regret them, but there are still the 
future and its finds. 

Pictures of buttons are often dis- 
appointing, as they cannot show the 
brilliance, the colors, the details; 
however, I hope my words have par- 
tially portrayed for you the fascina- 
tion that lies in the pursuit of bridle 
rosettes. This quest we enthusiasti- 
cally recommend to you. The adven- 
ture may not be free from trouble, 
but what collector wants an easy 
goal?

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Bible and Desk Boxes 


Edan Wright, Chicago, delver into 
the history of antiques, made the fol- 
lowing compilation on Bible and desk 
boxes a while back and we think it is 
worthy of a place in your scrapbook 
or if you have a retentive memory 
you will want to catalog it somewhere 
in the recesses of your brain. She 
writes: 

With the pressure of religious and 
economic forces driving the dissenting 
peoples of Europe to seek freedom 
of worship and opportunities in a new 
world, the Bible boxes of the colonists 
were as intrinsically important in 
their homes as the meetin’ house in 
the community. 

Bible and desk boxes made to pre- 
serve the family Bible, a few other 
precious books, writing materials and 
valuables were little more than a 
small chest, either with a hinged flat 
or sloping lid, and similarly decorated. 
Yet, they were often personalized like 
the dower chests with initials and 
dates and intimately linked to their 
owners in their character. They were 
ornamented with turning, carving or 
painting suggested or executed by 
them and their contents governed the 
tenets of their daily lives as bluntly 
and humanly as their penned nota- 
tions of births and deaths. 


* * * 


The Colonial writing box stemmed 
from the Gothic scriptorium of mon- 
asticism in the Middle Ages, the 
amanuensis of a form ancient in use 
in China and Egypt. Convenience 
and enlargement suggested its mount- 
ing on a stand and one or two draw- 
ers for the implements of penmanship, 
then extra ones in the frame and 
finally a complete set of drawers be- 
low and the desk was fully developed. 

Thus it was following the example 
of the larger, true chest which was 
likewise raised on a support and grad- 
ually replaced with drawers above 
and below to become the highboy. A 
close counterpart in another magni- 
ficent piece of case furniture was the 
secretary of 18th century English 
and American architectural peerless- 
ness, ascending to remarkable beauty 
from the arldition of a bookcase top 
to the desk of drawers. 

* * * 


The desk stand took on drawers 
to the floor with the evolution of the 
chest of drawers. In a corruption of 


terms here the chest of drawers bor- 
rowed the name bureau from the desk 
form, in England applied to the secre- 
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tary family and originally derived 
from the French bure, the woolen 
cloth used to cover the table when 
writing before the bureau “desk” was 
introduced as a novelty in the reign 
of Louis XIII. 

But to return to the beginnings of 
the desk with its supporting frame, 
as drawers were added the hinging 
of the sloping lid was reversed to pull 
down and we had the slant top per- 
sistently popular henceforth. It was 
frequently unattached from the base 
in Queen Anne examples, either set 
upon a stand or lowboy and turned 
out veneered in figured woods, burl 
being a favorite, and in walnut, pine, 
maple or applewood embellished with 
inlay. 

Chippendale slant front desks with 
blocked interiors were later beauties 
succeeded by the Heppelwhite models 
in mahogany inlaid with satinwood, 
ebony and sycamore with cylinder 
fronts or tambour shutters. They 
were produced by the best cabinet- 
makers and sometimes had removable 
interiors which disclosed secret draw- 
ers and compartments. 

* * * 


Louis XV’s period with its famous 
salons and infamous beauties launched 
a fashionable avalanche of memoir 
and letter-writing comparable to the 
epidemic that feted the renowned 
courtesans of ancient Greece. 

The rococo salon was the spicy, 
neurotic kingdom of the woman where- 
in its goddesses directed the vertigo 
of depravity and ennui with delicate 
salacities, capriciously wafted with 
the perfumed fluttering of their fans. 

Confessions, memoirs, ancecdotes 
were gratefully penned for a public 
avid for secrets and their glittering 
vanities motivated the small type of 
desk known as the ladies’s desk. They 
had their dainty, table-like “sisters” 
in England and hence in America with 
light top sections made with lids, 


_ doors, tambour fronts or rolling cyl- 


inders in satinwood or mahogany 
banded with rosewood and holly. 
* * * 


The secretaries made by the Amer- 
ican cabinetmakers vied with the Eng- 
lish models. The blockfront group, 
superbly developed in New England, 
was one of the handsomest of the 
American Chippendale expressions. 

The Newport type with shells, the 
bombe or kettle base and the serpen- 
tine fronts were perfections of crafts- 
manship with the interiors as pains- 
takingly designed with details that 
invariably distinguish the “masters.” 


In the South another type of sec- 
retary with a bookcase top appeared 
in 1750, the top drawer enclosing a 
writing cabinet. They were to be- 
come particularly popular, and the 
South, drawing on talent from the 
North and England, set its own cri- 
teria of expert cabinetmaking in com- 
binations of curly walnut, mahogany, 
southern pine, poplar, oak and satin- 
wood. 

—~o— 


Refinishing Suggestion 

Are you wishing to refinish a 
piece, and don’t know how exactly to 
go about it. Here’s a suggestion 
from George Kathy, Massachusetts, 
which may be helpful: 

“I’ve been experimenting with 
some refinishing ideas, and as this 
one came out extremely well, I 
thought I’d pass it along for others 
in the same plight. 

“This one was a chair—about a 
century old—painted drab red over 
several other colors. Now it is a 
grand occasional chair remarked 
about by all my friends as they see 
it in my reception hall. I found it 
was made of pine wood, so I did this 
in natural wood finish to bring out 
the dull glowing simplicity of the 
lines. 

“Start by 'washing thoroughly and 
carefully with a standard paint re- 
mover. Use a good grade of remov- 
er to avoid trouble. Allow this to 
stand for half an hour before wash- 
ing with a good paint cleaner. After 
it has dried, if any paint remains 
repeat until the natural wood has 
been completely uncovered. Be sure 
the wood has thoroughly dried before 
proceeding. 

“Now rub smooth with a very 
fine sandpaper until any rough 
places are removed, and to clean 
any stubborn spots of old finish 
which the paint remover allowed to 
remain. Wash, and allow to dry 
again. 

“Procure some powdered ‘water dye 
which you can mix to obtain the 
desired shade. Directions for the pro- 
portion of water and dye are on the 
package, and any paint dealer will 
gladly supplement this information. 
Using a small cloth or sponge, go 
all over the chair, rubbing in a little 
of the dye at a time. Be sure that the 
chair is evenly covered and that the 
dye is worked well into the wood to 
avoid a blotchy appearance. 

“Again dry the chair thoroughly— 
allow it to stand several days, just 
to be sure. Finally, apply two or 
three coats of plain shellac. Rub

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down each coat with wire wool, 
lightly to assure a smooth finish. 
Polish with boiled linseed oil which 
your hardware or paint dealer can 
supply. This will assure you a finish 
to be satisfied with—one your friends 
will admire and want to copy.”

Death of Michigan Collector 


Mrs. Winifred M. Goble, of Battle 
Creek, Michigan, passed away sud- 
denly on April 8th. After her retire- 
ment from the teaching profession, 
Mrs. Goble became assistant curator 
at the Michigan Historical museum 
at Lansing, where she furnished the 
century-old home with antiques and 
there displayed her personal collection 
of 350 antique goblets.

You'll Find This Bit of Wig History Interesting 





Charles The Second’s Wigs 
From Chambers’ Journal June 23, 1860 

1g ape Arthur T. Ward, New York, 

Some years ago, a black wig, which 
had once belonged to Charles II, was 
put up for sale at a London auction- 
room. 

It formed part, a certain delightful 
gossip on these things informs me, 
of the goods and antiquarian chat- 
tels of Mr. Rawle, an accoutrement- 
maker in the Strand, a man who had, 
I suppose, treasured the dusty sable 
periwig as a memorial of one of our 
kings, that might serve as a curiosi- 
ty both to interest and surprise cus- 
tomers. This Mr. Rawle, by the same 
token, was a friend of the poet 
Burns’s great ally, fat jovial Cap- 
tain Grose, one of our early patri- 
archs in archaic lore, who must often 
have gazed on this relic with his 
twinkling eyes, that brimmed with 
good-humour and good-nature. 

After much admiring, and holding 
aloft, this extrordinary relic was 
knocked down by the auctioneer’s 
ivory hammer to Dicky Suett the 
actor, that inimitable chuckling low 
comedian, whose funeral Charles 
Lamb, one of the most admiring of 
his many laughing audiences, de- 
scribes with such pretty half-tearful 
humour. 

It was, tradition condescends to tell 
us, a large black fleece of a wig, for 
the merry bad king was a swarthy 
man, and had been called ‘The Black 
Prince’ in early life. It had long 
dusty flowing curls, which long ago 
had felt the breezes from Rosa- 
mond’s Pond, and, the breath of 
whisperers that it should not have 
felt; that had tossed about on the 
mall, where the feather-balls flew 
fast, as in Van Tromp’s great bat- 
tles; and at Whitehall, when Roches- 
ter and Sedley moved in the dance. 
It was a venerable wig, with memor- 
ies lurking in every tubular black 
curl. Directly the auctioneer held it 
up, as an Indian brave does the scalp 
of an enemy, it won Dicky Suett’s 
heart. He placed it on his head, and 
expressed the passionate admiration 
of a creature of impulse. Dreams of 
Tom Brown and D’Urfey, and grate- 
ful thoughts of that hard-featured, 
reckless king, who so patronized the 
stage, and whose favourite sultana 
was an actress, filled his giddy brain 
as the black wig decked his droll, 
bald, shining head. 

Wearing it royally, and, in fact, 
acting Charles II.’s saturnine mirth, 
Suett went on with his biddings . 

‘Twenty-two? Twenty-three? 


Thank you, sir. Twenty-four? Going 
at twenty-four. Any advance? Twen- 
ty-five? Thank you, sir. Twenty-six 
in two places.’ 

Suett bowed and bobbed, nodded 


and bowed—now playfully compli- 
mentary, now serious and sarcastic. 
He shook about the black sausage- 
curls like a very Jove; he performed 
to the laughing room the merriest 
and worst of monarchs; the shame- 
less, bad husband, he who sold him- 
self to France, and who let Holland 
disgrace our island; the hypocrite 
without a religion, who dared not 
avow himself of the only creed he 
had the least belief in. 


The company, perhaps not suffici- 
ently appreciating the value of the 
antiquarian treasure, determined not 
to deprive Dicky of the wig, nor to 
keep him on the rack of nervous sus- 
pense; they would not prolong the 
biddings, and cried out with one 
voice, so that the auction-room china 
jars and dusty ‘properties’ rang a- 
gain: ‘Let the wig be Suett’s, let the 
wig be Suetts.’ 


Too late, the mad actor tried to 
pull off the wig of Nessus, but the 
irrevocable ivory hammer fell with a 
‘going, going, GONE!’ 


With a flourish fell Mr. Hitchiner’s 
ruffled hand upon the desk of his 
mahogany rostrum — the wig of 
Charles II. King of England was Dic- 
ky Suett’s the low comedian. Many 
falls from dusty room and dusty 
corner ere the Chedreux perfumes 
all died out, and the king’s wig be- 
came an actor’s. Something of the 
amulet about that wig—something of 
the asbestos thread, for Whitehall 
had passed away in fire, King 
Charles had gone to the worms, and 
still this wig, made perhaps of some 
French girl’s hair, survived. 


For years of laughing nights, 
Dicky made great play with his 
enormous Charles II. wig, ridiculous 
in those days of cropped ‘Bobs’ and 
‘frizzy Busbys.’ In this black cat- 
aract of fusty deadman’s hair, 
he played the fool _ pleasantly 
in Fielding’s Tom Thumb, and 
sick men laughed themselves well to 
see Suett peering out of the black 
forest of hair, and making droll fac- 
es. But one night, Time bethought 
him of this wig, that he had almost 
forgotten. The fire that had swept 
round the Whitehall, swallowed up 
the Birmingham theatre, and with it 
Suett’s wig. Can we accuse the droll 
for want of fortitude, when we hear, 
that the next day, troubled and woe- 
begone, he met Mrs. Booth in the 
street, and gasped out: ‘O Mrs. Booth, 
my wig, my wig is gone!’ 

All this is apropos of the fact, that 
Charles II. introduced, among other 
follies and wickedness, the use of 
wigs into England. Not that wigs 
were unknown before; the Restora- 
tion only restored them, it did not 
invent them; the male and female 
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fools even of Elizabeth’s reign wore 
them. They came to us from that 
birthplace of follies, Paris, and about 
the time of the great massacre of the 
Protestants. We do not venture to 
say wigs came from the hair of the 
murdered men; but it is a curious 
fact, that there were a good many 
teeth for sale at the dentists’ after 
Waterloo, and more wrgs than usual 
after the massacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew and the Great Plague of Lon- 
don. But is it not one of the first 
laws taught logicians, that the post 
hoc does not necessarily imply the 
proper hoc? Elizabethan §satirists 
laugh at a courtier’s wig coming off 
when he bowed, and complain that 
wigs are more fit for women than 
modest men. Later still, they were 
sold with love-knots attached to them, 
so that the barber’s manufacture 
might appear like nature’s bounty, 
and nature appear most liberal where 
she had been least generous. Eliza- 
beth, as vain as she was, had wigs 
of divers colours, and was one day 
black, and another red, according 
to the weather of her humor—a cus- 
tom which must have made it danger- 
ous for her false lovers to praise her 
tresses, or to beg for specimens of 
her curls. Indeed, Shakespeare, 
through the mouth of Bassanio, la- 
menting the false show and orna- 
ment that deceive the world, ven- 
tures to deride the wig as too often 
the dowry of a second head, that 
moulders in the sepulchre. What a 
mockery of feigned love to suppose 
that it was but a curl of her fairest 
and youngest wig that Elizabeth 
gave Sir Philip Sidney, and which, 
some years ago, was found at Wil- 
ton, in a contemporary copy of the 
Arcadia! How could he kneel and 
say: ‘Dearest lady, grant me, as a 
forget-me-not, one golden tendril of 
that precious wig?” 

Charles II., who brought skating 
from Holland, plays from Spain, and 
vice from all Europe, introduced 
wigs from France. Like other fash- 
ions, they probably arose from some 
defect or disease in the royal inven- 
tor. We all know how the hoop be- 
gan; the large shoe of Henry VIIL., 
and the stuffed doublets of James L., 
originated in the gout of Henry, and 
the cowardice of James, just as 
wheel-ruffs were instituted to hide 
the scars in a queen’s neck, and 
powder to mask some royal wearer’s 
grisly hair. 

A bald king originated wigs in 
France, a foolish king introduced 
them into England. Louis XIV.—an 
Adonis Jupiter, such as the world 
has seldom seen since the Lower 
Empire, when Caracalla powdered 
his royal hair with gold-dust, to 
astonish the dying wretches in the 
Colosseum—being very proud of his 
locks in his youth, became so incon- 
solable at Time’s rubbing them off 
with the friction of his wing, that he 
adorned himself with a new and en- 
larged edition of his old ‘periwincke,’ 


as Bishop Hall, in his youthful 
satires, calls the periwig. 
This wig became part of the 


French constitution, the actual pal- 
ladium of the monarchy. It was look- 
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ed on with awe as the very Shechi- 
nah of divine right; at its nod, min- 
isters fell from their giddy seats at 
the helm; at its gracious bend, the 
heavens of Versailles broke into a 
smile; and the French sun _ itself 
melted into a broad grin of delight. 
I think it is St. Simon—that keen- 
eyed noble, who is perhaps often sar- 
castic when we know it not—who de- 
scribes the idolatrous reverence with 
which, when the king was ready to 
dress, the ambrosial wig was brought 
to his curtained bed, and handed 
through the opening, through which 
the royal hands appeared slowly and 
grandly. No one was ever permitted 
to see the great Louis without his 
wig; it would never have done to 
shew that baldness dares to visit 
kings. 


If ever there was a fashion worthy 
of the French, the most artificial of 
people, it was that of wigs—the most 
artificial fashion ever introduced, 
and the one furthest from nature. 
Other fashions err only in gar- 
nishing the body with nonsense, 
but this in defacing God’s image, re- 
moving a natural ornament, and go- 
ing out of the way to play a fan- 
tastic trick, and make the angels 
weep. Wigs came as a broad mark 
to distinguish rich and poor; and 
though beginning only at the price 
of two or three pounds, they soon 
rose to £.50, and were indeed a for- 
midable class-barrier. 


A great wig-writer tells us that 
you may _ distinguish the Lely 
(Charles II.) from the Kneller (Wil- 
liam III.) portraits, by observing 
that in the former—the earlier—the 
ends of the wig fall on the chest, and 
in the latter, they are tossed behind 
over the shoulders. When a wig cost 
£.50, and was the spoil of some half- 
a-dozen French maidens, the loss of 
a wig was of some consequence; but, 
neverthless, the London wig-robber- 
ies were of a later date. 


Can we wonder that foppery that 
had led our Elizabethan fools, our 
Shallows and Slenders, to starch 
their beards, to sleep with them in 
pasteboard-cases, and to brush and 
comb them in public, led to new fol- 
lies with the wigs; for foppery must 
have its new tricks, which ten 
thousand fools, unanimous only in 
their folly, learn to do all at once 
with the regularity of a military 
maneuvre. 


Combing the wig in Charles II’s 
time was just what twirling the 
moustaches is now; it served when 
conversation slackened from a lack 
of ideas—it was a mask for in- 
solence, and was used by intrigue for 
a signal. When fashionable idlers 
met to promenade at Fox Hall or at 
the Spring Gardens, to part cheese- 
cakes, and drink toasts in Rhenish— 
there the idlers met and combed 
their black or white wigs with combs 
which they kept in cases in their 
pocket with their snuff-boxes. Gentle- 
men stayed at the door of a draw- 
Ing-room to comb their wigs, just as 
they now do to adjust their ties; 
even the lover sighed and combed, 
and combed and sighed alternately. 
The pit of a theatre was a great 





place for combing, and Dreyden 
Sshews us the wits rising in a mass 
when an unknown beauty in a mask 
appeared, and beginning to grace- 
fully comb their Chedreux wigs, that 
so well set off their nut-brown faces. 
You could tell a country novice, we 
read, by his rustic habit of combing 
his wig with his fingers. 

The great Duke of Marlborough 
was in his youth a fop, like the 
Duke of Wellington, or, for the mat- 
ter of that, like Cesar himself; and 
there was, malign Sir John Hawkins 
tells us, a portrait of him by Laroon 
(Senior) extant, not rampant as at 
Malplaquet, or triumphant as at 
Blenheim, but dressed in scarlet and 
white satin, combing his white wig, 
while his valet standing behind ad- 
justs the unravelled curls. 


Mr. Pepys, secretary of the Admir- 
alty, our special friend in Charles 
Il’s reign, gives 40c. for one of his 
wigs, and £.3 for another; has many 
twinges from remembrances of old 
Puritan sermons on long hair before 
he could resolve to wear a wig; then 
he goes to a shop near the Temple, 
and hovers about, but is displeased 
with seeing only a wig made of 
greasy old woman’s hair, and de- 
termines bravely to have one very 
handsomely made; so he patronises 
some other emporium near Covent 
Garden, and takes his wife to see the 
new purchase while preparing; and 
luckily that plump lady likes it, 
which cheers the politic secretary, 
who is always resolving to dress 
more like himself. Then he has many 
tribulations about his wigs, and re- 
solves ‘next week, God _ willing,’ to 
wear one, having evidently great dif- 
ficulty in screwing his courage to the 
sticking-point. Then he has fears 
about the propriety of the fashion, 
till he sees the king is ‘mighty gray, 
and hears in the long matted gallery 
at Whitehall that the king and duke 
are really going to wear periwigs. 

At last the great official makes up 
his mind, and one day, after the cof- 
fee-house, goes up stairs with his 
barber, and there lets him cut off 
his hair. ‘The wig is paid for, and 
away goes the barber with Pepys’s 
hair, to make another hair-helmet of; 
and by and by goes Pepys ‘abroad,, 
but first bringing his maids up to 
look on his new decoration — ‘and 
they do conclude it becomes me — 
though Jane was mighty troubled for 
the parting of my own hair, and so 
was Bessie.’ 

What a scene for a Leslie, the M. 
Jourdain of the Admiralty strutting 
complacently in his new silky wig, 
and his maids eyeing him with ad- 
miration and delight! 

Pepys’s next great trouble, is the 
envy that such a sight cannot fail 
to produce amongst his brother-asso- 
ciates at the Admiralty. The time- 
server feared men who might injure 
him. At last he goes, trying to look 
as humble and unconcerned as he 
could; but Sir William Batten and 
Sir J. Minnes made no great fuss 
about it, as Pepys had been afraid 
they would do. But at Whitehall, my 
Lord Sandwich met Mr. Samuel, and 
wondered at first, perhaps gently 
‘chaffed’ him, and Pepys returns 
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home, ‘glad it is over,’ hav- 
ing passed creditably through the 
tremendous ordeal. Soon after this, 
Mr. Pepys discovers that nature 
originally intended man to wear peri- 
wigs, and he finds ‘the conveniency’ 
of them. 

Pepys then congratulates hjmself 
on the comfort of the wig, and the 
trouble it saves him in keeping his 
hair clean; goes to church ‘mighty 
fine’—indeed, too fine—in mourning 
for his mother, who had died crying, 
‘God bless my poor Sam!’ and made 
a great show with his new periwig. 
The Plague was a great time of ter- 
ror to wig-wearers, and Pepys won- 
ders what will be the next fashion. 
Men feared to wear wigs bought in 
plague districts, or wigs that might 
have been made of the hair of people 
who had died of the plaque—dead 
men in lone chambers, with the door 
sealed up with the red cross—a par- 
lous fear indeed! But the fops and 
Mr. Pepys lived through it, and wigs 
continued to be worn—being, as they 
were, so grave, and so comely, and 
giving the wearer such dignity and 
potency.

She remembers that her father, the 
late Mayor George H. Edwards, at 
one time sold many home furnishings 
he no longer needed. Evidently he 
forgot to remove her picture from its 
frame.—LANDON LAIRD in the “About 
Town” column in the Kansas City 
(Mo.)

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BRINGS 


FORTH ATTIC TREASURES 


By JULIUS D. MINER 


Monterey, Mass., is a quaint little 
New England town situated in the 
hills; nine miles from a railroad. 
During the past summer we had a 
hundred year anniversary celebration 
and I was asked by the Selectmen to 
solicit and exhibit items of local his- 
torical interest. The village school- 
house was chosen for the display. 

This took me to attics that had not 
been disturbed for years, and the fol- 
lowing are some of the things that I 
found. Paisley shawls and dresses 
worn by Mrs. Fargo when the other 
member of her family was starting 
the great Wells-Fargo Express Com- 
pany. First edition of Noah Web- 
ster’s dictionary. Walker’s dictionary 
that was used before Webster’s was 
written. A _ teakettle with an ex- 
tended bottom so it would reach down 
close to the flame. My eye caught 
a little bunch of hair stuck under a 
rafter and when I pulled it out and 
blew off the dust it proved to be a 
home-made horsehair fishline, long 
forgotten. An old-timer viewing it 
stated how his folk made them, and 
if anyone drove to their home with 
an unusual colored horse they pulled 
a few hairs from its tail to braid in 
their fish lines so they could identify 
them. On one side of this particular 
attic floor stood the old loom and spin- 
ning wheel, evidence that the weaver, 
Mrs. Brewer, was not afraid of the 
cold of winter. She was one of the 
family that established the first Chris- 
tian mission in Turkey and another 
became Justice Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court. “What is 
this?”, I asked, as I pulled something 
towards the light. It looked like a 
section from a hollow log. It was 
identified as a corn sheller. 

In another corner was a beautifully 
made wooden tub the size of an over- 
grown wash tub. It was a cheese 
tub used for storing the night’s milk. 
One old-timer explained how cheese 
was made by heating the night’s milk 
with the morning’s milk with enough 
rennet added to cause it to curdle. 
The rennet was the prepared stomach 
or concreted milk found in the stom- 
ach of a sucking calf. Near the tub 
was a large wooden curd knife and a 
large wooden curd strainer, relics of 
an important home industry. About 
400,000 pounds of cheese were made 
in town annually. 

Tucked under the eaves was an iron 
mortar with an iron pestle. It had 
been used to make brick dust for paint 
pigment, and a piece of red brick was 
still in it. Hanging on a nail was a 
square piece of tin about one foot 
square with edges turned in and the 
bottom edge turned in deeper. A han- 
dle was on the back side and a row 
of hooks on the front. It was used 
to hang bacon on to fry in front of 
an open fire. 

From another old settler’s home 
came something that looked like a 
woodman’s cant hook, only very much 
smaller. It was a turnkey, used for 


extracting teeth. With it were dif- 
ferent size keys. Beside a tailor’s 
goose and old sadirons was a sadiron 
with a little door in the heel where a 
small triangle piece of iron was taken 
out, heated and put back. Another 
was one made with a smokestack with 
a place to fill with charcoal. Old pa- 
pers and letters were dug up from 
long repose. One letter was dated 
Portland, Ore., 1833 and mailed with- 
out stamps to one Rawson Harmon. 
He stated that he thought the State 
of Oregon would become a great state 
some day. The writer also mentions 
the distress of hundreds of Mormons 
living all winter in their covered 
wagons with no other shelter. 


The Garfields were the first settlers 
of our town and cousins of those who 
settled in Ohio. James A. Garfield 
spent his summers with them while 
a student at Williams College. Some 
of his letters from Williamstown and 
Washington, D. C., were exhibited. A 
lake in town was named after him. 
One old-timer whoa, came to the exhibit 
read the letters and stated that he 
was a powerful man, so strong that 
he could lift a barrel of cider by the 
chimbs and drink from its bunghole. 
Another stated that when old Mrs. 
Garfield heard of the President’s 
death, she said with much emotion, 
“Oh, he is still our Jimmie.” 

In one old home we found a stu- 
dent’s small geography with a board 
cover similar to the old edition of 
the Connecticut Blue Laws. While 
soliciting for more, the only other one 
found was at the Stockbridge Library, 
a much larger book and written in 
Latin, one of the three hundred that 
Christopher Columbus studied before 
he became a navigator. 

The first church was built in 1750 
and the Indians drove the first set- 
tlers away, so all that remains is a 
little marker and 2 few foundation 
stones off an isolated wooded hill- 
side. Near it was a parsonage with 
five fireplaces and lovely wood panel- 
ling, which is still standing. 

Rev. Adonijiah Bidwell, a close 
friend of Rev. Jonathan Edwards, 
who had a church in Stockbridge 
about twelve miles away was the first 
minister. Mr. Bidwell’s granddaugh- 
ter became the wife of Joseph Smith 
and Brigham Young. One of Mr. 
Bidwell’s descendants lent some of his 
fine china and two miniature por- 
traits of Mr. and Mrs. Bidwell. 

When the Indians were pushed up 
the Hudson River Valley, many of 
them came over to the Housatonic 
Valley to hunt, and eventually drop- 
ped into Stockbridge where Rev. John 
Sargent and Rev. Jonathan Edwards 
had their Mission. In the spring of 


the year they came over to the north 
side of our town to’tap the maple 
trees where they grew in great abun- 
dance on the hillsides, and taught our 
first settlers the art of sugar-making. 
Later they went from Stockbridge to 
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Vermont, so I have reason to believe 
that this was the beginning of maple 
sugar-making in America. 

From one of our old families living 
near the trees the Indians tapped, 
came two very old spiles for tapping 
trees that they said went back to the 
day of the Indians. Another said that 
the trees the Indians tapped were still 
standing, which is probably true, as 
we have some enormous maples. A 
hewed-out block was brought from the 
attic of an old settler, evidently a 
very old sap bucket, as the old-timers 
have told me about their use, instead 
of the birch bark receptacles made by 
the Indians. The block was ahout two 
feet long and one foot and one-half 
wide, discolored by age, slightly de- 
cayed on the bottom which was evi- 
dence of being on the ground. On 
the house of the great ancestor of the 
one that lent it is a small hook beside 
the door. It is made from a crotched 
sticks—a hang-over from an old New 
England custom of hanging a deer for 
four days near the house so that the 
Indians could help themselves and not 
feel we were taking their game from 
them. 


Many arrowheads and a large pestle 
were brought in, also a heavy torch 
for use in night fishing from a boat. 
It hung over the side of a boat and 
had a receptacle for holding pitch 
pine. 

The Dowd family came into town 
and bought a large tract of land from 
the Indians for six felt hats. Their 
contribution to American life was the 
establishing of Eastern and Western 
standard time. Their part of the ex- 
hibit was a partridge gun. It was a 
pine board about a foot long with 
wide flat pegs placed in a circle that 
reminded one of an aged person with 
broken teeth, smiling. Around it was 
placed a snare that was sprung with 
a figure four. Many a partridge prob- 
ably hung itself this way. It was a 
far cheaper way of getting partridge 
than using gunpowder. The old cache 
of the Dowds is still to be seen. 

The town is still paying bounty for 
wildcats. Three specimens were ex- 
hibited. 

The hand woven linen included a 
damask tablecloth, fine woven towel 
with small pattern, sheets and pillow- 
cases. It was hard to realize that 
flax could be raised in town that 
would produce such beautiful linen. 

The dress of the first white child 
born in town attracted interest. It 
was long enough to cover three babies 
and beautifully made with lace and 
rows and rows of fine pleating. 

Charcoal burning was one of the 
big industries of the town, and like 
all good workmen, the colliers were 
proud of their work. One day a col- 
lier asked a girl for a cane. When 
he returned it, it was all intact but 
a perfect piece of charcoal. It was a 
wonderful achievement when you con- 
sider how carefully the fire in a char- 
coal pit would have to be watched to 
produce a perfect cane. The sites of 
the many pits through the woods and 
the two charcoal baskets and rake at 
the exhibit is all that remains in 
town of a noble industry.

quilts, one having over eighty pieces 
to a block; beadwork; carpet bags; 
petitpoint on broadcloth; and a black 
lace shawl over two hundred years old 
that was worn by Mrs. Benedict when 
the Benedicts first settled in town. 
Old lamps, lanterns and candlesticks. 
One candlestick was the kind where 
the candle was burned at both ends. 


From the old Brett and Townsend 
family came a Queen Anne gun, so 
heavy that it would be a burden to 
carry; and a wooden mortar about 
knee-high. Of course the gun was a 
flintlock, so someone else brought some 
flints. When held to the light, you 
could see they were opaque. Someone 
told about their being brought from 
England as ballast—that there was a 
house in England built of flint and 
when the family went away they 
would write their messages on the 
side of the house. Two other guns 
were exhibited. As gunpowder was 
improved and became more efficient, 
the barrels of the guns were short- 
ened. One gun was shorter and the 
other very much shorter. Queen Anne 
guns were little wanted after Dick 
Lawrence put a peepsight on a squir- 
rel rifle in 1838 and started a great 
rifle industry at Windsor, Vermont. 


There were many lovely powder 
horns and shot bags, old kettles, 
trivets, broilers and a Dutch oven. 

From the old Hart family came a 
grapevine cradle and from someone 
else a left-handed sickle. From the 
old Sears family a flail. It might 
have been used by Edmund H. Sears 
who wrote the Christmas Carol, as 
his birthplace was only a few miles 
away. 


Among other tools was an auger 

with a handle eight feet long for bor- 
ing holes through small pine logs for 
water pipes; and a gauge for gauging 
holes through hubs for wagons and 
prairie schooners. The latter was 
made of cast iron, very strong and 
heavy with holes where a crowbar 
could be placed to help in turning. 


An old washing machine made with 
corrugated wooden rollers that turned 
like a wringer, and a dainty little 
raisin seeder. 

From the old family of Halls, a 
meteorite that fell in town about 
seventy years ago. 

Much interest was shown in the 
exhibit of 40 ferns. Some of them 
were most unusual and all gathered 
in Monterey. 

From the old Gibbs family came a 
shoemaker’s wooden last. On one 
side of it was pegged a piece of leather 
to make additional room for the big 
toe joint. The last was made for 
shoes to be worn on either foot. About 
ninety years ago was the beginning 
of making right or left shoes. Mak- 
ing shoe pegs was a Monterey in- 
dustry—some were in the exhibit. 

From the old Enoe family came an 
ivory handkerchief case, exquisitely 
carved. 

From the old Loom family, side 
combs. These combs had been made 


from the hoof and horns of cattle 
and colored to imitate tortoise shell, 
a Monterey industry. 
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From the old Ebeneezer Hall fam- 
ily came a little board enclosed with 
a narrow strip of wood. In its center 
was nailed a long triangular piece of 
wood. On it was kept a bath brick. 
When used, one shaved off what was 
needed with a knife, placed a knife 
or fork on the center piece of wood, 
moistened a rag, dipped it into the 
powdered bath brick and rubbed it on. 
It spoke an epoch in soap making. 
First soft sozp, then hard soap, next 
sand soap, then powdered and flaked 
soap. Sassafras was used to scent 
the hard soap, a Monterey product. 
We do not know what made the Fair- 
banks family soap-minded when they 
started their great soap business in 
Chicago. All we know is their old 
homestead is still a place of interest 
in town.

A wash basin held some interest. 
It was made of tin with a concave 
bottom, supported by a deep collar, 
and had a six inch handle from its 
side. After it was used, the user 
could open the door and throw the 
dirty water a long distance and keep 
the ground and doorstep near the 
house dry. 


From the old Langdon family came 
a horsehair sieve and some strips of 
isinglass about one quarter of an inch 
thick for making isinglass desserts.

By taking hold of one bulb, the heat 
from the hand would cause the red 
fluid to go to the other bulb and boil 
violently. . Children would come in, 
try it, and get to laughing. Middle- 
aged women of heavy build would try 
it and their faces would fall as if 
their hour of doom had come. I told 
them that I thought they would re- 
cover, but even then they looked as if 
they doubted me. Able physicians 
would have some friend try it and 
count their pulse to see if it checked 
with the movement of the fluid as it 
went back and forth in the tube. 
Then I would finally tell them that 
it was Benjamin Franklin’s invention 
to determine the ebullition of fluids 
at a low temperature. 


When it was all over and the last 
article returned to its owner without 
breakage or loss, I breathed a sigh of 
relief and appreciation of the co- 
operation of the townspeople. 
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AUCTIONS 
In 1866

The famous proposal of Mr. Thack- 
eray’s with regard to the utilisation, 
or (if that should be found impossi- 
ble) the employment of our junior 
nobility by making them Auctioneers, 
has never been carried into effect. 
Several reasons have been advanced 
to account for this. Some have urged 
that these young aristocrats are too 
proud to turn an honest penny in a 
business-like way. They are not un- 
willing, it is whispered, to enter the 
ring and have transactions with Wel- 
chers; but they will not demean 
themselves by having anything to do 
with orthodox trade. They will marry 
a millionaire’s daughter, though he 
may have made his money by it; but 
they will not make any in the same 
legitimate manner for themselves. 
This explanation, however, is shrewd- 
ly suspected to emanate from the 
Radicals, who delight in proving per- 
sons of title to be illogical and incon- 
sistent. If the Rostrum were fine old 
oak, and ‘carved with the crest and 
motto of the young nobleman who 
filled it, and the ivory hammer sur- 
mounted with the similitude of his 
elder brother’s coronet, we can fancy 
nothing more appropriate to high 
rank. Then, instead of an auctioneer, 
let us term him a Professor of the 
Art of Persuasion, and the calling 
would be among the professions at 
once. Our junior nobility have no 
objection, or, if they have, they man- 
age to get over it, to fill a pulpit; and 
we all know that ‘going, going, going’ 
is what the clergyman is always 
preaching from that coigne of van- 
tage. Nor, again, do they hesitate to 
join the bar. Now, I do not suppose 
that any one will have the hardihood 
to contend that an auctioneer is liable 
to be brought into worse company 
than a barrister, who, by the etiquette 
of the law, is forbidden to open his 
mouth except at the personal instiga- 
tion of an attorney. 

How these miserable prejudices of 
society crumble into dust at the touch 
of the finger of common-sense! 

The simple truth is, that the rea- 
son why our junior nobility are not 
provided for in the manner so hope- 
fully suggested by the great satirist 
of the nineteenth century, is the same 
which prevents my rivalling Herr 
Joachim as the first-fiddle in Europe. 
They are altogether incompetent for 
such a calling. Is it supposed that 
an auctioneer has only to repeat his 
monotonous cry three times, and then 
strike a blow with his hammer? A 
cuckoo and a woodpecker could, in 
that case (if trained to act in unison), 
perform all he has to do. A man may 
be a sound divine, a popular physi- 
cian, and even a good lawyer, without 
being many degrees removed from a 
fool in everything which does not 
relate to his own profession; but it 
is impossible that a successful auc- 
tioneer should be less than a saga- 
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cious man. There is perhaps no cal- 
ling in which every sort of learning 
may be made so useful. To-day, he 
has to sell an estate, and it is his 
duty to descant upon territorial af- 
airs; arable and pasture; rods and 
perches (taking care not to confound 
them with his ‘rights of fishing’) ; 
drainage and irrigation; leasehold 
and copyhold. If there is a Mansion 
with it, opportunities are afforded for 
persuasive eloquence, which a parlia- 
mentary barrister might sigh for till 
his wig grew bald; and now he as- 
sures the Practical that the roof is in 
complete repair; and now he hints 
to the Parvenu that he has only to 
purchase that ancestral abode, to 
secure for himseif a position in the 
County. 

To-morrow, he has to sell a library, 
and all that he knows of books is 
called into requisition. There is no 
language, living or dead, which on 
such occasions may not be useful to 
him. The very titles of the ‘lots’ re- 
quire something of knowledge, lest 
his pronounciation of them should 
bring a smile to the lips of some old 
bookworm, whose only notion of hu- 
mour, perhaps, is a false quantity. 
Besides the books, there are very 
likely some Antiquities. Our Profes- 
sor of the Art of Persuasion should 
have something germane to the mat- 
ter to say about every one of them. 
He is not a Cheap Jack, selling fifth- 
rate crockery to clowns at a fair; 
mere words will avail him nothing— 
rather the reverse, indeed; it behooves 
him to be an illustrator of his subject, 
not reiterating, like the Priest and 
the Advocate, but being ‘the abstract 
and brief chronicle’ of the matter in 
hand. Or again, our auctioneer has 
to sell Pictures: he should in that 
case be a man of taste, or, at all 
events, must understand something of 
the relative value of such wares. The 
same remark applies to Wine and 
Jewels. In short, there is no calling 
extant in which Knowledge of all 
kinds is so obviously Power, or Learn- 
ing so truly ‘excellent’ (even when 
‘house and land’ are not ‘gone and 
spent’—a very depreciatory addition 
to the eulogy, by the by), as the pro- 
fession of an auctioneer. 

Various, however, as are the de- 
scriptions of goods with which he has 
to do, and the opportunities for judi- 
cious display which they afford him, 
the people with whom he deals are 
still more heterogeneous and diverse. 
They range, in the first place, nat- 
urally from the highest to the lowest. 
The dilettante duke peers scrutinis- 
ingly through his double eye-glass at 
the same article of virtu which the 
old curiosity-shop keeper regards so 
sceptically through his horn specta- 
cles; nay, which the penniless tout, 
out of elbows and employment, but 
clinging to the shadowy hope of a 
‘commission,’ surveys with lacklustre 
eyes. The auction-room is almost as 
great a leveller as the grave; al- 
though, with respect to these touts, 
they are not to be found in such num- 
bers, nor do they conduct themselves 
with such audacity as at private sales. 
If you approach a house where the 
furniture is being disposed of by auc- 
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tion, you will find a crowd of these 
curious people about the door, each 
with a catalogue of the effects in his 
hand, and a pencil, the wood of which 
is as ‘black and polished, as is the 
lead within. They chatter in a 
friendly manner with one another 
until you approach, when they at once 
become the most determined , foes. 
Irish cardrivers, when they catch 
sight of a fare, behave somewhat 
similarly, but do not inspire such 
alarm. These run at you in a body, 
with frightful cries, demanding cus- 
tom, and at the same time depreciat- 
ing their rivals. When, however, you 
have elected one to be your bidder, 
they leave you at peace, and amity 
is at once, restored among themselves. 
There is not the least necessity for 
you to do this; the superstition about 
dealers not permitting you to bid 
against them is in most cases absurd; 
but if you are nervous, or a lady, you 
must pay the penalty of your mis- 
fortune in a small percentage to this 
unattractive go-between. 


There are few sadder spectacles 
than a sale of goods by auction in a 
house where you have been a frequent 
guest, if at least, as usual, there is 
some peremptory necessity for the 
occurrence. Sad to see the once prized 
trinkets in irreverent hands, and 
gazed upon by eyes that only estimate 
their money value; harsh sound the 
tones of the auctioneer, ere he distri- 
butes with each fatal blow the objects 
so familiar to us among the greedy 
crowd; his hammer strikes upon our 
shrinking ears like the knell of doom. 
Something of this unpleasant feeling 
always seems to me to hang about 
sales in private houses, even though 
neither death nor unlooked-for pov- 
erty may have invoked the presence 
of the auctioneer; but fortunately it 
is not everybody who is troubled with 
such sentimental weakness. There is 
a large class of moderately ancient, 
large-bodied females, for instance, 
who frequent all auctions in their 
neighbourhood with the same regular- 
ity with which they go to church, or 
(as I fancy is more likely) to chapel. 
They investigate every article on the 
‘view’-days with microscopic intent- 
ness, and upon the eventful morning 
come early, as to a gratuitous enter- 
tainment, in order to secure good 
seats: as every lot is sold, they care- 
fully enter the price in their cata- 
logues; and not until the last ‘gone’ 
has sounded, do they rise with im- 
portant faces, and go home to tea. 
They have listened with all the inter- 
est and decorum which they evinced 
during a charity-sermon upon Sun- 
days, but in neither case do they give 
way to impulse. They have not bid, 
nor did they ever intend to bid, one 
shilling. Not all the eloquence of 
Demosthenes, joined to the grace of 
an Admirable Crichton, could avail 
with them: but then it is always very 
difficult to extract money from the 
Gentler Sex. When the poet tells us 
that the proper study for mankind is 
Man, he seems to have had an eye 
to Auctioneering. The study of Wom- 
an, infinitely difficult as it is, would

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MARKS OF CHINA 


By JOHN 


The collector, very naturally, likes 
to know what he has, and so has a 
strong preference for marked or au- 
thenticated pieces. And, since porce- 
lain and pottery very frequently bear 
makers’ names or insignia, this at- 
titude is particularly strong among 
those whose interest is in this field. 
Unfortunately, too many of them have 
a tendency to apply modern standards 
to antique wares, to forget that those 
advertising slogans “Look for the 
arace-mark,” “If it ien’t @....... > it 
es ” and the rest were un- 
known to yesterday’s buying public. 
To be definite, the names of well 
over three thousand potters or pot- 
teries, European, Asiatic and Amer- 
ican, working before 1900, the limit 
of present-day collecting, are known, 
but less than two hundred of them 
marked every piece they made. 

This may sound extreme, but there 
are many reasons. Of the marks 
themselves, many of the earlier ones 
were incised in the soft clay or pen- 
cilled by hand under or over the glaze, 
and so are “signatures,” and artists 
have never made it an invariable rule 
to sign all their work. The other 
types of marks, impressed or stamped 
in the clay, or printed after firing, 
are more commercial trademarks, but 
could also be omitted. In fact, some 
American tableware of the Ironstone 
type was deliberately marketed un- 
marked and sold as English, which 
the buyers preferred. 


Of the factories which invariably 
used marks, the “great houses” come 
first, particularly the royal factories 
of France at Sevres, Saxony at 
Meissen, Prussia at Berlin, Austria 
at Vienna and Naples at Capo di 
Monte, and several smaller ones un- 
der the patronage of great nobles. 
In England, these survivals of the 
feudal age were few, but Wedgwood, 
Spode and Copeland, Worcester, Der- 
by, with the later Minton, Royal Der- 
by and Doulton were all sufficiently 
proud of their products to mark them. 
And, again, there were smaller houses, 
like our American Rookwood, which 
always used marks. 


These great factories, 
them in existence for 


many of 
centuries, 


changed their marks from time to 
time, but these are all recorded in the 
several compilations which have been

published for the guidance and in- 
formation of collectors. Unfortunate- 
ly, they all reflect the interests of 
the “old-line” collector, who preferred 
really early ware, with the result 
that one of them, taken at random, 
gives 126 marks used before 1750, 
823 dated between 1750 and 1800, 
ninety from the next half-century, 
and only 13 used after 1850, with the 
result that it is of little use to the 
many present-day collectors who, find- 
ing the older pieces too scarce and 
expensive, are concentrating on those 
made in the half of the Nineteenth 
Century. W. P. Jervis Encyclopaedia 
of Ceramics,” published in 1902, is 
decidedly commercial and “up-to-date” 
in its listings, so gives much more 
information on these than the “clas- 
sic” check-lists. But there are still 
hundreds of marks, early and late, 
which do not appear in anything in 
print on the subject. 

After all, marks are not all-im- 
portant, since they are not necessarily 
indications of quality or _ rarity. 
Everyone, of course, can understand 
the importance of a very early piece 
from a great factory, so marked, or 
one marked as made for royalty. But 
a fine piece of porcelain, soft or hard 
paste, Belleek or bone china, in a 
graceful shape and finely decorated, 
should need neither trade-mark or 
price-mark to show its quality. So 
also with other ceramic wares. The 
early ‘‘soft-paste’’ Staffordshire, 
“Gaudy Dutch,” “Spatter” and other 
types of painted wares and the many 
unmarked transfer-printed types are, 
and have always been favorites with 
discriminating collectors, who have no 
difficulty in recognizing it. For that 
matter, the Chinese foreign-market 


- porcelain we call “Lowestoft” is never 


marked, and, from the other side of 
the world, our American Bennington 
ware is only occasionally marked, but 
has received so much attention from 
collectors that they recognize pieces 
from the mold used only at Benning- 
ton without needing the mark. 

Also, marks are not always what 
they seem. The Chinese copied earl- 
ier “antique” porcelains centuries ago, 
and Wedgwood’s lovely jasper was 
reproduced, with marks very similar 
to his, in his own lifetime. Actually, 
the present-day copies of earlier 
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china and porcelain are too poor in 
quality and workmanship to deceive 
anyone who knows fine ware, new or 
old. But, unfortunately, a great deal 
of china bought about fifty years ago 
is now, with the dispersal of old 
estates and destruction of old houses, 
on the market again, and it must not 
be forgotten that, while a great deal 
of it is of a quality unobtainable to- 
day, the last years of the last century 
were the “golden age” of faking in 
Europe. 

Of course, the Wedgwood jasper 
and Queensware, the Italian and other 
majolicas and the Meissen and Sevres 
porcelains of that period were made 
in the shapes and decorative effects 
which had been used for decades and 
centuries, which, to our eyes, are 
more attractive than many of the 
“modernist” designs of the period, and 
which are not, in any sense “fakes.” 
But Jervis lists fifteen factories of 
about 1900 using the famous “crossed- 
swords” mark on Meissen-type porce- 
lain, all with some very slight distinc- 
tion. These do not include the simi- 
lar marks on early Derby and Wor- 
cester, nor the several variations 
found on true Meissen of various 
periods. And Hooper, in 1886, gives 
the “A.R.” monogram of Augustus II 
of Poland as a Meissen mark for the 
year 1709, and then repeats it as a 
“modern” mark. Jervis gives only 
two factories of his period using the 
interlaced double “L” monogram of 
the old royal Sevres, but there were 
undoubtedly more. 

Jervis also shows thirteen varia- 
tions of the anchor mark on porce- 
lain and earthenware but, does not 
add that, some twenty years ago, the 
gold anchor traditionally used on the 
finest Chelsea pieces of 1750-1770 was 
indiscriminately applied to vases, 
tobies and figurines of unquestionably 
Twentieth Century body, glaze, color 
and modeling. He gives the shield of 
the house of Hapsburg, commonly in- 
serted into a “beehive” as the mark 
of the Imperial and Royal factory at 
Vienna, does not mention the story 
that, when this closed in 1865, the 
Austrian government added to its 
revenues by licensing several new 
factories to use it, but does add “The 
mark is now used almost indiscrimin- 
ately both by manufacturers and dec- 
oators.” His comment on Capo di 
Monte is “The work of Capo de Monte 
has been very freely and cleverly 
imitated. Ginori of La Doccia has 
some of the original molds, and uses 
the Cape de Monte mark,” and his 
notes on Luneville and several other

factories include “Reproductions of 
the old ware are still made.” He 
omits, also, the most famous of all 
the “fakers,’”’ Samson of Paris, whose 
reproductions of Lowestoft and other 
fine porcelains are so excellent that 
they are often catalogued under his 
name. 

To repeat, we Americans have be- 
come too dependent on labels. If we 
want a particular product of a par- 
ticular manufacturer, we get it, com- 
plete with trademark, and if we want 
all-wool or all-silk material, we get 
it, so labeled and guaranteed. But 
grandma and greatgrandma, unpro- 
tected by law and custom, were less 
fortunate. They had to depend on 
their own taste and appreciation, 
their knowledge of quality and work- 
manship and their own shrewdness 
and, at that, were too frequently de- 
ceived. So, if we want to buy the 
things grandma and greatgrandma 
liked and bought, we have to remem- 
ber that marks did not mean a great 
deal to them, so that, on their china 
and pottery, they are often omitted, 
occasionally impossible to identify 
from our present data, and not infre- 
quently misleading.

WARE

Occasionally in antique shops one 
finds pieces of brown or blue china 
with an elaborate silver filigree pat- 
tern decorating the surface. It was 
called Betty Ware 'when it was mark- 
eted by the famous Lenox pottery in 
New Jersey more than forty years 
ago. 

Lenox advertised it as “Betty 
Ware, highly glazed, in brown or 
blue, heavily decorated and overlaid 
with polished sterling silver, the rich 


-tints of the pottery being exquisite 


in the extreme. The most popular 
fine goods on the market.” 

It was made in various pieces in- 
cluding a pitcher in three different 
sizes, chocolate pot, coffee pot, tea 
pot, sugar, creamer, and two sizes 
of cups and saucers. The chocolate 
pot, not illustrated, is similar in 
shape to the coffee pot, except that 
the spout is long, coming from near 
the base of the pot. The original 
price of the larger pieces was $22.80 
each. It was expensive ware, even 
at that time, for Lenox made the 
best. No “seconds” were or ever 


have been allowed to leave the pot- 
tery. 

Lenox, Incorporated, began as the 
Ceramic Art Company which was 
founded in 1889 by Walter Scott 
Lenox and Jonathan Coxon, both of 
whom formerly worked at the Ott 
and Brewer pottery. Lenox had been 
head of the decorating department 
and Coxon was superintendent. Their 
intention was to make only china 
(porcelain), which is fired at a much 
higher temperature than _ earthen- 
ware. After seven years Coxon re- 
tired and Lenox bought out his in- 
terest in the company. H. A. Brown, 
‘who joined the firm as bookkeeper 
three years after Lenox and Coxon 
founded it, eventually became presi- 
dent and one of the owners. His two 
sons joined the firm in 1910. Walter 
Lenox died in 1920. 

A seventeen hundred piece set of 
Lenox china was ordered for the ex- 
ecutive mansion in 1918. Again in 
1932 a similar set was purchased for 
the White House for the sum of 
$9,300. Americans should be proud

But even confining himself to the 
masculine portion of his audience

courts, more capable of inflection, 
more instinct with suggestion and 
meaning, than are the brief but elo- 
quent glances of the auctioneer. He 
must not only be a judge of mankind 
in the general, but must be acquainted 
with them individually, at least as 
respects the dealer, otherwise he would 
never credit the fact, that the snuffy, 
dirty, shirt-collarless, nasal person 
who has just bid five hundred pounds 
for a sapphire may be relied upon to 
redeem his pledge, even if it had been 
for double the money. 


The behaviour of these gentry is 
very peculiar: it is incident perhaps 
to the fact of most of them keeping 
curiosity-shops, that they are not 
only curious in their own personal 
appearance, but in their dispositions: 
the vehemence with which they strug- 
gle with one another, in order to more 
closely investigate some article of 
virtu, reminds one of nothing so much 
as a swarm of minnows to whom you 
cast a morsel of bread, or a squad of 
ducks with a worm too large to be 
swallowed at a gulp, and which one 
gets hold of for a second, only to 
have it snatched from his bill by an- 
other. Cracked, cries one of these 
disappointed ones, who has not been 
able to use his microscope; brass, 
cries another, who has found his 
touchstone equally unprofitable; and 
so they go on, snatching and depre- 
ciating, till we almost wonder that 
the Professor of the Art of Persua- 
sion does not swoop down upon them 
in person from his eyrie, and ‘con- 
ciliate’ them (as Charles Lamb ex- 
presses it) with his ebony hammer. 
But even more necessary to the auc- 
tioneer than the intellectual endow- 
ments of which we have spoken, is the 
complete control of his temper. In 
the proprietor of the goods, which 
may be selling at prices below his own 
expectations, this not to be expected; 
and since nobody does set the same 
value upon an article as its owner, an 
observant eye may generally detect 
the Proprietor in an auction-room. 
Again, the change that takes place in 
the countenance of the amateur bid- 
der (for the dealer makes no sign) 
when the lot for which, he has closely 
contended is knocked down to him, is 
pleasant to contemplate: a moment 
ago, he wore an air of studied care- 
lessness, not to say of disparagement; 
but now he is triumphant, radiant. 
‘“Tt is nought, it is nought,” saith the 
buyer; but when he has gone his way, 
then he boasteth.’ 


The most curious sale by auction 
which has taken place of late in Lon- 
don—with the exception of the ‘Fos- 
silman,’ who did not fetch so much, 
by the by, as the price of a ‘subject’ 
in the old body-snatching times—was 
the disposal of the jewels and art- 
treasures which were ‘looted’ from 
the Imperial Summer Palaces during 
the last Chinese war. They had been 
previously exhibited at the Crystal 
Palaces as well as in Piccadilly, and 
were so far familiar to the public; but 
I could not help regretting that the 
Professor of the Art of Persuasion 
who sold them, and understood his 
business so remarkably well, did not 
also understand. Chinese. Here was

surely an example corroborative of 
what I have stated, that in this par- 
ticular calling there is no species of 
knowledge which may not be found 
useful. In the case of those splendid 
salcers, for instance, half turquoise, 
half gold enamel, how was I to know 
that the centre represented the ele- 
ments of nature, round which were 
circles containing the primitive Chi- 
nese characters, those of Lant-Cheu 
and Confucius, the signs of the 
Zodiac, represented by fantastic fig- 
ures, and bats, the emblem of long 
life and happiness? All this was 
worse than Greek to me, for it was 
Chinese; nor had I ever so much as 
heard of any relationship between 
bats and happiness, beyond the title 
of a work upon cricket, Felix on the 
Bat. As to whether an enamel was 
composed of ‘pulverised gems’ or not, 
there was a certain gorgeous fancy 
about the statement that threw the 
dissolved pearl of Cleopatra into the 
shade, and really deserved credit, if 
not belief—but that was a matter for 
the jewellers to decide upon; on the 
other hand, the question, as to wheth- 
er it had the great Ming signet upon 
it, could only be settled by aid of a 
native interpreter. Thus it happened 
that the European jewellery (‘pre- 
sented at various times to the Chi- 
nese emperor’) excited more interest 
than the Celestial wonders. There 
were objects literally encrusted with 
gems, and which seemed to have been 
manufactured rather to give the idea 
of lavish outlay than with any pur- 
pose. Imagine ‘a beautiful telescope 
of the time of Louis XVI, enriched 
with pearls and enamels of fruit on a

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Sixteenth Century German Pieces in the Cleveland, Ohio, Museum of Art 


Examples of Sixteenth Century 
German Glass 


The Cleveland Museum of Art has 
recently added to its enameled glass 
collection five great German beak- 
ers, from 1568 to 1693. They are 
decorated in the same technique as 
the stained glass window, in rich 
patterns of heraldry, inscriptions, 
and borders of gold, in transparent 
jewel tones. The work is distinctly 
German with evidence of the influ- 
ence of Venice. 


The glittering richness takes on an 
added charm when one pictures the 
age from which they survive, when 
all of Germany was the great cock- 
pit of European turmoil, Turkey 
thundered at the gate and within re- 
ligious wars mounted into the Thirty 
Years War. The glasses bear the de-

vices of the nobles, churchmen, and 
knights who made this lusty history. 
It seems unbelievable that glass, 
painted ee could have lasted from 
that wild age, nearly four hundred 
years, into our troubled time. 

The earliest piece is decorated with 
the figure of St. Mauritius, patron 
of Magdenburg, with five coats of 
arms and five names of officers of a 
cathedral society. 

Two of the glasses are wedding 
cups, with the arms of the families 
united in the marriages; from such 
cups brides and grooms quaffed the 
first toast of the feast. 

Fascinating is the ‘“Welcome 
Glass” with the inscription recording 
it as the gift of Thomas Sanitz to his 
cousin, Hans, in welcome. It was the 
custom that one so honored must 
down the contents of the glass at a 
single swig. As this glass is over a 
foot tall, imagine the capacity of 
Cousin Hans. 

The final piece has the added at- 
traction of a glass cover, intact. It 
is beautifully decorated with her- 
aldic emblems and a long enameled 
inscription explains that these are 
the ducal arms of the noble from 
whose “Hoffkellery, Dreszden” it 
once came. 

“The German characteristics,” says 
Helen S. Foote, assistant curator of 
decorative arts of the Cleveland Mu- 
seum, “stand as evidence of the fact 
that the local artisans, from what- 
ever source they learned the art of 
enameling on glass, created highly 
individualized works, never copying, 
but rather adapting this art to their 
native preferences.” 

Three of the glasses were given 
to the Cleveland Museum by Mrs. 
Henry White Cannon; the Museum 
bought the others through its John 
L. Severance Fund.

red ground, and wreaths of flowers 
in gold on a black ground, the object- 
glass cover being formed of a watch 
set with pearls.’ The glass was not 
a very scientific affair, and perhaps 
the watch was not what is vulgarly 
called ‘a good one to go;’ but what 
useless extravagance to place a watch 
in such a position! Similarly, there 
were ‘gold waist-clasps’ with watches 
in their centres, very convenient, doubt- 
less, to passers-by, but to the wear- 
ers, unless of a very peculiar contour, 
quite unprofitable; they might just as 
well have worn them on the other side 
of the belt, and have thereby avoided 
the stigma, doubtless incurred from 
the wits of the period, of being al- 
ways behind their time. A ‘gold en- 
amel box,’ said to have been presented 
to the Brother of the Sun by Marie 
Antoinette, exhibited the same sort of 
extravagance; it was divided into 
three compartments, one being a mu- 
sical-box, with an automaton mounte- 
bank; another a snuff-box; and the 
third a watch-case, with a medallion 
of the Petit Trianon. Underneath 
was a secret compartment opened by 
touching three small springs at a 
time. Could vain complexity and ob- 
jectless extravagance any further go? 
The beautiful gold cage-temples in 
which the singing-birds fluttered and 
warbled with such exquisite natural- 
ness, were, on the contrary, worthy of 
all admiration. I don’t know what 
the proprietor expected he would get 
for those from this competitive ex- 
amination of the pockets of the Brit- 
ish public, but he set down in his 
catalogue ‘a chalcedony cameo vase’— 
which, if J had bought, I should, in 
my ignorance, undoubtedly have used 
as a flower-pot—as ‘superior to that 
of Ptolemy Philadelphus, valued at 
L.40,000.’ It was, however, I believe, 
knocked down, if I may use such an 
expression in speaking of an object 
at once so frail and costly, at con- 
siderably less than that sum. 

There was nothing within my fig- 
ure, among all the jewellery and pre- 
cious stones, except one ‘loose cat’s- 
eye’ (Lot 219), which I bid for from 
motives of humanity. And yet I 
would have bidden something for the 
Jade ornaments, if a genuine China- 
man would have pledged his pigtail 
to the truth of what was said about 
them in the catalogue. ‘All grades of 
Celestials regard Jade (a substance 
found in the mountains of Tartary) 
as a heavenly gift, and when a fine 
specimen is discovered (a very rare 
occurrence), the emperor calls a coun- 
cil of artists to decide on how it can 
be most advantageously used. The 
artist who undertakes it does so at 
risk of his life; if his work is unsatis- 
factory, he is decapitated. As, how- 
ever, the material is so extremely 
hard that .no important work can, 
with the utmost diligence, be finished 
in less than twenty years, the artist’s 
head is in no immediate danger.’ 
Under such circumstances, if I were 
a Celestial artist, I should let the 
Jade alone. But is all this true? I 
pause for a reply—in Chinese; and I 
don’t get it. ‘A Tazza, in antique 
gray Jade, with fantastic dragons,’ 


bears an inscription, says the cata- 
logue, indicating that ‘it remained 
eight hundred years in the coffin of 
an emperor, and was then removed 
with appropriate ceremonies.’ That 
would have to be translated to me by 
a trustworthy student of the Chi- 
nese tongue, before my natural rever- 
ence for antiquity could screw me up 
to bidding-pitch. ‘The Goddess Fo. 
The rudeness of her workmanship and 
the antiquity of the Jade,’ says the 
catalogue (and very pretty language 
it is to address to a lady and a divin- 
ity), ‘which is beginning to lose colour 
through extreme age, attest to the 
great antiquity of this piece;’ but, 
for my part, I want some more direct 
testimony. And again, with respect 
to the inscription at the back of the 
‘White Jade cameo medallion,’ that 
‘the penalty of death awaits any per- 
son who, on finding this treasure, does 
not return it to the emperor,’ [ re- 
quire further corroborative evidence. 
I have seen a sentence very like it— 
which could scarcely have been a sen- 
tence of death—upon a chest of tea. 
But the most surprising thing that 
was put up to auction at this sale, or, 
indeed, as I should imagine, at any 
other, was the small bottle supposed 
to contain ‘essence of crocodile,’ re- 
puted to be ‘the strongest stimulant 
in existence,’ and of which there is 
but one other in the world, and that 
‘in the possession of the Sultan of 
Turkey.’ The ownership of this with- 
out doubt confers the power of shed- 
ding crocodile’s tears. No wonder, 
therefore, that its proprietor (who, 
let us hope, has himself no further 
use for it) set a fancy value upon 
the article. Count Bismark would 
have given worlds for it when he 
found himself compelled, in opposi- 
tion to the best feelings of his nature, 
to proclaim war against the Bund; 
or the inhabitants of our own Cave 
of Adullam might have clubbed to- 
gether to secure this rarity, to evi- 
dence to their constituents at the next 
general election their regret at the 
postponement of a Reform Bill.

The whole truth is the 
reproductions were made to sell to 
unscrupulous dealers who palm them 
off to the unsuspecting at an enor- 
mous profit. 

Nor is the profit on antiques fig- 
ured on what the dealer paid for 
it but how much time he gave to 
locating it, and how long he has to 
hold it to make a turnover.

Fifty-Five Years of U. S. 
Commemorative Stamps 


Marking the 155th anniversary of 
the founding of the U. S. Post Of- 
fice Department May 8, 1794, an ex- 
hibition covering fifty-five years of 
United States Commemorative 
Stamps opened on May 6 at The 
New-York Historical Society, New 
York City, N. Y., Representing 
every commemorative issue put 
out from 1893 through 1948. the 
exhibit contains 148 issues whose 
subject matter varies from the ob- 
servance of historic anniversaries, to 
the celebration of current happen- 
ings, and tributes to outstanding 
Americans. Included under the above 
categories are represented such 
events as the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion of 1901, victory in World War I, 
the Olympic Games of 1932, the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration, the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition, the dedi- 
cation of Boulder Dam in 1935, the 
1989 New York World’s Fair, the 
battle of Iwo Jima, the death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and the Cali- 
fornia Gold Rush Centennial. 

Lent by Dr. Arthur H. Merritt, 
member of the Board of Trustees of 
the Society, the exhibit features the 
first set of adhesives issued by the 
Post Office Department for a special 
event. This is the famous Columbian 
series, each stamp value represent- 
ing an event in the life of Columbus, 
and intending to commemorate the 
400th anniversary of the discovery 
of America. Actually, the series did 
not come out until 1893, but the de- 
lay was planned so that the appear- 
ance of the stamps would coincide 
with the opening of the Chicago 
World’s Fair of that year. 

Earlier philatelists usually added 
only one stamp of each denomination 
to their collection, and it is excep- 
tional to find the groups of four 
which Dr. Merritt has of the earlier 
commemorative issues. Many panes 


of 50 stamps of the later. subjects 


in fine condition form a part of the 
exhibit. Among these one may see 
the Overrun Countries Commemora- 
tive Issue of 1943-44 which incluaes 
a pane of 50 stamps for each of the 
thirteen countries in the issue. 

The exhibit contains items of in- 
terest from the specialized point of 
view of the philatelist and also from 
the point of view of the amateur in- 
terested in reviewing through stamps 
some of the history of the United 
States and commemorative events 
during the past 55 years. The ex- 
hibit will remain open to the public 
through July.

Lincolniana Stampless 
Covers, Dec., 1829 thru 
May, 1836 


From June 18381 to April 1887, 
Abraham Lincoln lived at New Salem 
Illinois, a frontier town of some 25 
to 30 houses, most of them log cabins. 
New Salem, an abandoned town since 
1837, is today a completely recon- 
structed museum town administered 
by the State of Illinois as a state 
park. It presents a sight not unlike 
that of Lincoln’s Day with about two 
dozen log structures completely fur- 
nished, including a saw and grist mill, 
carding machine, blacksmith shop and 
cooperage. 

A postoffice was opened at New 
Salem on Christmas Day 1829 and 
was discontinued on May 30, 1836. 
Abraham Lincoln served as postmas- 
ter from May 7, 1833 until the office 
was discontinued. Today the United 
States Postoffice Department main- 
tains a postoffice within the state 
park under the name of Lincoln’s New 
Salem. The postoffice is housed in a 
log structure. 

Historians are eager to piece to- 
gether every phase of the Lincoln 
legend so that his life may become 
known in all possible completeness. 
Moreover, a picture of life at New 
Salem is necessary for a complete 
valuation of Lincoln’s life from an 
environmental standpoint. With this 
thought in mind, research is being 
conducted in all places to add mate- 
rially to the Lincoln legend. 

Stamp and cover collectors who 
have in their collections or know of 
the existence of any covers posted at 
New Salem, Illinois, between Decem- 
ber 25, 1829 and May 30, 1836, can 
render a service to history by making 
known such items. They would nat- 
urally be stampless covers but in 
many cases if not all, they may be 
letters folded into covers as was the 
custom at that time, envelopes not

Central European Coverage 


That the remarks about Central 
European coverage, and the collec- 
tion of the issues of the Benelux 
countries has prompted several to do 
some investigating of their albums. 

Friends in the supposed centers of 
collecting, point out that there is one 
firm, at least, that has a Benelux 
packet. 

That is all very nice, and also it 
will stir up some interest where 
there has been little, or none. 

But the difficulties usually urge 
collectors to make study and the fil- 
ling of empty spaces march together. 
To that end it might be well to notice 
that Luxemburg and Lietchtenstein 
are more expensive in the Semi- 
postal issues than in the regular 
postage issues, and also much more 
interesting for cancellations and good 
quality . centering and clean 
copies. 

And with these Monaco has step- 
ped in because of the recent demise 
of its Prince. And Monaco is also 
the same in semi-postal cost. Of 
course, some will want anything 
that carries their mind to the “Rita 
and Ali” doings. But Monaco, for it- 
self, is a part of the coverage of 


Central Europe, and well worth 
study. 
Souvenir 


So to add to these new directives, 
we come to the beautifully executed 
souvenir sheet for the Centenary 
Philatelic Exhibition in Paris. Some 
comment about the “half-perfora- 
tion” scheme. 

The two upper cross rows were of 
course “imperforate” when issued, 
and the two lower rows were the 
large Liberty head and perforated. 

So the four cross rows, to stimu- 
late the stamps as issued, are perfor- 
ated only on the recent issue and im- 
perforate on the two upper rows of 
the first issues. Between a row of 
blanks bearing the ‘“Centenaire” 
statement, the announcements in 
“Le Timbre” showed a vertical row 
of five stamps with the center space 
bearing the date and in imitation of 
a cancellation. And, statements come 
from France that (maybe because of 
the cost or exchange of the franc) 
the sheet will be collected by many 
in a vertical strip. 

In any event a most interesting 
souvenir of the Philatelic Exhibition, 
June ist to June 12th, in the 
“Grande Palais des Champes—Ely- 
sees.” 

How we all would have enjoyed 
seeing that show. There is some dis-

And 
speaking of that matter, just why 
the most perfect engraving France 
ever issued, the “Dulac” (Scott type 
A144) was discarded for the later 
efforts is beyond the understanding 
of lovers of perfection in design. Of 
course, some sneer at it and say “a 
copy of the Penny Black”... which 
it distinctly is not. Some say the 
abandonment was due to “extreme” 
cost. Some whisper that the P. O. 
help did not like the value figures, 
and kicked at reading them. But to 
most over here, that is the best of 
recent French designs. Of other 
French issues, one may well study 
the two and three color efforts in 
the “Coats of Arms” sets. Strange 
we cannot persuade our Bureau to 
get more dual color into our issues. 
We did get the Flags. We did have 
a Red Cross with two colors. Why 
not more — and better? 


Scenic and Historic 


One of the pundits has come out 
strongly for the use of the rotogra- 
vure process that has made such 
beautiful work for Austria and other 
areas near. It is true that no such 
photo issue has ever been counter- 
feited. It is also true that our offset 
issues were pretty woolly and not 
too good on any point of comparison. 
But if you can visualize our designs 
as being pretty crude beside the 
mountain backed landscapes and 
scenery of the Austrian-Bohemian- 
Czech and similar sets, you will see 
that outside of “area” ideal scenes, 
the European efforts are wholly out 
of politics. Well handled and well 
colored places and scenes. May have 
historical values, but that is history, 
not political stuff. 

And the stamps themselves are 
pretty nearly perfect as to perfora- 
tion, centering, and paper. 


Lettering the Pages 


Some controversy about the “ball 
point” pen and its value to collec- 
tors who “letter their own and lay 
out blank pages” 

The ball point can be used with a 
ruler, but it is not a really good im- 
plement for lettering. The _ ink 
eventually does dry so it will not 
smudge, or come off on the wetted 
finger, with pressure. The color is 
not good on some work because it is 
not black, a mixed blue black. But 
there are places where it can be 
used to advantage. Only if you start 
pages with that medium, keep it 
up. An ink page between two black 
India*inked pages does not look well. 
Might even turn the judges against 
your competing material in a show. 
Of course, if one is so well informed 
that he knows which judge will ap- 
prove and which will not—he could 
arrange to fix things “according to.” 
But it is not a common happening, 
even though some profess to know 
how to suit the judges and the best 
form for doing it. Mug hunting 
must be a peculiar habit.

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Life of Paper Money 


From a Paper Presented to the Albany 
Numismatic Society by George W. 
Vosburgh. 

The average life of paper money 
after it is placed in circulation is 
one year. Dollar bills receive the 
most use and have to be replaced 
more often—about every six months. 
The two-dollar bills also have a short 
life. Many people consider them un- 
lucky, and because of superstition, 
they tear off corners, often removing 
the figure two. Fives, tens, and 
twenties last longer while $100, $500 
and $1,000 bills often last two years 
or more. 

The paper used for currency is 
made by a special, secret formula 
known only to certain government 
officials, and to the Massachusetts 
Co., which manufactures and supplies 
the 1,000 tons of paper used for 
making money each year. The build- 
ing where the paper is secretly man- 
ufactured is protected by govern- 
ment guards. It is shipped, under 
guard, in packages of 1,000 sheets 
to the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 

Each shipment from the factory 
undergoes various tests. It must be 
sufficiently tough to withstand 3,500 
double folds or creasings without 
cracking. It must stand tests for 
resistance to light. Each package is 
checked to see that there is exactly 
1,000 sheets. It is then stored in a 
special vault until needed. This 
vault contains a three months’ sup- 
ply. Paper that is moist requires 
less pressure for engraving. There- 
fore, it is taken from the vault, 
dampened, and placed in a _ special 
damp room. When the sheets come 
from the presses with twelve bills 
printed on each sheet, they are plac- 
ed in piles of 200 each with a sheet 
of tissue paper between them and 
sent to the drying room. From the 
drying room they go to the inspec- 
tion division where each bill must 
be an exact duplicate of the preced- 
ing one. The slightest ink spot, or 
uneven impression is sufficient to 
condemn it. 

The perfect sheets are again plac- 
ed in bundles of 1,000 and given a 
top dressing of ‘glue, alum, and 
water to give them a better finish 
and make them wear longer. Special 
machines put on the serial number,

signatures, and other identifying 
marks. Then they are cut, counted, 
and given a final inspection. Any 
imperfect bills are replaced by one 
bearing the same serial number, but 
which is ~receded by a star or aster- 
isk. They are then put up in packag- 
es of 4,000 each with steel bands 
around them. A package might be 
worth $4,000 or $40,000,000 depend- 
ing on whether the bills are one dol- 
lar or ten thousand dollar denomina- 
tions. These bills are transported to 
the treasurv and stored until. called 
into circulation. The treasury con- 
tains about three months’ supply for 
replacements and necessary needs. 
The making of paper money is a 
thirty-two-day procedure from the 
time it starts on the presses until it 

is ready for circulation.

Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 
Early Days of 
Coin Collecting 


Coin collecting in the United States 
did not become a major hobby until 
the latter part of the 19th century. 
In the earlier days, a few pioneer 
American coin collectors, studying 
the early United States coins can be 
thanked for the few superb specimens 
now found in large coin collections of 
early rarities. If it had not been for 
these men undoubtedly these coins 
would not be in existence today and 
in such beautiful condition. 

When the hobby finally reached a 
large extent, the great thrill of the 
times was to unearth such coins as 
the 1804 dollars, and in a few rare 
instances some were newly discovered 
that had not been known of before. 
Together with this search the dies of 
the coins. were also found to be stil! 
in the mint and a few copies were 
restruck. This practice is not per- 
mitted today. Collecting in 1858 must 
have been sufficiently important to 
induce the United States Mint to 
issue proofs every year from then on. 
This practice in turn has helped in- 
crease the interest in coin collecting.

Pattern Coins 

Pattern coins were very popular the 
latter part of the 19th century and 
I believe the number issued and re- 
leased during this time was for the 
most part done due to the collectors 
interest in them.

Pioneers 

We do not hear of many celebrated 
dealers in coins prior to the Civil War. 
In fact the first dealers in the United 
States thhat will probably go down 
as true pioneers of the hobby were 
the Chapman Bros., late, of Phila- 
delphia. These men conducted nation- 
ally known auction sales and were so 
well known for their knowledge of 
coins that they became authorities on 
almost all issues. 

The collections of great rarities 
which had been amassed prior to the 
Chapman Bros. probably gave them 
their prestige for they, at one time or 
another, sold most all of these coins 
to collectors then coming up. 

I believe the Chapmans were still 
in business ‘n 1910 but by the turn

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of the 20th century other new dealers 
were cropping up who would equal if 
not excel them in their line.

Paper Money 

The collecting of paper money is 
fast becoming a very popular part of 
numismatics. Sometime ago, paper 
money collecting was not so actively 
done. 

About six years ago, a very exten- 
sive and superb collection of the old 
style saddle blanket bills was placed 
on the market for restricted sale, and 
was handled by most all dealers and 
coin clubs throughout the country, 
most all cld style bills were available 
in this collection, and in quantity, and 
the consistent offering of them creat- 
ed a very lively interest in collecting 
them. This interest spread into the 
more common types of notes, such as 
the Confederate States bills, Southern 
States bills, broken bank bills, Revolu- 
tionary currency and the many pri- 
vate bills issued prior to the Civil 
War. 

Naturally this increased interest 
has caused the value of these inter- 
esting notes to increase somewhat, 
but the ample supply still enables one 
to acquire many hundreds of varieties 
at very reasonable prices, even, in 
some instances, in uncut sheets. 

It is of interest to note that the 
Civil War, to some extent, was a great 
turning point in our paper money 
history, all paper money issued since 
then by the United States Govern- 
ment is still good and all is redeem- 
able. The currency issued prior to 
this time, however, has all been de- 
monetized and none of it is of any 
redemption value. For many years 
these were looked down upon as being 
just so much wall paper, but now, the 
collectors are beginning to search for 
them, endeavoring to acquire some of 
the rarer varieties. In fact, I doubt 
whether a great many collectors know 
just what bills are rare, and if so 
how rare. 

Indeed, a collection of these notes 
is of very great interest to all, their 
many varieties of designs and pic- 
tures very interesting, and depict in 
detail, more than coins can the times 
they were printed, styles of clothing, 
old trains, ships, ways of farming and 
innumerable other scenes appear on 
these notes, hundreds and hundreds 
of places, both private and public 
issued them, some of which are very

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was due to the Roman influence at 
the time. True, a few Roman coins 
were still in use but the quantity 
must have been very small and the 
~joces must have been greatly priced 
due to their scarcity. 

For a couple of hundred years, we 
are quite positive next to no money 
was used in Britain they must have 
resorted to barter and trade for trans- 
-actions. 

In the seventh century, England 
started to trade with the outside 
world again,. and the use of coins was 
resumed. Merovingian gold coins 
have been unearthed in the Southern 
part of England from approximately 
this time, and also crude copies of the 
original Roman, Byzantine, and other 
coins that previously were in use. 

Archaeologists frequently find hoards 
of ancient coins in Great Britain and 
these aid us in knowing just what 
went on at that time. Perhaps one 
of the greatest hoards ever unearthed 
was discovered in the early part of 
the 19th century in the churchyard 
of St. Martins, Canterbury. The gold 
coins have been identified as having 
been buried there approximately dur- 
ing the reign of Aethelbert and are 
coins of Justin II who died in 578 and 
Merovingian coins known not to have 
been coined prior to A. D. 585. The 
marriage of Aethelbert, King of Kent, 
and Bertha grand-daughter of Clovis 
at the end of the sixth century un- 
doubtedly increased the commerce be- 
tween these two countries and caused 
the new influx of coins into England. 
Other interesting coin found in this 
hoard were a Solidus coined by a 
Frankish moneyer named Leudulf, 
from a now unknown man named 
Ivegio Vico, another, a “Triens” of 
the Bishop Liudard.

Buried Money 


Coins are found, very often having 
laid away, in some unknown place 
for a long, long time, and indeed, such 
coins can be very, very old but—that 
does not mean, necessarily that they 
will be valuable, for the condition of 
the coin might be very greatly harmed. 

Old copper cents that have been 
exposed to moisture or ammonia 
(from certain chemical reactions in 
the ground) will be badly corroded and 
in some instances, dissolved, so to 
speak, to wafer thinness, but still 
showing evidence of the original de- 
sign. Silver and gold coins stand up 
better if buried in the earth, but their 
alloys will very frequently make them 
corrode also, I have seen silver pieces 
that have been just as badly corroded 
as copper ones. 

Salt water raises havoc with all 
coins, in fact most of all metals, in 
time will be very badly corroded. 
Gold, silver, and copper are all subject 
to a terrific mutilation if left in salt 
water for a period of years. In fact, 
old Spanish Treasure Trove in coin 
form, if raised from the sea today 
would be in a pretty bad state of con- 
dition from a coin collector’s stand- 
point. 

Paper money, if buried in the earth, 
or submerged in water will not last 
long, but, as long as it is legible, can 
be redeemed. 


Coins buried in dry soil, free of 
harmful chemical, would, however, 
last a very long time without detervior- 
ating, or if they be put in containers 
that would keep such harmful ele- 
ments out, the same would be the 
case. Many hoards of ancient cop- 
per, silver and gold coins have been 
discovered and while some of the coins 
would be badly corroded, others would 
be in excellent condition, and I be- 
lieve the above applies to such coins, 
also, if many were stored in a pottery 
jar, for instance, those packed tight 
in the center would be less liable to 
receive damaging effects than those 
at the outside. 

Coins have been frequently stored 
in attics, and being hot and dry, these 
would keep in excellent condition, sil- 
ver coins would turn black, however, 
and copper ones dark brown under 
normal conditions but this should not 
materially harm the value of the 
pieces. Coins used for cornerstone 
purposes most likely would be harmed 
some through the years.

Chase Bank Exhibition 
Celebrating Twentieth 
Anniversary 


With its 75,000 specimens of mon- 
ey spanning almost 5,000 years, from 
the ring money of ancient Egypt to 
1949 notes of the new Republic of 
Burma, the Chase National Bank 
Collection of Moneys of the World 
is making its twentieth anniversary 
as a public exhibit at 46 Cedar 
Street, New York City. 


Among the largest and most com- 
prehensive displays of its kind, the 
collection today represents nearly 
every political and geographic sub- 
division of the world, and nearly 
every medium of exchange employed 
by mankind in history. It has at- 
tracted some 220,000 visitors since 
it was opened to the public May 13, 
1929. 

The collection was begun private- 
ly in 1880 by the well-known numis- 
matist, Farran Zerbe, and had grown 
to 40,000 items when the Chase ac- 
quired it from him in 1928 Mr. 
Zerbe was the curator until his re- 
tirement in 1939, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Vernon L. Brown. 

The exhibit includes ancient, 
modern and historical coins, notes 
and checks, odd and curious moneys, 
and a great variety of commodity 
moneys, such as woodpecker scalps 
and tiger claws. 


Among the thousands of items on 
display are the Biblical “tribute 
penny” and “widow’s mite”; the 
Pine Tree shilling cf colonial Massa- 
chusetts; the Fugio Cent, first coin 
authorized by the United States; 
“Pieces of Eight” of Spanish Main 
renown; the wooden nickel of Blaine, 
Wash.; the buckskin “One Buck” of 
Enterprise, Mich.; the celebrated 
1804 silver dollar; a copy of Henry 
Ford’s check for one cent; a check 
for $225,000,000 issued by the Me- 
tropolitan Life Insurance Co. for the 
purchase of U. S. Treasury bonds in 
1948, largest check ever drawn on 
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the Chase National Bank, and the 
one hundred quintillion pengo infla- 
tion note of Hungary issued in 1946. 

Notable among recent acquisitions 
are 1949 coins of Great Britain, 
which omit the previous reference to 
the King as Emperor of India. 

The museum assembles special ex- 
hibits and regular traveling exhibits 
for correspondent banks, offers 
tours of the collection for various 
school and college groups, and pro- 
vides speakers for club and educa- 
tional groups.

Man Awarded Medal 


Thomas J. Hargrave, president of 
Eastman Kodak Company, has been 
named Civic Medalist for 1949, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Dr. 
Walter Clark, president of the 
Rochester Museum Association. 

Mr. Hargrave was unanimously 
elected for his contributions “in the 
field of civic achievement.” His work 
in connection with many campaigns 
for the betterment of the commun- 
ity, and his energy in serving his 
country, in peace and in war, were 
cited among the outstanding services 
rendered by Mr. Hargrave. 

The Civic Medal award was 
established in 1938 to honor a citi- 
zen who has distinguished himself 
by his contributions in art, science, 
civic advancement, social welfare, or 
education. The candidate, upon re- 
commendation of the Civic Medal 
committee, is elected by the Munici- 
pal Museum Commission, headed by 
Dr. John R. Williams, as chairman; 
the Board of Trustees of the Roches- 
ter Museum Association; and the 
Academic Council, composed of the 
heads of Rochester’s educational in- 
stitutions.

Coin Worth a Beaver Skin 


Perhaps many a young woman 
whose choice of a fur coat is the 
beaver would have liked the deal of 
the Northwest Company, which was 
organized in Montreal about 1784. 
This company carried on operations 
until about 1821 in the districts 
south and west of Hudson Bay. 
They used a ‘token which -was -good 
for one beaver skin. This token 
once plentiful, is rare today, accord- 
ing to information supplied to this 
department by Maurice Gould, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The obverse, dated 1820, is a bust 
of George IV and reverse has a 
beaver. It is almost invariably found 
pierced and may have been used as 
a presentation to Indian chiefs in- 
stead of circulated as regular cur- 
rency. 

In 1821 the Northwest company 
was absorbed by the Hudson Bay 
company. 

This token is of interest to Amer- 
ican collectors particularly, as the 
company operated in what are now 
the states of Oregon and Washing- 
ton. 

The Hudson Bay company tokens 
are much more common.

ing & Printing at Washington man- 
ufactures 4,000,000 greenbacks a day 
or about 1,500,000,000 pieces of new 
currency annually. Even with money 
leaving the presses at this rate, there 
is only $2,250,000,000 more in the 
hands of the public than there was 
twenty years ago. In 1915 the 
amount of cash in circulation in the 
United States amounted to $3,319,- 
000,000 or $33 for each man, woman, 
and child. In 1935 the amount in 
circulation was about $5,629,000,000 
or $44 per capita. 

Under the present Federal Reserve 
System of Banking, the amount of 
money outstanding automatically ad- 
justs itself to the demands required 
for ordinary cash transactions of 
daily _ business. Christmas time 
presents the greatest demand for 
money. People draw from the banks, 
the banks deposit securities with the 
Federal Reserve Banks and gets more 
currency. Federal Reserve Banks 
draw the needed cash from the 
Treasury. After the Christmas season 
is over, the merchants bring the 
money back to the banks. Banks re- 
deem their securities, and Federai 
Reserve Banks send it back to the 
treasury. 

It is estimated a dollar bill chang- 
es hands on an average of five times 
a day or 1,400 times before it is re- 
turned to the Treasury for redemp- 
tion. Oil, grease, and gasoline are 
the greatest natural destroyers of 
bills, because they collect dirt, which 
grinds the fibre. When the bills are 
returned to the Treasury they are 
examined, and old worn bills are re- 
placed. The old bills are then de- 
stroyed. 

_ Every step in destroying old bills 
is as carefully checked as the man- 
ufacturing. Packages of bills are 
halved by great knives. Next they 
go to the macerator or incinerator. 
The macerator is a large steel re- 
ceptacle with steel knives, which 
chops the paper in«fine pieces and 
mixes it with hot water and grinds 
it to pulp. The pulp is sold and may 
be used to make course cardboard or 
fine stationery. When the old style 
big bills were being replaced by the 
new small ones, the macerator prov- 
ed too small, and it was necessary to 
use the incinerator, and Uncle Sam 
sure had money to burn.

Chemical Study of 


Ancient Coins 


A new chemical study of ancient 
coins at Ohio State University, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, has recently given 
evidence of great technical skill and 
knowledge on the part of Roman 
metallurgists who were able to pro- 
duce highly purified gold some 2,000 
years ago. 

Research by Prof. Earlen R. Caley 
of Ohio State University’s chemistry 
department has revealed that the 
Romans knew and applied an efficient 
process over a period of several cen- 
turies for refining the metal from 
which they struck their coins. 


Dr. Caley, who specializes in ap- 


plying chemistry to archaeological 
studies, reported on the gold content 
of 50 ancient coins in the March 1949, 
issue of the Ohio Journal of Science, 
published jointly by Ohio State Uni- 
versity and the Ohio Academy of 
Science. 

The University staff member ex- 
amined gold pieces ranging from a 
Persian Daric of the 4th century B. C. 


to a Roman coin minted during the 


rule of Julius Nepos, 474-475 A. D. 

Most of the ancient rulers adhered 
strictly to the gold standard, he found, 
and kept the gold content of their 
coins above 95 per cent. 

“The uniformly very high gold con- 
tent of the coins in the long series 
of Roman Imperial coins from Au- 
gustus to Diocletian, extending over 
a period of some three centuries, is 
remarkable,” Dr. Caley reported. 

The bulk of the coins representing 
this period between 8 B.C. and 296 


A. D. were 99 per cent pure gold, and

COLLECTING TOPICS 


A Chicago writer, whose soul is 
attuned to that of the collector is 
Vincent Starrett whose column in the 
Chicago Sunday T*ibune, never fails 
to please. We quote a typical in- 
stallment: 

“So great is the number of books 
that have been written about Abra- 
ham Lincoln that one hesitates to 
guess it without consulting an au- 
thority more authoritative than one- 
self. Some years ago, I believe, the 
figure was quoted at roughly 5,000 
volumes, but it wouldn’t surprise me 
to learn that it has doubled since then. 
Of this great library of books devoted 
to one subject, possibly 1,000 volumes 
are full dress biografies of the 16th 
President of the United States, at 
least attempts at biografy. How 
many men have planned to write 
biografies of Lincoln, and given up, 
we shall never know, but three such 
plans that went agley are of record. 
Possibly you may know of others. 
The three were mentioned recently 
by Rufus Rockwell Wilson, in the 
Lincoln Herald, in the course of his 
review of “Park Benjamin: Poet and 
Editor” (Columbia University Press), 
by Merle H. Hoover. 

“Benjamin, a well known journalist 
during the last half of the 19th cen- 
tury, who helped to rdise the literary 
standards of Horace Greeley’s New 
Yorker, took an active part in politi- 
cal affairs and was present at the 
founding of the Republican party. He 
was one of the first to congratulate 
Lincoln on his election to the presi- 
dency in 1860, and the association led 
in time to the following note, marked 
Confidential, dated Washington, June 
19, 1863: 

“<“Mr. Park Benjamin, 

I would be pleased to see you 
any time. I would be glad to 
have you publish a biography of 
me—by my authority. I certain- 
ly can facilitate you. 

Your truly, 
A. Lincoln’ 


“Benjamin was in failing health, 
however, when this authorization 
reached him, and he died in September, 
1864, without having written any part 
of his projected biografy. If it had 
been written, with the aid promised 
him by its subject, it can not be 
doubted, says Mr. Wilson, that it 
would now hold a leading place among 
the many lives of Lincoln.

“Another noted American who in 
1865 gave serious consideration to a 
life of Lincoln, was William Cullen 
Bryant, a greater poet and editor 
than Benjamin; he was urged to the 


task by his friends. In the end, how- 
ever, he reluctantly abandoned the 
project because of his advanced age 
and the imperative demands on his 
time and energy. In the same year 
—in April, 1865—it is interesting to 
note that Charles Eliot Norton, who 
had given Lincoln’s policies loyal sup- 
port in the North American Review, 
sought the permission of Robert Lin- 
coln to write a biografy of the martyr 
president. The request was made 
through Professor Child of Harvard, 
and the plan was to use the papers 
now in the Library of Congress; but 
Robert Lincoln turned down the re- 
quest as premature.

“Some months ago, in a bibliografi- 
cal fantasy in this department, I sug- 
gested that collectors of Bruce Rogers, 
the eminent American book designer, 
might do well to acquire an old M. K. 
T. box car for their libraries. [I had 
heard the good story that Mr. Rogers 
designed the “Katy” trademark that 
appears on its cars. A brief corre- 
spondence resulted, in which it was 
revealed that Mr. Rogers had done 
nothing of the sort. I am now able 
to add Mr. Rogers’ denial to the sym- 
posium and to tell the true story of 
the events that founded a legend. 

“It wasn’t a Katy trademark at all, 
says Mr. Rogers in an amusing letter; 
it was a Texas-Pacific. ‘I spent a 
year in the General Superintendent’s 
office of the M. K. T. in Parsons, Kan- 
sas,’ he writes, ‘and while there I 
made a design that included a draw- 
ing of our new steel girder bridge 
over the Red River north of Denison, 
Tex. The superintendent was im- 
mensely pleased and showed it to all 
his friends who came into the office. 
One of these was the president, or 
superintendent, of the T. P. road and 
he was looking about for a new design 
of their trademark to be stenciled on 
their freight cars. So he asked me 
to make a design (for which I think 
I got $10) and not long thereafter 
they adopted it—tho with their own 
rendition of it. It was no great flight 
of the imagination. A few years ago 
I saw one on a car going thru Dan- 
bury (Conn.), but it was further al- 
tered so as to be hardly recognizable. 
Your apocryphal story is much more 
interesting than the actual story, as 
is frequently the case. 

“‘But there was another great 
work of mine going on at that time,’ 
adds Mr. Rogers, ‘that might furnish 
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collectors a more desirable and per- 
haps more practical item. One of 
my duties as office boy was to make 
copies of all the letters that emanated 
from our office. This was done in the 
old-fashioned way, in a screw-down 
press, in bound books of tissue paper, 
and with dampened blankets. So 
somewhere in the Katy archives (if 
they keep such things) there is a row 
of 40, 50, perhaps 100 volumes, all 
printed by me, all first (and only) 
editions and all bound uniformly in 
(I think) half leather. Doesn’t that 
sound more seductive to a booklover 
than a freight car?’ 

“Another Rogers item that may be 
less difficult to acquire is the road’s 
Annual Report, with a Rogers cover 
design, for perhaps the year 1891 or 
1892 or 1898. Good hunting!

“The Illustrious Clients of Indiana-

The little book, which is 
priced at $3, contains a valuable bib- 
liografical introduction by Ellery 
Queen. An interesting feature of the 
opus is a burlesque Sherlock Holmes 
story by the late Bert Leston Taylor, 
the famous B.L.T. of the Chicago 
Tribune, a pleasing discovery. 

“Congratulations to Young William- 
son—he is still several years short of 
his majority—who, as Ellery Queen 
observes in his introduction, will con- 
tinue to be Young Williamson long 
after his hair is gray and his grown 
up children have been long initiated 
into the mysteries of Mycroft and the 
secrets of Sherlock.”

Chillicothe, Ohio, was founded in 
1796, and the hundredth anniversary 
of the city was celebrated in April, 
1896, on which occasion a souvenir 
book entitled “Che-Le-Co- The 
Giimpses of Yesterday” was issued. 
In this volume was presented the his- 
tory of the city and vicinity. Of 
course, like all such narratives there 
is to be found something of interest 
to the collector of antiques, and we 
quote a couple of items from the vol- 
ume. One Thomas Worthington ar- 
rived in Chillicothe early in 1798 
bringing with him a number of his 
kith and kin, also a number of freed 
slaves, and it is stated’ that ‘The lug- 
gage accompanying this cavalcade 
consisted partly of the pier glasses, 
carpets, china, silver, and furniture 
that afterward adorned ‘Adena.’” 
Then on page 49 we find this state- 
ment: “The quaint mahogany bedstead 
in which this distinguished guest 
(James Monroe, the father of the 
‘Monroe doctrine) slept, with its slen- 
der posts and purple velvet canopy, 
is now a cherished heirloom in my 
beautiful home at Mac-a-cheek.” 
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He Made Reading Popular 


Aldus Manutius, Pioneer Printer, 
Was the First to Publish 
Cheap Books 


A sign similar in import to “This 
is my busy day” hung in the printing 
shop of Aldus Manutius at Venice, 
back in the year 1495: 

Whoever thou art, thou art earn- 
estly requested by Aldus to state 
thy business briefly and to take 
thy departure promptly. For this 
is a place of work for all who 
may enter. 

Aldus was a man of ideas, and as 
industrious as he was original. He 
had been a tutor to royalty, but at the 
time Christopher Columbus was mak- 
ing American voyages the Venetian 
printer, a man of scholarly attain- 
ments, launched into the publishing 
business. His object was to “rescue 
from oblivion the works of classic 
writers.” He also desired to produce 
these classics at a moderate price. 

All books before Aldus undertook 
their making were embellished with 
expensive hand-drawn decorations, 
and resembled in every possible de- 
tail the exact characteristics of the 
author’s manuscript. Aldus did away 
with the extravagant ornamentation, 
and used exclusively a letter of his 
own designing called “italic.” The 
handwriting of Petrarch was his orig- 
inal model. The Aldine script type 
was adopted by early printers and 
has ever since been used to fulfill cer- 
tain established requirements. 

By the aid of methods new if not 
revolutionary the far-sighted Vene- 
tian accomplished his purpose and 
brought the work of the masters 
within reach of the man in the street. 
He produced the now famous Aldine 
series of classics comprising the writ- 
ings of Aristotle, Plato, Homer, 
Plutarch, and many others that up 
to that time had been inaccessible to 
the common people.

“I have resolved to devote my life 
to the cause of scholarship,” he said. 
“T have chosen in place of ease and 
comfort an anxious and_ toilsome 
career. A man has higher responsi- 
bilities than the seeking of his own 
enjoyment.” 

For a person of his intellectual 
leanings, Aldus exhibited unusually 
good business acumen. In endeavor- 
ing to produce moderate-priced books 
he was treading on untried ground, 
but managed by perseverance to bring 
his dreams to a successful culmina- 
tion. He established agencies in 
France and Germany for the distri- 
bution of his books, printed in Latin 
and Greek, and brought out the first 
price catalogue ever issued by a print- 
ing house. 

Two hundred and fifty volumes 
were in the list of this pioneer pub- 
lisher. The average price per copy, 
allowing for the difference in pur- 
chasing power between that day and 
this, was two dollars. The low cost 
of the Aldine volumes created a great 
stir, and caused a boom in study and 
learning among men who had hereto- 
fore thought of books as the sole pos- 
ession of princes and monks.

Given to Cornell University 


Cornell University at Ithaca, N. Y., 
has received through a gift one of the 
five known existing copies of the 
Gettysburg Address in Lincoln’s own 
handwriting. ; 

It is known as the Bancroft copy, 
one of the finest of the five copies, 
and it was given to the University by 
Mrs. Nicholas H. Noyes, the former 
Marguerite Lilly, of Indianapolis. 
Mr. Noyes, a 1906 Cornell graduate, 
is chairman of the University’s fi- 
nance committee. 

The Lincoln manuscript was penned 
by the president at the request of 
George Bancroft, noted American his- 
torian, to be sold for the benefit of 
Union soldiers and their families. 
The manuscript was not disposed 
of, however, and Bancroft obtained 
Lincoln’s permission to retain the 
copy.

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Quartz Crystal Folsoms From Virginia

one-eighth inches wide. The flutes 
are three-fourths of an inch and one 
and one-eighth inches long on each 
side. 

Mr. B. C. McCary of Williams- 
burg, Va., who owns the point and 
who is a Folsom authority, writes: 

“This specimen was found in 
Mecklenburg county, Virginia, early 
in 1948. Mecklenburg county, and 
Granville county, North Carolina, 
which adjoin each other, forms a 
center of concentration of these 
points in the East. One hundred and 
thirty odd Folsoms (or Folsom-like 
points) have been recorded from this 
section. All the counties immedi- 
ately surrounding these two counties 
have scarcely produced a half-dozen

Folsom-like points. Other small cen- 
ters of concentration have been found 
in Virginia, but nothing like the 
Mecklenburg-Granville center. These 
two counties constitute one of the 
most important centers of concen- 
tration of Folsom-like points east of 
the Mississippi river. 





“Several Folsom points of quartz 
crystal have come from this center, 
but the point I have is the largest 
perfect point of this material yet 
recorded from Virginia or North 
Carolina. The use of this material 
is rare for not only Folsoms but for 


ordinary arrowheads. It is recorded 
that the Indians in this section at- 
tached magic powers to pieces of 
‘rock’ quartz crystals and that their 
priests used them in their rituals”. 
The illustration shows  checker- 
board to prove the clarity of the 
quartz crystal. It’s a long way from 
Folsom, New Mexico, where the orig- 
inal Folsom find was made, to the 
Eastern seaboard. Those early In- 
dians did get about somehow.

A mound at Catawba, W. Va., be- 
tween Fairmont and Morgantown was 
surveyed a while ago and found to 
be quite as large as what is known 
as “the great mound” at Moundsville, 
W., Va.

Expedition Studies 
Ancient Eskimo Ruins 


Ancient Eskimo ruins on Cornwallis 
Island in the northern part of the 
Canadian Arctic Archipelago are be- 
ing studied this summer by Dr. Henry 
B. Collins, Jr., Smithsonian Institu- 
tion archeologist, in a cooperative pro- 
ject of the Smithsonian and the Na- 
tional Museum of Canada. 

This island, lying at the 75th par- 
allel, is an archeological unknown. 
Though no Eskimos have lived this far 
north in Canada since historic times, 
there is considerable evidence for the 
belief that Cornwallis and adjacent 
islands were on the route followed by 
the Eskimo in their long migration 
across frozen wastes from Hudson 
Bay to Greenland. The few explorers 
who have penetrated this region, most 
of them members of search parties 
sent out about 100 years ago to look 
for Sir John Franklin, reported num- 
erous old village sites with ruins of 
crude houses made of stone and whale- 
bones. Several are reported at Reso- 
lute Bay on Cornwallis Island where 
Collins and his assistant, J. P. Michea, 
of the National Museum of Canada, 
have their summer headquarters. 

The stone-whalebone houses, Col- 
lins says, were probably made by the 
Prehistoric Eskimo belonging to the 
Thule culture who occupied the Cen- 
tral Arctic regions 500-800 years ago. 
Thule sites are found scattered 
through the more southerly islands 
of the Canadian Archipelago, but 
their relations to the northern ruins 
remain to be determined. Present-day 
Eskimo of the Hudson Bay-Baffin Is- 
land region live in snow houses, and 
differ in many other ways from the 
Thule people whom they replaced or 
absorbed. 

Preceding the Thule people were the 
mysterious Dorset Eskimos. Though 
Dorset sites have been found at a 
number of places in the Eastern Arc- 
tic between Newfoundland and North 
Greenland, little is known of their 
way of life. They hunted seals, wal- 
rus, and caribou, but not whales. 
Their stone implements were made of 
chert, quartz, and other hard varieties 
of stone and were always chipped, 
whereas the Thule Eskimos made 
blades of rubbed slate. Dorset im- 
plements of bone and ivory were all 
small and differed in form from Thule 
types. The form of the Dorset house 
is unknown. As Thule and Dorset 
remains are often found at the same 
sites, Collins hopes that his excava- 
tions at Resolute Bay may indicate- 
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the nature of the relationship between 
these two different forms of prehis- 
toric Eskimo culture. . 

The northern Canadian Island 
would have been a natural route to 
Greenland along which Dorset and 
Thule migrants would have found an 
abundant food supply—caribou and 
musk ox, as well as seals and walrus. 

Eskimo migrations through these 
northern islands presumably were in 
slow stages by scattered groups over 
centuries. Among the things Collins 
hopes to determine is the approximate 
rate of such movements. He may be 
able to determine whether the stone 
villages were set up as permanent 
settlements, or only as resting places 
for a few years by a people consciously 
moving eastward and northward.

iron. Many thousands they starved 
with hunger.” Then a few hundred 
years thereafter the descendants of 
these very same peoples voyaged to 
the New World (America) to escape 
such inhumane treatment, btt they, 
themselves, hesitated not to stoop to 
any measure’ of cruelty to dispossess 
the original owners of the country 
that gave them asylum—and when 
these aborigines retaliated by toma- 
hawking, scalping, murdering the 
newcomers and destroying their hab- 
itations, they thought the Indians 
were cruel savages—just because they 
chose to defend their country and 
their way of life. Much of the early- 
day atrocities perpetrated by the red 
man was brought about by the over- 
bearing cruelties practiced by the 
white man. Yet we term ourselves 
an enlightened people—but in reality 
only advanced three or four hundred 
years from that of the Indians or 
other aborigines. 

From “Ancient History of North 
America,” by Dr. M. Much, in Annual 
Report of the Smithsonian Institution, 
1871, p. 482: “The pipes are peculiar 
to America. They are called mound- 
pipes, on account of their being found 
almost exclusively in the  altar- 
mounds. The Indians were in all 
probability the first smokers, and so 
great was the esteem in which they 
held the enjoyment derived from it 
that they devoted more labor and skill 
upon their pipes than upon their 
weapons. The pipes are of stone, 
with a base in some cases 5 inches 
long, one end of which forms the 
stem. The bowls are in the center 
of the base and are about 1 or 1% 
inches high. These bowls are in most 
cases fashioned in imitation of hu- 
man heads, with all the characteris- 
tics of the Indian race upon them, or 
various animals, which are so faith- 
ful that they can be recognized at 
once; a fact which is the more sur- 
prising, since the pipes are fashioned 
of a single piece of very hard stone. 
The pipes of baked clay found in New 
York and elsewhere seem to belong 
to a later period. The Indians of to- 
day also devote considerable attention 
to the adornment of their pipes. 
Many are cut from the red pipe-clay 
of the West, which was discovered 
by the celebrated artist and ethno- 
grapher Catlin. The beds of this clay 
were considered as on neutral ground 
by the Indians.”

In the middle of one of the princi- 
pal highways through the reservation 
is a boulder called “Spirit rock,” and 
a legend is related to the effect that 
when the stone is entirely disinte- 
grated the Menominee Tribe will cease 
to exist.

The Jivaro Head Hunters 


The research on the history of the 

Jivaros reveals this interesting data, 
by one Thomas F. Lee, prepared in 
1927 for the then popular Mentor 
magazine. Lee had first-hand infor- 
mation as is revealed here: 
_ “There is a tribe of head-hunters liv- 
ing in Ecuador on one of the upper 
reaches of a branch of the Amazon. 
Not long ago I paid a visit to their 
old chief. I had picked up his nep- 
hew, who acted as interpreter and 
go-between. 

“The nephew paused at the en- 
trance to the big house. The old man 
was at home but not expecting callers. 
He turned, and at the sight of me 
glanced quickly behind him and then 
backed away. 

“The nephew spoke to him in In- 
dian dialect, explaining that I was a 
friend—a good friend—and that I 
brought him gifts, to which the old 
savage evidently replied: 

“Yes, yes—I know—I know—but 
don’t let him come near me.’ 

I knew that he was old, but there 
was nothing in that splendid physique 
to indicate age. His hair was long, 
stright, and black, and there was even 
a touch of nobility in his face. He 
wore a breechcloth, small earrings. 
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and a string of tigers’ teeth about his 
neck. In pose and movement he was 
as unconsciously graceful as a wild 
animal. 

“Three of his wives were present— 
two of them unbelievably ugly, wrin- 
kled, old; the third, a rather comely 
young savage with a baby swung to 
her back. Their bodies were painted 
with a whitish pigment, and each 
wore a short apron. 

“Every hour of my stay with these 
savages was filled with interest. Most 
extraordinary was the old chief’s de- 
scription of head preserving, disclos- 
ing an art of which little is known 
in the matter-of-fact ‘“Yanquilandia” 
(South American name for U.S.A.). 

“The interview was carried on 
through the nephew. My questions 
were in Spanish and the warrior’s 
story was told in the guttural mono- 
syllables of his own tongue. 

“*When the enemy heads are 
brought in,’ he explained, ‘the tribe 
is called together for a ten days’ 
feast. Fowls, fish, iguanas, armadil- 
los, plantains, corn and liquor (made 
from the coconut) are all made ready 
here in the big house. Then for ten 
days everyone feasts except the ‘skil- 
led one,’ who must cure, mold and re- 
shape the features of the victim. 


“<“First the skin at the base and 
sides of the head is slit and all bones 
removed. While this is being done, 
an assistant has prepared tannin 
from the bark of the diva-diva and 
dry sand has been made ready. When 
the bones have been removed, the 
openings of eyes, ears, mouth and 
nostrils are pegged shut. Then the 
head, after this preliminary process, 
is placed in the tannin for twenty- 
four hours, during which time it is 
gently kneaded. 

““At the end of that time it is 
partly tanned, tough and leathery. 
Then the ‘skilled one’ with the vic- 
tim’s features in mind, fills the cavity 
with hot sand and squeezes and molds 
the half-tanned skin into its original 
shape.’ 

“When he reached this point of the 
narrative, he held an imaginary head 
up before me and carefully massaged 
and pinched the features into shape 
—a graphic, horrible illustration. 

““As the sand cools, it is emptied 
and the cavity refilled with more hot 
sand. This is repeated for hours and 
for days, the ‘skilled one’ working 
silently and steadily while the drunk- 
en orgy goes on about him. 

“‘When the head is thoroughly 
cured it is about the size of a iarge 
orange; the original hair is a tangled 
mat. The resemblance to the original 
features depends upon the artistic 
ability of the worker.’ 

“¢*Who are these ‘skilled ones’?’ I 
bade the nephew ask. 

“‘They are the ‘holy ones’ among 
us who learn from their forebears the 
secret of curing and preserving these 
trophies of war. They keep the art 
alive in our tribe, Our enemies fear 
us. 

“When the revolting story was fin- 
ished he naively said to me: 


“ “Now I have told you. I have giv- 
en you the secret. When you go back

There are two imen in a 
village up the river that I do not like.”

FIREARMS FACTS AND FANCIES 


Those interested in gunmaker his- 
tory of the middle states will be in- 
terested in material on Wisconsin 
Gunmakers in the organ of the WIS-

staff of that organization and an avid 
research worker, has devoted the last 
several years to gathering the data 
which is of more than ordinary value.

Ray Riling’s weapons book catalog 
is bigger and better than all previous. 
More than just a catalog this features 
excerpts from reviews, photographs 
of guns from unusual collections (and 
Ray tells me, some of these pieces 
have never been seen by most collec- 
tors because of their rarity) and 
drawings by practically all our most 
prominent firearms artists. 

Collectors of modern ammunition 
may be happy to learn that certain 
German types made by Rheinisch- 
Westfalische Sprengstoff-Actien-Gesel- 
Ischajt are now available from Trans- 
ocean Trading Co. as are a new group 
of Czechoslovak types. The former 
come in a variety, of bullet types. 


Some of the Czechoslovakian ammuni- 
tion comes in boxes which would seem 
to indicate that the speed-up and ef- 
ficiency program is having some ef- 
fect. Boxes come with a standard 
printed label which lists manufactory, 
city and the words (printed) bullet 
weight, type, powder type, weight, etc. 
All the actual figures for the speci- 
fications are stamped on with what 
looks Jike a rubber stamp. Of course 
this means that only one standard 
label need be printed for all ammuni- 
tion of a general type; for rifles in 
this case. 


If you’re fortunate enough to have 
a Federal Document Repository near 
your home town, and [ think that 
every state has one, you might find 
some of the Congressional Reports of 
interest. 


One volume, Serial No. 2119 (1884) 
has an extensive review of the weap- 
ons, both American and foreign, on 
display at the Philadelphia Exposi- 
tion of 1876. There’s a lot of mis- 
cellaneous data including a number 
of Confederate rifles and cannon. For 
about the most complete and com-

prehensive weapons bibliography I 
have yet, and you have probably, seen 
take a look at ARMI ED ARMAIOLI, 
printed in Italy in 1939. 

It’s all in Italian but with such 
short phrases a _ dictionary’s help 
should suffice. This book does a splen- 
did job of handling Italian weapons 
of all sorts. Because of the variety 
of weapons and military subjects de- 
scribed it is arranged alphabetically 
for convenience. It contains a sizable 
dictionary (Dizionario) or what we 
might call a glossary of terms, but 
again in Italian. Anyone good at 
translating Italian would do Amer- 
ican gun-collectors a tremendous fa- 
vor by making this fine work avail- 
able to us in English.

Anyone who has ever shot the old 
cap and ball Colt revolvers may have 
experienced the aggravating shooting- 
loose of the loading-lever catch. This 
happened to me some time back and 
I thought I’d try shooting it as in 
the photo, using the lever as an aid 
in steadying the piece. The first shot 
sprayed my left hand with burning 
powder (ouch!), but by wearing a 
glove reasonably good shooting could 
be done. It has never been suggested 
by any references so far as I know, 
but with thousands of such weapons 
issued over the years it would seem 
impossible that the idea might not 
have suggested itself to soldier and 
civilian alike and seen some use. Any- 
one ever hear of such going’s on sev- 
enty or eighty years back? 


Cartridge Notes 


By FRANK WHEELER 


Harry Wandrus has argued me in- 
.to doing an item on Cartridge Collect- 
ing for HOBBIES, in view of the con- 
siderable interest in this hobby, and 
the scarcity of magazine items bear- 
ing on the subject. Some of you may 
remember the departments conducted 
by me in the old “Relics” magazine, 
and later in “Dealer & Collector,” 
both of which are no longer published. 
My present idea is to do this one on 
much the same pattern, of my taking 
up questions submitted by readers, 
rather than working up the article 
strictly on my own. I think a column 
has much more interest if it has a 
bearing on the reader’s own collection, 
and questions, than if confined oniy 
to the writer’s own ideas. 


In the past ten years, national in- 
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terest in cartridge collecting as a 
hobby, has grown as fast, as any 
other to my knowledge. I have had 
contacts with a large number of car- 
tridge collectors over the years, and 
I know there are some really serious 
collectors in this country. 

Until very recently, the cartridge 
collector had no book on the subject 
to turn to, as have collectors:in prac- 
tically every other field. However, in 
December, 1948, two books appeared, 
almost together, one strictly for the 
collector, the other for the arms ex- 
pert, ballistic student, and collector. 
Logan’s “Cartridges” is the collector’s 
book, and White-Munhall’s “Center 
Fire Metric Pistol & Revolver Car- 
tridges” is the other. Before this, 
we had Johnson & Haven’s “Ammuni- 
tion,” but it was written more from 
a military standpoint—although at 
that time, it was a find, being the 
only thing of its kind. 


I continually receive inquiries, seek- 
ing to identify a given specimen, or 
trying to discover more about the use 
of some odd number, or the history 
of some cartridge manufactory. It 
is my thought that the answers would 
prove of general interest, if given 
through the columns of HOBBIES 
rather than being confined to a per- 
sonal reply. If you readers agree 
with me, please send along your car- 
tridge questions. I’ll be glad to ans- 
wer, as well as I can, through the 
columns of this magazine. 

This first article is merely for the 
purpose of explaining our aims. 
you cartridge collectors are interested, 
let us hear from you. Send along 
any questions you wish, or if you have 
some item of especial rarity in your 
collection, we’ll be glad to hear of it. 

A cartridge that not many of you 
collectors have seen, the Scarce Ex- 
perimental U. S. .60 cal. Machine 
Gun, tested by the Army in 1944. It 
proved too powerful for the use in- 
tended. I understand from an Army 
man, who had something to do with 
the tests that the firing was so violent 
that the guns shook to pieces too 
quickly to make it feasible for service. 

You can get an idea of its size from 
the ruler in each photo. Each car- 
tridge, being experimental and not in 
regular production, is lathe turned, 
rather than being of drawn brass as 
the regular issue cartridges are. The 
bullet is of steel, also lathe turned, 
with collar of copper to bear on the 
rifling in the barrel. 
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Handmade Chinese 
Automatic Pistol 


Probably more than any other 
national group the Chinese have (as 
individuals) been inclined toward 
making home-made copies of modern 
firearms. Very few of these have 
presented any novel features in the 
way of actions, some have been in- 
operable because the maker did not 
know what he was doing, and a 
great many have been unsafe to 
shoot. Nonetheless, done with a 
patience to be found only among 
the Orientals, some of these have 
been fine specimens of workmanship, 
and like that shown (in the collec- 
tion of Mr. Frank Wheeler, to whom 
I offer thanks for the photo and in- 
formation), very presentable and 
eye-appealing. If we cannot gain 
any mechanical knowledge from 
them, we can, in this case anyway, 
learn something about the art of 
making pistols with smooth, clean 
lines. This piece was picked up by 
a United States soldier in Liuchow, 
China, which city name has been 
scratched on the grips. 

Briefly, the physical character- 
istics of the piece are as follows:

The 1922 
Czech Model Pistol 


The Model 1922 is among the rarer 
pistols to be found in this country, 
only one specimen being known. It 
was probably made for the export 
trade in addition to home consump- 
tion. The only catalog record of it 
seen to date would seem to indicate 
an English market since the factory 
name is given as CZECHOSLOVAK 
ARMS FACTORY LTD. It is de- 
scribed as being “remarkable by its 
simplicity, careful manufacture and 
pretty shape, and this qualifies it as 
one of the best arms of such caliber 
for civilian usage.” So far as is 
known, this pistol was made up to 
1936, the above mentioned specimen 
bearing the proof year mark 1923. 
Markings on the slide, or what would 
be the slide in most pistols, are 
Ceska Zbrojovka Ake. V Praze and 
various Czech proof marks. No evi- 
dence is present to indicate its export 
to this country. The one illustrated 
was probably brought over as a result 
of the war. The Czech Arms Co. made 
the M1927 Czech Army Pistol in 9MM 
Short caliber. 

The construction of this weapon is 
very unusual in that what appears to 
be a slide is the slide housing; the 
only part of the true slide is that 
portion projecting out over the rear 
of the grip and safety. The thumb 
safety is “on” in rear position and 
locks the sear. Grips are of smooth, 
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polished walnut with a cast brass CZ 
medallion on the left side. Physical 
characteristics of the piece are as

Six Czech 
Automatic Pistols 


It may come as a surprise to some 
to learn than an entire pamphlet has 
been devoted to .25 caliber pistols 
and the reason for this will become 
apparent only if one realizes that 
they lend themselves to this dis- 
stinction on two counts; they are 
al! the products of a relatively little 
known family and they are only a 
few of the many weapons in the 
world which are bandied about, nev- 
er being properly identified. The 
author, as a collector of Czech 
weapons, has felt the lack of perti- 
nent literature in his _ particular 
field and has also felt that a founda- 
tion might well be started with this 
work. 

Each pistol is treated as a unit 
through the same sort of loose out- 
line for each.

While it is true 
enough that none of these pistols 
is an antique, some, such as the 
practically unknown and_ unseen 
PRAGA and Model 1922 are so rare 
in this country that all collectors,

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Old Cigarette Pictures 


Peter A. Brannon, writing in the 
Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser, a while 
back, gave many fine historical points 
on the history of cigarette pictures, 
which deserve dissemination among 
collectors. Brannon writes: 


“A few of the old timers can re- 
member back to the days of cigarette 
pictures. This statement is not solely 
applied to men but many of today’s 
grandmothers can, if they will, recall 
these paste-board likenesses of full 
figured actresses, muscular prize fight- 
ers and the svelte baseball players 
of the gay 90’s, for while no lady 
smoked cigarettes in those days, she 
did see her brothers trading these 
little prize package souvenirs, and will 
remember. 

“My old collection has long since 
passed out of my hands but recently 
I have been so many times importuned 
to write of this period of American 
history that through the aid of some 
correspondence I have been able to 
get a few of the representative types 
and have enjoyed rebuilding that in- 
teresting story of these characters 
and the part they played in the life 
of that time. Even this late I have 
learned a good deal more about them 
than I knew then. One should re- 
member that those were not the days 
of grapefruit juice for breakfast and 
abstinence from fats, but olive oil, 
plenty of bread, starch and the fat- 
tening vitamins, (even-though no one 
knew anything by that name then) 
were much more the vogue and ladies 
were plump. Actresses were more 
often pictured in their plumpness 
than others because they were proud 
of those hour-glass curves and round 
hips and shapely legs. 

“One of my correspondents has re- 
ferred to these pictures as indicative 
of ‘what the best dressed ladies wore 
in the gay 90’s.’ He characteristically 
says ‘there sure must not have been 
any shortage of meat and potatoes.’ 

“The cigarette companies vied with 
one another in the distinctive selection 
of the subjects which made up the 
sets placed in each package sold to 
the public. The contest was that each 
collector try to get one of all the 
series. Obviously, in the acquirement 
of them there were many duplicates 
and the boys of that day, now the 
discerning students of the folk cus- 
toms of yesterday, must of necessity 
swap with each other in order that 
these sets might reach some semblance 
of completeness, particularly when 
you remember that there were 400 
different characters in some sets and 
that the Sweet Caporals and Virginia 
Brights frequently had the same char- 
acter in their sets but the picture 
used by the Virginia Brights was a 
different one of the same person from 
that used in Sweet Caporals. 

“Some of the sets issued by the 
different cigarette manufacturers col- 
lected then by many of the younger 
generation, and a few of the older 
ones, and now only by the older ones 
for they are too expensive for the 
small boy’s weekly allowance, are 


Sweet Caporals; the Actress set— 
2,000 cards; Kinney’s, a Military set 
—614 cards. Kinney Brothers also 
issued dancers, butterflies; surf beau- 
ties; each in sets of fifty; World 
Leaders; animals; Naval _ vessels; 
famous American running horses; 
famous English horses and American 
trotting horses, (those who pulled the 
two wheel carts) all in sets of twenty- 
five. 

Kimbal issued a set of Dancing 
girls, one of the Goddesses of the 
Greeks and Romans, and Arms of the 
Dominions of the world, in sets of 
fifty, and one showing the coins of 
the world, having seventy-two cards 
to the set. Goodwin issued a prize 
fighters’ series of fifty. They also 
issued a set of fifty dogs and a set 
showing fifty different occupations of 
woman. 

“W. Duke & Sons issued a series 
of great Americans; vehicles of the 
world and rulers showing the flag of 
the country and coat of arms of that 
country, each in sets of fifty, and this 
concern, the forerunner of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, published a 
set of fifty small booklets each of 
which contained sixteen pages of his- 
tory and biography, one for each 
American General, both Union and 
Confederate Generals. included. 

“Duke’s Actress cards were square 
and there were 240 in the set. 


“Allen & Ginter were the earliest 
cigar people to issue cigarette cards, 
a few pictures being published as 
early as 1881. Most of their series 
were in sets of fifty. They included 
native costumes; celebrated pirates; 
celebrated .American Indian chiefs; 
the birds of America; distinguished 
American editors and sovereigns of 
the world. Honest Long Cut, a very 
popular smoking tobacco in its day, 
published the Industries of several 
states, at least 250 of them; baseball 
pictures; flags and costumes, and a 
set of sea captains; and, as well, be- 
witching, risque pictures of actresses. 
Gail Tobacco Company issued bicycle 
and trick riders, as well us circus 
pictures. 

“The series issued to advertise Vir- 
ginia Brights were replicas-in-minia- 
ture of the then current cabinet 
photos. Probably the present day 
reader would not know what a ‘cabi- 
net’ photo is, so I will tell you that 
it was a sepia brown, gloss finish 5x7 
picture. Most of these and many of 
the Sweet Caporals of that type, illus- 
trating the actresses dated from about 
1887 to 1900. Nina Farrington; Lil- 
lian Russell; Louise Montague; de 
Wolf Hopper and Della Fox who co- 
starred; Maude Adams; Henrietta 
Crossman; Melba; Engilina Allen; 
Allie Gilbert; Lulu Mortimer; Alice 
Brigham; Mlle. Saracco; Isabel Urqu- 
hart; Sibyl Sanderson; May Howard; 
Arlene Stanley; Viola Clifton; Sarah 
Bernhardt and a few others are in 
my now forming collection. 

“Game chickens, world leaders and 
a few others, not by any means ap- 
proaching a fair sample of the field, 
are also in my hands which have 
lately come, in a_ great. measure 
through the aid of Dr. W. P. Taylor, 
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of Monongahela, Pa., and Paul Mas- 
ser, Detroit, Mich. The Doccor’s col- 
lection includes 11,000 different ones, 
of the more than 22,000 which had 
been issued up to 1915. Having now 
reached the age of discretion the Doc- 
tor feels that he can indulge and has 
collected in late years many. of the 
kind which as a kid his parents told 
him it would be just too bad if he 
was caught with one. These include 
the actresses in tights and some of 
them which show too much of their 
legs. He began when he was ten 
years old; he is now on the other side 
of sixty. When I was around fifteen, 
I had quite a good many and sstill 
have some of the remnants but not 
anything but the commoner kini. I 
don’t know but what I would accept, 
even this late in life, anything which 
might be offered me and I think I will 
keep an open mind on the subject in 
case anyone wishes to tempt me. 

“A very interesting card which I 
recently acquired is one of the Sweet 
Caporal series. It shows a picture 
of the Commanding Officer of the 
Montgomery Grays, Alabama Militia. 
His face looks a little familiar and 
I think I will see if I can’t get Cap- 
tain Ed Amerine to identify him for 
me. The Leaders series of Kinney 
Brothers included George Washing- 
ton; Napoleon Bonaparte; Lord Wel- 
lington; LaFayette; General Grant; 
General Lee on Traveler, even though 
Traveler is of the wrong color; Com- 
modore Farragut; General Winfied 
Scott; Alexander the Great; Mary 
Queen of Scots; Jenny Lind; Patti; 
Mary Anderson and several others. 

“Early Sweet Caporals and Vir- 
ginia Brights included the series 
known now as the ‘risque pictures of 
the gay 90’s.’ Even though they are 
so classified, the ladies wore tights or 
opera length black stockings. The 
earliest of the baseball series was is- 
sued by the Old Judge Cigarette Fac- 
tories of Goodwin & Company and 
they dated well before 1900. The 
National and Southern Leagues come 
in there. 


“Imported and Oriental cigarettes, 
some of which were cork-tipped, were 
put out by Hassan and also by Anar- 
gyros who issued Moguls. The Toast 
series including portraits and repro- 
ductions of celebrated pictures, as well 
as a College series were distributed 
with the Murad cigarette. Mark 
Twain’s toast carried with his por- 
trait, is to Woman, a parody, ‘Who 
pleases when she puzzles and puzzles 
when pleases.’ There are twenty-four 
colleges in that series. With the ex- 
ception of Louisiana, Loyola, David- 
son and Furman University, they are 
all north of the Mason-Dixon Line. 
Mecca cigarettes issued a prize fight- 
ers series and the picture of James 
J. Jeffries shows results of all his 
battles from July 1897 through Au- 
gust 26, 1904, when he knocked out 
Jack Monroe in San Francisco in two 
rounds. Incidentally, Mr. Jeffries 
next fight was the one in which he 
lost the championship. In order to 
appeal to those who sought a foreign 
flavor and who tried to kid themselves 
that they were smoking Oriental ciga-

My mother shares the doll room 
with me, and houses there her col- 
lection of miniature cups and saucers, 
which numbers some 300. These are 
displayed in_ electrically lighted 
cabinets, which are a panorama of 
color and beauty. Here are some of 
the finest porcelains, decorated by 
artists of long ago. After obtaining 
the very choice types of porcelains, 
such as Meissen, Capo-Di-Monte, 
Sevres, etc., Mother decided to. go in 
for the very unusual and unique 
shapes in cups, and you can see cups 
shaped as a big red radish, a wal- 
nut, tennis ball, and many others. 
These tiny cups and saucers range 
in size from about one-quarter inch 
to four inches. There is just one 
giant cup and saucer that towers 
over all. The cup is five inches in 
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diameter. Mother could not resist it 
and simply had to bring it home. Its 
miniature figures all in relief on the 
cup, make it truly a beauty in work- 
manship, color and design. 

Father’s pet hobby is his dog col- 
lection which is housed in what is 
known as our “Dog House.” The walls 
lined with cabinets house 800 dog 
figures, in every conceivable materi- 
al made such as bronze, ivory, wax, 
and early porcelains. He has a spe- 
cial group of the early porcelain pug 
dogs, a breed becoming more scarce 
with the passing years. 

Another hobby that my father has 
taken up during the past three years 
is wood carving. He has made a 
miniature house which is completely 
furnished, with five rooms, and elec- 
trically lighted. He has carved all 
the furniture, even to upholstering 
the tiny chairs.

CHEMICAL STUDY OF 
ANCIENT COINS

only a few dropped as low as 97 per 
cent. 

“The inescapable conclusion seems 
to be that the Romans knew and ap- 
plied a highly efficient process for the 
purification of the native gold that 
entered into their coinage,” he de- 
clared, “and that they were also able 
consistently to produce purified metal 
of a very high degree of fineness.” 

He found that Roman coins of the 
fourth and fifth centuries had a 
slightly lower and less uniform gold 
content. This, he believes, may have 
been caused by some loss of technical 
knowledge and skill or may have been 
due to economic reasons. 

“In general, these experimental re- 
sults are of significance for the his- 
tory of metallurgy as indicating the 
high degree of knowledge and skill 
in the metallurgy of gold extant in 
Roman times,” according to Dr. Caley. 

He found, in addition, that four 
coins of ancient Persia and Macedon 
dating from the 4th century B. C. also 
showed a gold content of 98 per cent 
or higher. Dr. Caley observed that 
this may indicate a much earlier ex- 
istence of a degree of metallurgical 
knowledge and skill similar to that 
of the Romans.

A friend of this department wrote 
recently about how a Christmas card 
found in the cluttered home of a late 
New York State recluse uncovered an 
obscure trail to her six heirs in the 
British Isles. The heirs, all cousins, 
received about $30,000 from her 
estate.

Among the unusual items in the 
collection of Joseph Nardone, New 
York City, are specimens on which 
human hair was used as a trimming 
in 1909 “Pin-Up” Girl cards; others 
feature pressed flowers, hand-em- 
broidery, fur and plaster; one for 
striking matches, and a phonograph 
record that actually plays Carmen. 

One of the special sections in Nar- 
done’s collection is devoted to early 
views of New York City. They depict 
the New York that is gone. There 
is one view of the Astor Stable, horse 
drawn fire wagons, an egg-farm in 
Flatbush, one of the Old Delmonicos, 
the Flat-Iron Building under con- 
struction, and the Park Row Building, 
then described as the “tallest building 
in the world.” 

We wonder if anyone can match 
Nardone’s most most prized post card 
—the Italian printed postal card of 
the Sacred Pope Pius the 10th, at 
the beginning of his reign, which 
shows his photo and signature on one 
side, and his favorite aria, the Ave 
Maria on the other—highly engraved, 
individually and serially numbered.

their fighting strength being about 
200 men, but individual members oc- 
cupied important officers at the Scot- 
tish Court, and attained high emi- 
nence in the Roman Church. Their 
home is amid the wild mountain 
scenery of Strathglass, Inverness- 
shire, and the family seat Erchless 
Castle, a striking and picturesque old 
tower. Their badge is ‘fern’ and 
‘alder.’ ” 

On the picture side of the card are 
the colors red, black and white, with 
a boar’s head in a shield, with The 
Chisholm, in gold and white, over it, 
and ferns surrounding an inset pic- 
ture of Strathglass, a stream running 
between rocky mountains. 


Mrs. Gee says that the card was 
mailed from a friend who visited 
Europe in 1907. 

Mrs. Gee says also that the his- 
torical cards of particular interest to 
her are those she has relating to the 
Spanish-American War, directly or 
indirectly in which her husband 
served. One is the Temple of Music, 
where President McKinley was shot, 
with photos of both the president and 
Mrs. McKinley in the upper left and 
right hand corners. Mrs. Gee won- 
ders if this was one of a set. The 
only identifying mark is “A—9335” 
on the address side. 

One numbered A—9836 has Theo- 
dore Roosevelt’s photo in the upper 
left hand corner, and it also pictures 
“Wilcox House, Buffalo, N. Y.,” 
where President Roosevelt took the 
oath of office after McKinley’s death. 

The other card, numbered “A— 
9337,” shows photos of Mr. and Mrs. 
McKinley’s and Milburn Residence, 
Buffalo, N. Y., where President Mc- 
Kinley died. 

Another of a later date, but with 
no serial identification, shows Mc- 
Kinley Monument, Buffalo, N. Y., and 
Mrs. McKinley’s photo on the left and 
President McKinley’s on the right 
hand upper corner. 

Another McKinley card postmarked 
June 1, 1926, shows a large boulder, 
with a large plate on it, with the 
inscription: 

“In the Pan-American 

Temple of Music 
Which covered this spot 
President McKinley 


Was fatally shot Sept. 6, 1901.” 
(This maker placed by the Buffalo Historical Society)

I have been asked to write about 
the use of minerals by the Mound 
Builders of Spiro; that is, this maga- 
zine did the asking. May I say that 
other materials than these minerals 
will be spoken of in this paper and 
a firm scientific division between 
minerals and related compositions 
will not be allowed. 

The Indians who built the Spiro 
Mound and lived in the village near- 
by were part of a vast civilization 
that flourished in the central part of

approximately 
1500 years ago. They ‘were farmers 
and hunters, with a highly developed 
governmental system, a very com- 
plex and colorful religious system, 
and were quite skilled in the arts. 

Spiro Mound was located on the 
south bank of the Arkansas River, 
about seven miles from Spiro, Okla- 
homa, a small town in LeFlore 
County. 

At this point, the river forms a 
great horseshoe bend enclosing about 
eighteen square miles on three sides. 
Within the area was the Spiro Mound 
and village, and also a wealth of 
other mounds and villages, all more 
or less related to the Spiro Site. 

Most interesting, richest and pro- 
lific of the Spiro Site, with its eight 
mounds and forty-five house sites, 
was the Craig Mound. It was three- 
hundred feet long, one-hundred fif-

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teen feet wide, and thirty-three feet 
high, a large conical mound with 
three small attached humps. 

Spiro Mound was discovered in 
1933. It was roughly and crudely ex- 
ploited by commercial diggers for al- 
most three years at which time the 
University of Oklahoma, the Uni- 
versity of Tulsa, with the help of the 
W. P. A., excavated what was ieft in 
a scientific manner. 

The material from the latter exca- 
vations is in the University of Okla- 
homa, University of Tulsa, Oklahoma 
Historical Society, and Frank Phil- 
lips Woolaroc Museum. I got in the 
act by furnishing money. 

I will confine most of my remarks 
to the material that is on display at 
Woolaroc Museum. 

As we go from exhibit to exhibit, 
the first thing that strikes us is the 
highly developed artistic sense of 
these people. As we study their 
handicraft, we marvel at the exten- 
sive trade routes and communications 
these builders of the mounds must 
have had. 


The large red effigy pipe from 
Burial 99, “Lucifer”, as he was called 
by one of the archaeologists the day 
he was excavated, is made of bauxite, 
the mineral ore of aluminum. Baux- 
ite, with this particular admixture of 
ferric oxide, comes from Pulaski 
County, Arkansas, about 175 miles 
away. It has a hardness of three on 
the Mohs scale and compares favor- 
ably with our modern sculpture. 
Another effigy pipe of bauxite, one 
of white chalk, and another of gray 
silt stone, were also in this burial. 

There is one large panel display 
in the Museum of flint knives and 
points. The scrapers are made of 
flint from Mill Creek, IIl., about 
four-hundred fifty miles away. One

knife is flint from Dover, Stewart 
County, Tenn., about  six-hundred 
fifty miles distance. Another is from 
Kay County, Oklahoma, two-hundred 
miles to the northwest. Some of the 
flint points are from the region of 
Hot Springs, Arkansas, one-hundred 
miles southeast. 

The two large pieces of paint are, 
respectively, green chrominum oxide 
and red ochre and probably belonged 
to the village artist. He also used 
white paint made of kaolin and yel- 
low paint of limonite. 


—o— 


In the table case is a wealth of 
mineral specimens fashioned into 
jewelry. The shiny black beads are 
of argillite from Webber Falls, Okla- 
homa, polished smooth as_ glass. 
There are beads of hematite and lim- 
onite, both from Leslie, Mo., a dis- 
tance of some two-hundred sixty 
miles. One bit of turquoise from 
New Mexico was also found at Spiro. 

There is also a quartz crystal, 
probably worn as a pendant, and the 
University of Oklahoma has a carved 
boatstone of quartz that was found 
at Spiro. The square-faced, silver 
looking stone is a nodule of galena, 
not worked but probably valued for 
the beauty of the mineral itself. 

Fragments of mica from Arkansas 
are shown in this next case along 
with ear spools coated with copper

And the long 
green, mace-like affairs, are serpen- 
tine celts and spuds, grouped with 
several axes and hammer stones of 
hard gray limestone. 

The cases also show the pottery 
and engraved shell of these people. 
The pottery has a wide range of 
shapes and design. Water bottles, 
bowls, ollas, beakers, Amphorae, and 
jars are common in red, brown, yel- 
low and polished black. There is no 
painted design but line drawings in- 
cised in the sides, along with model- 
ling and punctating gives a variety 
of decorative motifs. 

The shell is Busycan conch from 
the gulf of Mexico. The design shows 
realistic pictures engraved with a 
few lines and then the line filled with 
coloring matter. Some red line ‘was 
used but most of the lines are black, 
probably charcoal mixed with some 
fat — perhaps bear grease. 

Spiro was prehistoric. The influ- 
ence of the white man was not felt. 
They had no knowledge of the wheel 
or of the smelting of metals. The 
copper used was raw, exactly as min- 
ed, and was slowly pounded out to 
make breast plates and veneers for 
the polished stone work. Scientists 
tell us that the unusual preservation 
of some of the organic material in 
Spiro was due to the preserving 
qualities of this copper. 

The horse wasn’t in the New World 
at this time. All travel was by water 
or foot. The distances covered to 
bring in the various minerals and 
other materials these people used are 
a constant source of amazement to 
me. And always after strolling by 
the cases that display the Spiro ma- 
terial, I leave with a profound re- 
spect for their industry and a deeper 
appreciation of our own civilization.

It is constantly becoming more 
difficult for the amateur gem cutter 
to go out and pick up material worth 
cutting. Many good localities have 
been closed to the public while 
others have been cleaned out. How- 
ever nature seems to be doing her 
best to help out and each winter 
storm brings a wealth of new trea- 
sures to many western beaches. 
Agates and jaspers are especially 
abundant along the Oregon coast and 
those willing to don rubber boots and 
oil-skins and go out right after a 
big storm are well rewarded. 


Mineralogical Thoughts 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 
An Interesting Mixture 


We are not apt to forget a certain 
Memorial Day when we were camped 
beside a pile of rocks where the Ama- 
gosa River cuts through the Ibex 
Hills at the south end of Death Valley 
and swings north toward the great 
salt flats. This river of soda and 
brine has a retiring disposition and 
usually flows upside down under a 
blanket of sand, only coming to the 
surface when forced to, by a ledge of 
rocks. However, it sometimes be- 
comes a raging torrent and an early 
explorer who arrived after a summer 
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cloudburst reported that it could be 
navigated by steam boats! 

This particular morning there was 
no water in sight and when the sun 
came over the horizon, it felt as if 
a furnace door had been opened. It 
was obviously going to be a typical 
Death Valley late spring day.- 

We had planned on hiking. up to 
the Avawatz Mountains, one of the 
least explored regions left in this part 
of the world, and so we started out 
loaded with picks, sacks and canteens 
as well as lunch. 

It was easy going at first and we 
made rapid progress. Then gullies 
began to appear and the farther we 
went the deeper they became so we 
were constantly climbing in and out 
of them. To make matters worse we 
had constantly to be on guard against 
rattlesnakes. These creatures never 
venture out into the hot sunshine but 
remain coiled up at the base of bushes 
or in the shade of rocks. They yreatly 
object to visitors and no one need 
think that a disgruntled rattler is 
not dangerous when the temperature 
is over 100°. They can strike like 
lightning and the effect may be as 
disasterous, so it is best for the hiker 
to walk well away from rocks and 
bushes. 

As we walked along with our eyes 
on the ground we began to see little 
pieces of some yellowish mineral par- 
tially buried in the hot sand, and 
investigation showed that it was a 
type of material with which we were 
not familiar. Such was our introduc- 
tion to ophicalcite. 

The books place ophicalcite under 
serpentine and state that it is an inti- 
mate mixture of that mineral with 
calcite. We have since obtained it 
from other localities on the desert, 
the best specimens coming from the 
Panamint Mountains west of Death 
Valley. The color is yellowish or 
yellowish-white and the texture firm 
enough to take a good polish. How- 
ever serpentine is a rather soft min- 
eral and of course this material could 
not be used for gem stones, although 
a ring set that we had cut from an 
unusually bright piece found that 
first day is really quite pretty.

Uranium “Rush” 

It begins to look as if the gold rush 
of ’49 would have its counterpart in 
the uranium rush of 1949. In fact it 
is already off to a good start with 
wonderful “discoveries” being re- 
ported on all sides. Each one is good 
for a lot of headlines and plenty of 
publicity, and unfortunately in some 
cases at least that is all. This ap- 
pears to be especially true in this part 
of the country where we are informed 
by an extremely reliable source that 
careful investigation has shown ab- 
solutely no basis for the claims. We 
note that in each case the name of 
the same “chemist” has been associ- 
ated with the “discovery,” and it ap- 
pears that we are not the only ones 
who have done some wondering. We 
suggest that uranium prospectors 
should have their samples checked by 
a source that is above suspicion as it 
may save them a lot of disappoint- 
ment. te 
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Theatrical History From Old Publications

Old magazines are a treasure trove 
of information for collectors. Filled 
with riches, yours for the hunting, 
they are as exciting as any penny 
dreadful when, buried in some dry 
article, you find the answers to some 
of the many things you want to know 
about your pet interest. Through 
their pages you live, briefly, in the 
past, your collection comes alive as 
no amount of imagination can en- 
liven it nor fancy displaying enrich it. 

Perhaps no collecting fraternity 
will get more out of publications of 
the past than students of theatrical 
history for the theatre is very old, has 
always excited men’s curiosity and 
been an unending source of material 
for writers and reporters. Because 
actors, from earliest days, have been 
unusual people, young and old have 
reveled in detailed reports of their 
doings. 

It is doubtful if any other group 
has caused as much to be written for 
public enlightment or amusement as 
the organization known as La Come- 
die Francais in Paris, France. One 
article published in the Galaxy maga- 
zine, August, 1870, is of especial in- 
terest, both for theatre enthusiasts 
and those collecting Napoleonic ma- 
terial. The magazine is one of those 
small paper back volumes literally 
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nN. 3. jiy1003 
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stuffed with literary gold, from fea- 
tured writings by Mark Twain, to a 
lengthy discourse on American Timid- 
ity by Titus Munson Coan. It has 
twelve pages by an unnamed writer, 
probably on the editorial staff, who 
should be applauded for preserving 
for present days such a detailed re- 
port of what he calls, “Inopportune 
legislation, not uncalled for, nor un- 
necessary, but inopportune strictly in 
time, circumstance and place.” He 
refers to the “Decree of Moscow,” an 
order of Napoleon’s, signed at the 
ruins of the Kremlin in the midst of 
blood and desolation for the purpose 
of giving a definite organization to 
the dramatic establishment called La 
Comedie Francais and of fixing the 
duties, privileges and responsibilities 
of the actors attached to it. 

An ardent supporter of the drama, 
Napoleon had caused theatres to be 
erected in all the imperial residences 
and had made friends with Talma. 
He had hardly ever assembled a con- 
gress of sovereigns or signed an 
armistice in royal company without 
the presence of the players. His long 
cherished project, attended at such a 
time, possibly served to delude the 
people into believing that the calamity 
was not so bad as it seemed. But the 
document, which contained one hun- 
dred pages and was signed in Moscow 
on the 15th of October, 1812, was 
published in the Moniteur in Decem- 
ber and caused the journals of the day 
to burst forth with “sarcasms, epi- 
grams and criticism of this remark- 
able state paper.” “A decree from 
Moscow,” exclaims one of them, “upon 
the French Comedians! We admire, 
Sire, that force of genius, that heroic 
insensibility, which permits you to 
busy yourself with the concerns of a 
dozen actors in the midst of the most 
fearful disaster ever inflicted upon a 


-nation by the wrath of an offended 


Heaven.” 

The remarkable thing about this 
plan of organization for the French 
players appears to be that, though 
drawn up and discussed under those 
terrible conditions, it helped to make 
the Comedie the First Theatre in the 
world and served, with few modifica- 
tions, to meet all needs and emer- 
gencies for more than fifty years. 

This was a theatre of theatres 
whose foundations in history and 
literature, were laid by a king and 
cardinal with Moliere to help; whose 
base in stone and mortar was built 
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by the tri-consuls; whose rules and 
regulations were drawn up by Na- 
poleon; whose rent was given by the 
State; whose managers, men of cul- 
ture, refinement and taste, were ap- 
pointed by the State; whose members 
were life members, some Knights of 
the Legion of Honor and whose stand- 
ing custom it was to perform plays 
from the old classic repertory twice 
a week for the benefit of students, 
foreigners and antiquarians even 
though it did not pay. 

All the actors were vitally inter- 
ested in the venture. They were 
called “comedians in ordinary to the 
Emperor,” constituted a society under 
the direction of a manager appointed 
and paid by the government and each 
shared in the year’s receipts after 
expenses were paid. .There was no 
room for the actor’s besetting weak- 
ness, vanity. Nor was there a chance 
of establishing a system of “one star 
and twenty sticks.” 


Actors notified of election to the 
society were required to agree to play 
upon the boards of the Comedie ex- 
clusively for a period of twenty years 
when they could retire upon a pen- 
sion of four thousand francs a year. 
Disabled actors were retired on a full 
pension if deemed worthy. There 
were numerous doubles and under- 
studies on weekly salaries, all subject 
to most stringent regulations and able 
to look forward to possible member- 
ship under favorable circumstances. 


The Comedie was required to place 
upon the boards one new piece and 
two old ones once a month. Plays 
were chosen by a reading committee 
made up of the nine oldest life mem- 
bers. Authors received one eighth of 
each night’s receipts after deduction 
of one third for expenses for four or 
five act plays and one twelfth for 
three act plays and one sixteenth for 
plays of one or two acts. Under 
peculiar circumstances the Fellows 
were permitted to make their own 
bargains, these circumstances seeming 
to exist when the authors happened 
to be named Victor Hugo, Alexandre 
Dumas or Emile Augier. After an 
author had had a stated number of 
plays accepted he was given the free- 
dom of the theatre for life. 


Few actors withdrew from such 
honored appointments though one, M. 
Brindeau, withdrew in 1854 and mi- 
grated to vaudeville. To supply the 
theatre with young talent pupils 
were kept in constant training at the 
Conservatoire, nine of each sex, all 
over fifteen years of age. They were 
required to study grammar, history, 
and mythology as it applied to drama- 
tic art. The Comedie thus backed by 
Royalty exercised Royal privilege, too, 
requiring any actor appearing in any 
theatre, when summoned by the or- 
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ganization, to give one year’s notice 
and join the rank and file of the 
chosen. 

With all its rules and carefully 
thought out plans for the good of the 
players, there was one thing Na- 
poleon’s order could not do and that 
was make the French audience ap- 
plaud and actors must have applause. 
Therefore, the claque of hired ap- 
plauders, which had originated in the 
theatres in 1804, carried on, and re- 
mained a blot on an otherwise perfect 
record of achievement. 

“So,” the writer concludes, “Na- 
poleon I managed a theatre and man- 
aged it well. The fact is Napoleon 
was much of an actor himself and 
was perfectly aware of it, for, in giv- 
ing a lesson in declamation to Talma 
he said ‘You visit me often, Talma. 
You see around me princes who have 
lost their dominions; kings who have 
lost their thrones; princesses who 
have lost their lovers; you see dis- 
appointed ambitions. Here is tragedy, 
certainly. My place is full of it and 
I myself am assuredly the first tra- 
gedian of my time.’” 

(This is a condensed report. The 
whole article is rich in theatrical lore 
and mentions many other famous 
names. DB.)

A Munsey’s magazine in 1899 pic- 
tures the famous Rookwood Indian 
card back, one of a series of Congress 
Playing cards. The ad states that 
social success may be assured by giv- 
ing an Indian Card Party using Indi- 
an Head Cards. “Unusual opportuni- 
ties are offered for decoration and 
display which should make it a fav- 
orite with hostesses who enjoy the 
distinction of giving novel entertain- 
ments.” Full instructions for the 
party are given in the booklet, “En- 
tertaining with Cards” available for 
a two-cent stamp.

Obviously they 
must have offered cards picturing 
Dicken’s characters to spice the 
party. Around the edge of the page 
advertisement are pictured some 
popular cards designs .. . birds, 
spider in web, old mill, waterfall, 
thatched cottage, stream under 
bridge, sailing vessel, woman sitting 
in crescent moon, and_ spinning 
wheel. Also pictured are the Queen 
of Hearts of some deck showin 
heads of popular actresses, a BPO 
card back with Elk’s head, and two 
amusing cards, a King of Hearts, the 
King being as Irish as Paddy with a 
pipe in his mouth and a spade over 
his shoulder, and a Queen of Clubs, 
a decorative mama with white hair 
parted in the center, cowl-like draped 
head dress, and embroidered madon- 
na-like robes. She is facing right 
toward a round disc from which 
springs a_ conventionalized flower 
above which, and nearly touching it, 
is the club sign.

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More About Shells

There are seashells that live in 
deep water, shallow water, rocks, or 
mud, as well as the sandy beaches 
we usually picture them on. Shells 
are sometimes so tiny as to be visi- 
ble only under the microscope, and 
large ones are measured not in 
inches, but in feet. No matter what 
their size, you may be sure that the 
tiny animal inside it has a house 
perfectly designed for his require- 
ments. 


The animal in every shell is a 
soft, moist little creature, but he 
builds his own shell, from his 
“babyhood” on. Whether a bivalve, 
or a univalve, each mollusk has a 
mantle which secretes a lime mix- 
ture, with which he forms his shell. 
If he uses this lime at spaced inter- 
vals of time, there will be ridges 
on the shell, but if he places it reg- 
ularly and smoothly on the edge of 
the growing shell, it will have no 
growth lines. 


The tip, or spire of a univalve is 


usually the “baby” shell, still show-" 


ing in adulthood, and made exactly 
as the rest of the shell. 

In the bivalves, the same holds 
true, as the part near the hinge of 
the shells is the beginning of it. 

There are color glands on the 
edge of the mantle, and as the shell 
material is deposited, some color is 
added, often in regular patterns. All 
shells have three layers. The outer 
is called the periostracum. The thick, 
or prismatic layer is next, and inside, 
next to the mollusk itself, is the na- 
creous layer, secreted by the entire 
mantle, not just the edge. This may 
not be pearly, but it is always very 
smooth. 

You are familiar with the common 
bivalves, such as clams and oysters, 
and know that in order to be safe 
inside their homes, they merely 
clamp the two shells together. The 
univalve, however, is different, his 
doorway is open, so what could be 
more logical than that he make a 
door. This, most univalves do, on 
the sole of their foot, which is the 
extremity of the body, and the last 
part to withdraw into the shell, in 
case of danger. This door, or oper- 
culum as it is called, is a horny or 
a shelly plate which closes the open- 
ing of the shell. 

The little animals who live in 
these wonderful houses have hearts, 
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stomachs, breathing organs, mouths 
and occasionally eyes. 

Some eat vegetable matter and 
others are carnivorous. They move 
about seeking food, the univalves and 
many of the bivalves, on a foot 
which expands and contracts to re- 
sult in a smooth sliding motion. 
Some migrate as far as 60 miles, 
but in general they stay near their 
birthplace. In fact, some shells, as 
the scallops (Pecten family) fasten 
themselves to one spot for their 
adult life.

FOSSIL NOTES 


Fossil remains of clawed crea- 
tures which probably were related to 
the remote ancestors of hoofed ani- 
mals were obtained last summer by 
Dr. Charles L. Gazin, Smithsonian 
Institution curator of vertebrate 
paleontology, from deposits in west- 
ern Wyoming. 

These deposits, laid down in the 
Eeocne geological period, contain 
fossilized bones of mammals which 
represent various aberrant stems, as 
well as some of the earliest forms 
which may be included in the present- 
day orders or the broader groups of 
living warmblooded vertebrates. 

Notable among the remains found 
were those of Meniscotherium, a 
clawed creature about the size of a 
small sheep, representing an order 
which may have included the ances- 
try of the ungulates or hoofed ani- 
mals, but did not itself continue into 
later times. All animals of this type 
have been extinct for millions of 
years. The specimens collected have 
been added to the paleontological col- 
lections of the U. S. National Mu- 
seum. 

Among other fossils collected by 
Dr. Gazin was an excellent skull of 
Hyracotherium, popularly known as 
Kohippus, or the “dawn _ horse.” 
This creature, the size of a small 
dog, belongs in the general ancestral 
line of the horses. It already had 
hoofs, but the number for each foot 
had not yet become reduced to the 
single hoof characterizing the 
modern horse. 

Near Pipestone Springs, Mont., 
Dr. Gazin collected bones of small 
mammals of the so-called Oligocene 
geological period when ancestors of 
present species were becoming more 
clearly defined. These bones include 
those of primitive rodents, carni- 
vores, and insectivores, the latter re- 
lated to moles and shrews. 

This period is best known as the 
age of the gigantic, but small-brain- 
ed titanotheres, a completely ex- 
tinct group, remotely related to the 
ancestral rhinoceroses. The large 
bones of these creatures were rather 
abundantly preserved in lower Oligo- 
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cene beds, and are common in natur- 
al history museums. Remains of the 
smaller mammals which shared the 
world of the primeval giants are not 
so widely distributed and are _ best 
known from such localities as Pive- 
stone Springs, Mont.

Reptile Collection 


Presented to Smithsonian 


An Oklahoma school teacher has 
just presented to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution the largest collection ever 
made of some of this country’s most 
secretive and least-known animals— 
the earthwormlike burrowing snakes 
of the Southwest. 

They are insect-eating reptiles that 
spend their lives buried in sand or 
under piles of debris. They come 
to the surface so rarely that they are 
seldom seen, and very little is known 
of their ways of life. : 

Study of these obscure reptiles, the 
Sonora and Tantilla, has been the life

RUTLEDGE FAMILY 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


JULY—one of the months for 
PATRIOTS—this time paying hom- 
age to EDWARD RUTLEDGE, a 
Signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, from South Carolina, and 
also to John, his brother, another key 
man of the state. 

John and Andrew Rutledge broth- 
ers, came from Ireland, settling in 
Charlestown (now Charleston), South 
Carolina, about 1735. Andrew was a 
lawyer, John a physician, and prob- 
ably from these two men have de- 
scended nearly all, if not all, of those 
of the name in the country. 

Dr. John Rutledge was appointed 
“Surgeon of the Regiment,” when, in 
1738, William Bull, president of the 
Council of the then Province of 
South Carolina, organized a militia 
of “Gentlemen of Worth and Distinc- 
tion.” 

He had married Sarah, daughter 
of Hugh and Sarah (Boone) Hext, 
sometimes written Hicks. Sarah was 
born in 1724. She was an outstand- 
ing woman in her day, and very so- 
licitous of the education of her chil- 
dren, not only as to profession, but 
also as to character-building. At 27 
years, she was left a widow with seven 
children, John, the eldest, and Edward 
the youngest son, to be famed for 
their ‘distinctive service to their 
country.” One author speaks of 
Sarah (Hext) Rutledge as a “lady 
of respectable family, and large for- 
tune.” In 1767 and 1768 she had 
grants of land in Colleton and Berke- 
ley Counties amounting to over 4,000 
acres. In 1791, she _ entertained 
George Washington for breakfast in 
her Charleston home. 

John and Edward both finished 
their law education in England. Ed- 
ward, born in Charleston in 1749, 
went at the age of 20, and was 
eleeted to the English bar in 1772. 

In 1768, John married Elizabeth 
Grinke, and they had 6 sons and two 
daughters. He died in 1800. Ed- 
ward, May 1st, 1774, married Hen- 
rietta, daughter of Henry Middleton, 
and they had three children. She 
died in 1792, and he*married 2nd, 
Mary (Shubrick), Eveleigh. Henry 
Middleton was the son of Arthur 
Middleton, a Signer of the Declara- 
tion, and Henry was 16th Governor 
of §. C. Edward Rutledge named his 
son by Henrietta, Henry Middleton 
Rutledge, and he removed to Tenn. 
where there are still descendants. 
Edward died Jan. 23rd, 1800. 

John and Edward, the brothers, 
were both elected to the Continental 
Congress at Philadelphia in 1774, and 
their opinions were highly esteemed. 
They opposed the re-opening of Afri- 
can slave trade. One writer remarks 
that though they agreed on most 


points, and were both very influential, 
that they were quite different in dis- 
positions. “The eloquence of John 
was as a mountain torrent, and that 
of Edward like a smooth stream glid- 
ing along the plain.” 

In his diary of 1805, John Adams, 
Signer from Massachusetts, tells of 
his conversation with John Rutledge, 
who agreed with Adams, liking his 
expressions, such as “necessity of the 
case,” “excluding all ideas of taxa- 
tion, external and internal,’ etc. He 
persuaded Adams to draw up an ar- 
ticle by saying: “Come, take the pen, 
and see if you can’t produce some- 
thing that will unite us.” Thus the 
Declaration of Rights was begun. 

Edward Rutledge, the Signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, was re- 
elected to the Continental Congress 
in 1775 and 1776, but left his post 
to become active in the War of the 
Revolution, in which cause he was so 
loyal as a statesman. He became 
Captain of Artillery, and was in the 
fight at Beaufort in Feb., 1779, and 
Capt. at the fall of Charlestown. In 
Sept., 1780 he was taken prisoner, 
and was one of the “St. Augustine 
exiles,” but was exchanged in time 
to take his seat in Congress in Jan., 
1782. He was elected the 10th Gover- 
nor of South Carolina, but because 
of broken health he died nearly a year 
before his term was to expire. 

Biographers of Signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and of Chief 
Justices of the Supreme Court, as 
well as Encyclopedias of Biography 
have been consulted for this material, 
and while. they contain much more 
than can be included or would be of 
interest in this article, they do cover 
about the same ground. However, one 
writer gives us the interesting notes 
on the personal appearance of Ed- 
ward, the Signer. He says Edward 
was “of middle size, inclining to cor- 
pulency”; that he was bald with the 
exception of curly hair toward the 
back of his neck (Wonder where his 
wig was??); that his dress was old- 
fashioned. “His complexion was flor- 
id, not handsome, but the expression 
of his countenance was universally 
admired. The goodness of his teeth, 
smoothness of visage, and fine flow 
of spirits,’”’ made him seem younger 
than he looked. 

These two brothers, JOHN and 
EDWARD RUTLEDGE, we there- 
fore hold before you this 4th of July 
season, as men of quality, of educa- 
tion, of lovers of freedom, as heroes 
of their age, and yaen to be emulated 
today. 

Rutledge family history is very 
little written about, probably because 
all descendants are from these two 
brothers in the same locality. There 
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Rutledge 


is no genealogy, and few references 


in library indices to the name. From 
these references the following items 
have been culled, though more could 
have been included. 

Francis Huger, son of Hugh Rut- 
ledge, a graduate of Yale in 1821, 
became Protestant Episcopal Bishop 
of Florida in 1851, after having served 
as rector of Trinity Church in St. 
Augustine, and St. John’s in Talla- 
hassee. 

William Rutledge had a tract of 
land in New Castle Co., Pennsylvania, 
in 1715. In that state there is a Rut- 
ledge township. In Alabama, Georgia, 
New York and Tennessee, towns by 
the name. 

Some of the early 19th century 
marriages with the Rutledges in 
Tenn. were Gurley, Houston, Bird, 
and Gillespie; in Penna., Douglas; in 
Ill., Bierney and Lewis. 

James M. Rutledge was a member 
of the House of Representatives from 
Montgomery Co., Ill., in 1846. 

A Thomas Rutledge, native of 
Georgia, a ranger from Kentucky in 
the War of 1812, soon after went to 
White Co., now McLean Co., Illinois, 
where he died in 1830. He had ten 
children; William J., next to the 
youngest son, stayed on the farm to 
help his mother until his marriage to 
Eliza Duffield. A township was named 
in his honor. 

George and William J. Rutledge 
were well-known Methodist preachers 
in the Central Illinois Conference of 
the Methodist Church. They, with 
several others, were contemporaries 
with and successors to the noted Peter 
Cartwright, in the middle of the 19th 
century. 

A history of Washington (state) 
relates that William and Margarette 
Rutledge, in the early days, crossed 
the plains from Ohio to Thurston Co., 
Washington. (Why don’t they ever 
mention mountains when talking about 
these migrations. Goodness!!) Their 
daughter Jane married a Jesse Fer- 
guson living there. He had been in 
the gold rush to California, but re- 
turned to the Northwest. Descendants 
of Jesse and Jane (Rutledge) Fer- 
guson, are those in that section who 
have Rutledge blood in their veins. 

Wiley Blount Rutledge Jr., born in 
Cloverport, Ky., is the son of W. B. 
Sr., a clergyman. The Junior is a 
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graduate with A. B. in 1914, of Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, and studied law 
in University of Indiana. There and 
in other schools, he was instructor, 
mainly in law. In 1943 he was ap- 
pointed Associate Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, to succeed James F. 
Byrnes, resigned. 

Archibald Hamilton Rutledge was 
born in McClellanville, South Caro- 
lina, son of Henry Middleton and 
Margaret (Seabrook) Rutledge, so 
must be very near kin to Edward the 
Signer, who had a son Henry Mid- 
dleton Rutledge. He is author and 
poet, best known as a writer on wild 
life. He is Poet Laureate of South 
Carolina by legislation. 


This Coat-of-Arms 


Wid you notice that in the title of 
this article, the word “Family” is 
used instead of the usual term “Coat- 
of-Arms”?? Perhaps (and please par- 
don the personal pronoun for a few 
sentences—as it will be easier for 
you as well as myself) if I had in- 
vestigated the Coat-of-Arms I found, 
more carefully before deciding wheth- 
er or not to use it, I may have passed 
it by. But seeing both description 
and picture I supposed I would be 
able to check it in the authorities, so 
proceeded with the biographical and 
family data. Perhaps is a good ex- 
ample, however, particularly for those 
who are really studying this fascinat- 
ing subject. 

Read carefully: 

“On March 22, 1776, the Provin- 

cial Congress of South Carolina 

set up an independent govern- 
ment with John Rutledge as pres- 

ident. On Tuesday, April 2, 1776, 

the General Assembly passed the 

following: Resolved that his Excel-

lency the President and Comman- 
der-in-Chief, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Privy 
Council may and he is hereby 
authorized to design and cause to 
be made a Great Seal of South 
Carolina and until such an one 
can be made, to fix a temporary 
Public Seal. For a temporary 
Public seal, President Rutledge 
used his private seal bearing his 
family Coat-of-Arms ... 


This is quoted in the South Carolina 
Historical Magazine, Vol. 7, page 226. 
It is also in Ancestral Records and 
Portraits, Vol. 1, page 403, by the 
Crafton Press, in connection with the 
picture at the head of this article, 
and the following description: Ar- 
gent, on a chevron azure between 
three crescents, two lozenges gules. 
Crest: A crescent. Motto: Progredi 
non regredi. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms 
this would be a silver shield charged 
with a blue chevron between three 
crescents; and on the chevron two red 
diamond-shaped figures or lozenges. 
The crest is a crescent. 

The article says this was “from an 
old Book Plate of Edward Rutledge, 
Signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.” 

In spite of all this, there are rea- 
sons why the Coat-of-Arms is not 
correct, and also why it may not be 
a Rutledge Coat-of-Arms, or any Coat 
granted by a College of Arms. How 
these Rutledge brothers came in pos- 
session of it will be discussed later. 
Let us take these “reasons” one by 
one, first as to its correctness: 

1. The color of the crescents on 
shield and in crest, is not denoted. 
They look silver, as they have no 
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fine lines nor dots on them, but they 
can not be silver, as silver must not 
be placed on silver. (It stands to rea- 
son silver crescents could not be seen 
on a silver shield, except in outline, 
and that is not done in Heraldry. 

2. The chevron is really checked 
blue and red—horizontal lines for 
blue, and vertical for red. The de- 
scription says it is blue charged with 
two red lozenges. A lozenge is a 
diamond-shaped figure. The 2nd and 
4th squares on the chevron look dia- 
mond-shaped—nearly as one looks to- 
ward them, but in following the line 
of the chevron, they are squares. If 
they were lozenges, and placed on the 
chevron so that the points did not 
come to the edge of the chevron, as 
a lozenge should be placed, they could 
not be red, as red can not be charged 
on blue—no color on color—only color 
or fur on metal, and vice versa. 

The way the chevron is drawn and 
colored is all right for Heraldry, but 
is not described correctly. If the 
drawing is right it should read: A 
chevron chequy azure and gules; the 
description can not be right, so we 
think the drawing is meant to be as 
this last description and the person 
describing it did not understand 
Heraldry. 

8. The supporters of the shield are 
not mentioned in the description. 

Next as to whether it is a RUT- 
LEDGE Coat-of-Arms: 

1. Burke’s Colonial Gentry tells of 
the family coming from England to 
Ireland, and also says that the mural 
crown, and the motto “Coronat fides” 
were used by the family. Neither of 
these are in the Coat-of-Arms pic- 
tured and described. And neither of 
them are listed in Fairbairn’s Book 
of Crests under the Rutledge name. 


2. (But not too important as mot- 
toes are not always granted, but taken 
by any family at will)—The motto 
under this Coat-of-Arms is not given 
in Fairbairn, but ‘“Progredere ne 
regedere”—“Go forward not back,” is, 
only not for Rutledge. 

8. Burke’s General Armory, and 
several other registries of Coats-of- 
Arms do not give this Coat-of-Arms, 
but do list others under Routledge and 
Ruttledge. Burke, at least in some 
editions, does not give the pedigree 
nor Coat-of-Arms in such books as 
Landed Gentry, Commoners, Royal 
Families. The best of the Peerages 
do not give this Coat-of-Arms, but 
one does give a pedigree and states 
that this person by the name of Rut- 
ledge assumed the Lambert Coat at 
the request of one of that family— 
but this is not the Lambert bearing. 

4, The family is probably of Eng- 
lish origin, having settled in Ireland 
during the time of the Cromwells— 
but in spite of this tradition, I 
searched the ancient Irish records— 
finding no trace of Rutledge. 

5. Not willing to give away all my 
secrets, I will tell you that there ‘s 
a method by which a name of a Coat- 
of-Arms can be found from the sym- 
bols. The name of the one pictured, 
and described here can not be found 
by this method. 

Although perhaps all sources have 
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not been exhausted, it does not ap- 
pear, at least by searching the usual 
authorities, that this Coat-of-Arms 
can be be ipl for any family, not 
even RUTLED 


Then, how ent the Rutledge brothers 
come in possession of it? Here are 
possible theories: 

1. They might have wished one, 
and worked it out themselves with 
the symbols they wished. In such 
case it would not be from their an- 
cestral Rutledge family, nor a grant 
in England nor Ireland. 

2. It might have been “a Cole,” but 
it does not have any of the ear-marks 
of those spurious ones created and 
wished upon them by the fakir Cole, 
who flourished before the Revolution 
—much to the confusion and disap- 
pointment of many families and her- 
aldists since that time. 

8. As both of these young men— 
John and Edward Rutledge, written 
about in the first of the article, were 
educated in England, it is possible 
they appealed to the College of Arms 
to have a Coat-of-Arms granted to 
them in their own right, not having 
found one for their family line. Un- 
der certain circumstances, such a 
petition could be granted, and a Coat- 
of-Arms furnished them, containing 
the symbols of their choice. 


The cost of the grant itself would 
be high for young students to bear, 
and the recording, a much greater 
sum, might be more than they could 
pay, and not feeling it necessary, they 
declined that service. Therefore they 
could bear the Coat-of-Arms, yet its 
blazon (description) would not be 
recorded in such books as Burke’s 
General Armory, Robson’s British 
Herald, etc. 

Understand, these last three are 
definitely my own theories on the sub- 
ject as to how Edward Rutledge ob- 
tained the Coat-of-Arms on his book- 
plate. We have no proof that it was 
the one used on the seal of South 
Carolina. The exact facts do not 
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seem to be available, therefore until 
such time as they are, we venture to 
say how this possession could come 
about. We shall be most happy if 
any reader can enlighten us, and 
promise to relay such information for 
the benefit of the other readers, in 
a future issue. 

However, all of this doubt and dis- 
cussion about the Coat-of-Arms does 
not dampen our ardor concerning the 
stories of Edward the Signer and his 
brother John, who were unfailing in 
their efforts to help establish our 
great United States.

OF OUR RELATIVES SHOULD BE 
INTACT SOMEPLACE! No one else 
need bother to read this part. 


If you are on a quest for data about 
your ancestors, here is the suggestion. 
Go to the town or county clerk, or 
cemetery superintendent in the sec- 
tion and ask if they have the records 
you are seeking. If so, then you are 
set, as far as securing them for your- 
selves is concerned. Then ask them 
if they know if there are still any 
relatives of these families still in the 
community. You may laugh at this, 
but I know lots of people who lose 
track of cousins—and even brothers 
and sisters—and then some day—wish 
to know about them; or perhaps you 
are the son or daughter of one who 
has lost the contact. 


If your clerk or superintendent 
knows nothing of such records, then 
the next best plan is to go to the 
cemeteries in the section, and the 
churches, and see if you can get the 
information. Here is hoping you can. 

My next suggestion is this; while 
you are happy you have secured this 
data, and perhaps found out some- 
thing very interesting that you never 
dreamed of, you should not be selfish 
with it, or think no one else will never 
desire this same information. PASS 
IT ON! And WHERE? 

To illustrate: From 15 to 25 years 
ago, towns, and counties in Michigan, 
and the state itself, were celebrating 
their centennials. There were so 
many colorful things to be rictured 
in their pageants and dramas—Indian 
life, wild life, first settlers, first wed- 
dings, occupations, household and 
farm implements, means of transpor- 
tation, and so forth and so forth. 


Who were some of these people, 
and what did they wear, and what 
did they do? How could they know??? 
The neighborhoods were scoured for 
the facts, and much valuable informa- 
tion procured. I know, for I wit- 
nessed several of these marvelous 
demonstrations. In another 100 years 
this would be a more difficult task, 
only—that so much _ interest. was 
aroused, that this information was 
“salted down,” and can be found in 
the libraries of the different towns. 
The value of keeping this material 
and these facts was so impressed up- 
on the people, that they volunteered 
their time and cars to help in the 
projects. 

In my own county—St. Joseph, the 
D. A. R.’s copied the epitaphs from 
graveyards, big and little, old and 
new, and the record is in the Three 
Rivers Public Library. (It, or part 
of it, may be in other libraries in the 
county, too, but I happen to know 
more about that one.) A librarian, 
there for many years, was greatly in- 
terested in Genealogy, and very help- 
ful to the towns people who wished

hobby of Miss Edith R. Force of 
Tulsa, and she has become the world 
authority on them. Her collection 
contains more than 2,000 specimens. 
Most largely represented are the 
western ground snakes of the genus 
Sonora, about a foot long and a quar- 
ter-inch or less in diameter. They live 
under rocks and under piles of debris 
in city lots. One species—there are 
eight in all—has been found buried 
more than two feet under a sand dune. 
Apparently they are rather plentiful, 
although many persons living in their 
neighborhood are unaware of their 
existence. They might be mistaken 
for very large earthenworms. 


The Sonora are non-poisonous. The 
rather closely related group, the Tan- 
tilla, have grooved ‘fangs,” however, 
and probably are mildly poisonous to 
the large insects on which they feed, 
but not to human beings. They are 
notable for their long tails, which 
represent from fifteen to thirty per- 
cent of the entire length. 


Some of the species of Sonora are 
banded _ with red and black rings, 
while Tantilla usually has a_ black 
head, but by and large these little 
reptiles are sand-colored and depend 
on their inconspicuousness for their 
security.

My grand- 
father Keech and grandfather Cady 
each has his card as Head of his 
Family, the maiden name of his wife, 
the state from which they came, their 
ages, the names and ages of all of 
their children, and any other mem- 
bers of their household. And—THIS 
WAS THE FIRST CENSUS HAV- 
ING THE NAME OF THE STATE 
FROM WHICH THEY CAME.

rettes, the Khedival Company of New 
York packed a prize fighters’ series 
into their Oxford, Duke of York, 
Turkish Delights and Turkish Whiffs. 
(Incidentally, here and by way of 
parenthesis, you have heard the ex- 
pression ‘a whiff of tobacco,’ but I 
doubt if you know the origin. In Eu- 
rope in the early days of the imrorta- 
tion of the weed, a gentleman, a Mr. 
Whiff, was the professor who taught 
the young sprouts how to smoke. The 
expression bears his name.) 

“A & G of Richmond, who issued 
the celebrated American Indian 
Chiefs’ series, knew the current head- 
men of the tribes in the West at that 
time. In the list is Geronimo and a 
few you might remember down here; 
Sitting Bull and Black Hawk are 
among them. The A & G series of 
prize and game chickens is entirely 
out of my class. It includes fifty 
birds and is no doubt a fine reminder 
to us now of that pleasant pastime 
of the 90’s when the sport was much 
more prevalent than at the present. 
The Racers’ series holds a place along 
with these. Dan Patch and Maud S. 
were just as popular then as Man-of- 
War and Hoop Jr., in their glory 
yesterday. 

“The British Tobacco Company 
manufacturers did equally as well in 
their advertisements. Wills, one of 
the Imperial Tobacco Company’s 
firms, issued Household Hints, a sort 
of industrial series depicting how to 
do things around the home, and you 
may see a boiling kettle on the stove 
spouting steam into a crushed broom 
to make the straws active again; di- 
rections as to how to lay linoleum 
and to fix the lock on the door; how 
to rid the carpet of moths and many 
things. Wills’s (as they write it in 
Great Britain) issued in late years 
several series of sets showing schools; 
school emblems, arms, etc. Even as 
late as 1930 another concern, Carrer- 
as, issued a series, ‘Kings and Queens 
of England,’ showing all kings and 
queens from the beginning to the then 
George V, these in brilliant colors 
with a story of the person and the 
time of his reign. 

“Before me is the dining car service 
menu of the Southern Railway for 
July 4, 1912 and I find there Pall 
Malls, price 25c; No. 3 size Egyptian 
Deities at the same price; Melachrinos 
25c; Moguls 15c; Piedmonts 10c; and 
Fatimas 10c; I think this was a bit 
high as compared with cigarettes sold 
in cigar stores. 

“T am not an authority on the sub- 
ject of smoking cigarettes, inasmuch 
as I have gone more than sixty years 
without one and probably will con- 
tinue to do so, however, I admit that 
in my young days I did enjoy cross- 
vine, corn silks and rabbit tobacco.”

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‘Match Box Labels of the World’

The coloured labels adorning the familiar match
